In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of Brookline, 
qualified to vote in elections, to meet at the Town Hall, on Tuesday, the 
Thirty-first day of March, current, at six o’clock and forty-five minutes 
in the morning, for the following purposes, to wit :— 


First, To choose a Moderator. 

Second, To choose the usual Town Officers for the ensuing year; also 
to give in their votes ‘‘ Yes” or ‘‘ No,” in answer to the question, ‘‘ Shall 
licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town?”

On motion of Albert L. Lincoln, Jr., it was — 


Voted, That the Moderator of this meeting, with the retiring Select- 
men, the Selectmen to be elected, the Town Clerk and the Town Treas- 
urer, and the citizens who have held the office of Selectman since 1870, 
and ten citizens at large, to be appointed by the Moderator, constitute a 
committee who shall consider the remaining articles in the warrant after 
the second article, and report at an adjourned meeting what action they 
recommend the town to take thereon, with suitable forms of votes for 
carrying out their recommendations.

In conformity with the laws of this Commonwealth in 
relation to elections the Town Hall had been fitted up as a 
polling place, a space railed off and thirty compartments 
provided for the use and convenience of voters to examine 
and mark their ballots, and each compartment supplied with 
cards of instructions. 

The Moderator appointed Constable Willard Y. Gross to 
have charge of the space inside the railing.

Voted, That the meeting now proceed to choose a Town Clerk; five 
Selectmen; a Town Treasurer; a Collector; three Assessors; three Audit- 
ors ; one Commissioner of the Sinking Fund for three years ; three members 
of the School Committee for three years; four Trustees of the Public 
Library for three years; two Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery for 
three years; a Committee of three for Planting Trees; one Park Com- 
missioner for three years; one Member of the Water Board for three 
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years; two Fence Viewers; Five Constables; also, to give in their votes, 
“Yes,” or ‘‘No,” in answer to the question, ‘‘Shall licenses be granted 
for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town?” 


The polls were then declared open for the reception of votes. 

Mr. Edward W. Baker, one of the ballot»clerks, being 
obliged to leave at nine of the clock in the forenoon, the 
Moderator appointed James M. Codman, Jr., Frederick M. 
Bond, Henry B. Cabot and Willard Y. Gross, assistant 
ballot clerks, and they were sworn by the Moderator. 

The Moderator appointed as tellers, to sort and count the ~ 
votes, D. Blakely Hoar, Frank F. Sullivan, John F. Cusick, 
Charles A. Harris, Michael J. O’Hearn, Bradford Kingman, 
Albert Cushman, Alonzo G. Brewer and Nathaniel Conant, 
and they were sworn by the Moderator. 


On motion of Mr. Charles T. Duncklee, it was— 


Voted, That the Selectmen-elect and Mrs. Henrietta G. Codman and 
Miss Mabel H. Chapin be the Overseers of the Poor for the ensuing 
year. 


After giving due notice of the closing of the polls they 
were declared closed at fifteen minutes past six of the clock 
in the afternoon. 

During the time of voting the ballot box was opened four 
times by the Moderator, for the purpose of making room in 
the box and counting the votes, and again at the close of 
the polls, when the register stood at one thousand three 
hundred and twelve (1312). During the voting the box 
had failed to take the tickets eight (8) times, but registered 
the numbers. The names on the lists of male and women 
voters which had been checked were then counted, and the 
whole number was one thousand three hundred and four, 
which was found to agree with the register on the box after 
deducting the eight times which the box had failed to take 
in the ballot but registered the number of the same. 

The lists of voters used by the ballot clerks at the en- 
trance to the polling place were then compared with those 
used by the Town Clerk at the ballot-box and found to 


agree. 
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The tellers then proceeded to canvas the votes given, 
and the whole number was one thousand three hundred and 
four, twenty-five of which were women’s votes for School 
Committee, which were sorted, counted and recorded, and

porting by slopes or otherwise, the road-bed of said street. But this 
release is not intended to affect or impair at all the right of, any owner of 
abutting land to use such slopes or supports for building or for any other 
purposes or use incident to the ownership of the fee in such slopes or 
supports that will not impair the security of the road-bed.

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Eighth Article taken up,—‘‘To accept and allow Flora 
street as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the 
town at this meeting.” 

The Selectmen presented the following report on the 
laying out of said street, to wit :— 


The undersigned, Selectmen of Brookline, having given printed and 
written notices to John Nyhen, Bridget Maloney, and Henry Sayles, (be- 
ing all the parties known to us to be interested in the subject-matter of 
the street to be laid out) of our intention to lay out a street forty feet in 
width from Walter avenue to Pond avenue as a public townway, such 
notices requiring such persons to appear before us at the Town Hall, on 
Wednesday, the 11th day of March, 1891, at five o’clock in the afternoon, 
and having caused such notices to be actually served, according to law, 
upon all such persons by aconstable of this town, at least seven days before 
the day so appointed for the hearing, and having given notice to them, and 
all other persons (if any) who may be interested in the subject-matter of 
said street whose names are not known to us, by posting up copies of 
the printed and written notice in three public places in the town, at least 
seven days before the day appointed for the hearing: 

Pursuant to such notice, we met at the time and place appointed for 
the hearing, and all parties and interests which had appeared having 
been heard in relation thereto, and the route of the proposed street or 
townway having been viewed and examined by us, after fully considering 
the subject, do adjudge that it is necessary for the public convenience 
that the street should be laid out and maintained by the town, as herein- 
after described by its centre line, viz. : 

Beginning at the point of intersection of the westerly side line of 
Walter avenue produced with the centre line of Flora street, and running 
thence south 51° 46/ 33/’ east 40.20 feet to a point on the easterly side 
line of Walter avenue, and four feet southwesterly on said side line from 
the point of intersection of the original centre line of Flora street pro- 
duced with said easterly side line of Walter avenue, thence south 58° 15’ 
40!’ east 285.65 feet, to a point on the westerly side line of Pond avenue, 
distant 53.66 feet southerly from the point of curvature of Pond avenue, 
and taking land as follows: 

From John Nyhen, 3726.1 square feet; from Bridget Maloney, 414.9 
square feet; from Henry Sayles and others, 7443.5 feet. 

The location of said street is in accordance with a plan and profile of 
the same, dated March 7th, 1891, made by A. H. French, C. E., approved 
by us, and such plan and profile are adopted by us as a part of this record.

property in any manner whatsoever, and do estimate and determine the 
amounts to be paid to said parties respectively, as follows, viz. :

In the case of Mrs. Maloney we find that the benefit to her estate from 
the laying out and construction of said street is greater than the damage 
to the same; therefore we make her no award. 

The estimated cost of construction, $800. 

We have given the owners of the land through which said street or 
way is laid out one month from the date of the acceptance of this report 
by the town in which to remove their buildings. structures, walls and 
fences standing on said land. 

And said street as so laid out, located and described, is hereby reported 
to the town for acceptance, and when so accepted, allowed and recorded, 
is to be known as a townway called Flora street.

Sect. 9. No member of the Board of Selectmen or any oflicer of the 
town authorized to make any contract or agreement in hehalf of the 
town for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished to the 
town, or for a loan of money, shall be interested in a private capacity, 
either directly or indirectly, in such contract, agreement or loan; nor 
shall either directly or indirectly for himself or for any other person, 
receive any commission, discount, bonus, present or reward from the 
persons making such sale, loan, contract or agreement, for furnishing 
such materials, goods, wares or merchandise. 

Sect. 10. All calls for proposals shall be advertised in the local news- 
paper, and by posting notices in three of more public places in the town, 
or by advertising in two Boston daily newspapers, which shall not have 
less than three insertions in each, at intervals of two days, the last publi- 
cation to be at least two days before the opening of the bids. Provided, 
that advertisements in Boston daily newspapers shall not be required in 
any case where the amount of the contract does not exeeed two thousand 
dollars. , 

Srcr. 11. The advertisement shall requre each proposal to be sealed 
and properly designated, and shall announce the place, day and hour at 
which they will be opened. The bids as received shall be deposited in a 
box securely locked, and at the time and place named shall be publicly 
opened in the presence of a majority of the Board of Selectmen, or com- 
mittee authorized by the town to make the contract. No bids shall be 
deposited after the time advertised for opening. 


Voted, To adopt the foregoing by-law. 


Twelfth Article taken up,—‘‘ To amend the the by-laws 
of the town in relation to the construction of buildings.” 

The Selectmen presented the following amendents to the 
by-laws in relation to buildings, to wit :— 


SECTION III.— WOODEN BUILDINGS. 


No foundations for wooden buildings shall be less than eighteen inches 
thick if of stone, nor less than twelve inches thick and laid in mortar and 
bracketed out eight inches at the foot if of brick. 

All buildings built for tenement purposes shall have a brick party wall 
at least eight inches thick between each single set of up and down tene- 
ments and the set adjoining, said wall to extend up through and twelve 
inches above the roof covering, and covered with stone or metal. 
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Each set of tenements shall have a staircase from streel level to roof, 
and shall be provided with suitable fire escapes. 

All buildings for factory or shop purposes shall have a similar staircase 
for every seventy-five operatives employed. ’ 


SECTION IV.— EXTERNAL AND PARTY WALLS. 


No wooden building shall be built for a dwelling or tenement house 
which shall exceed forty-five feet in height, and such building shall not 
be placed at a less distance than one foot and six inches from the line 
of the lot upon which the building is to be erected, unless an external wall 
of brick is substituted for one of wood, said wall to be built up to the 
under side of the roof covering and of a thickness prescribed in section 
two of the by-law in relation to the construction of buildings. 

Wooden buildings built in blocks of two or more and intended to be 
used as dwelling houses, shall have a brick party wall at least eight 
inches thick between each single dwelling and the one adjoining, said 
wall to extend up to the under side of the roof covering. 

Where a wooden building is already erected for dwelling purposes 
upon an adjoining lot, there shall be between the walls of the building 
erected, and the one to be erected, if of wood, a clear open space of three 
feet between the buildings. 


SECTION V.— FIRE WALLS. 


No building hereafter erected in this town for mercantile purposes 
shall be built in a range of more than sixty feet measuring along the line 
of the wall facing the street without the intervention of a brick wall at 
least eight inches thick if less than thirty-five feet high in all, and twelve 
inches thick throughout if more than thirty-five feet high in all; said 
wall shall be built up at least eighteen inches above the flat of the roof 
of the highest building of which such wall forms a part, for the full 
extent of the flat, and the top of said wall shall be covered with a coping 
of stone or iron, or other metal; and when there is a mansard or pitched 
roof the wall shall be built up eighteen inches above every part of the 
roof covering. The provisions of this section shall not apply to single 
rooms, halls, workshops, or manufactories requiring larger dimensions, 
the construction of which must be approved by the inspector. 

No building with masonry walls forming a dwelling for more than one 
family shall contain more than four tenements without the intervention 
of a wall in all respects similar to that just described between atleast - 
each set of four tenements. 

All brick buildings to be used as dwellings, tenements, or lodging 
houses, in excess of thirty feet in width, shall have brick partition walls 
not less than twelve inches thick, on which the floor beams shall rest, and 
said walls shall not be more than twenty-five apart, unless iron columns 
and girders are substituted therefor. 


Voted, To adopt the foregoing by-law. 


Thirteenth Article taken up,—‘ To adopt a by-law with 
reference to street bands.” 
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The Selectmen presented the following by-law in relation 
to street bands, to wit :— 


No street band shall play on any of the public streets of the town 
between 6 Pp. M. and 7 A. M., without the written permission of the 
Chief of Police. 


Voted, To adopt the foregoing by-law. 


Fourteenth Article taken up,—‘‘To appropriate forty 
thousand dollars ($40,000) for the erection of a new school- 
house on Sewall street; for the enlargement of the High 
School on Prospect street, and of the Lawrence School on 
Francis street, as recommended by the School Committee, 
and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the amount appro- 
priated.” 


Voted, That the sum of fifty-five thousand dollars be appropriated for 
the erection of a new school house on Sewall street and for building an 
addition to the Lawrence school building and the High school building; 
the approriation for the new school-house to be expended under the 
direction of the Boards of Selectmen and School Committee, and those 
for the additions to the Lawrence and High school buidings under the 
direction of the School Committee; and that the Treasurer be authorized 
to borrow the same. 


Fifteenth Article taken up,—‘‘ To see if the town will 
appropriate the sum of sixteen thousand dollars ($16,000) 
for the purpose of building an addition to the Public Library 
for a reading-room and other facilities, and to authorize the 
Treasurer to borrow said sum.” 


Voted, That the sum of sixteen thousand dollars be appropriated for 
the purpose of building an addition to the Public Library for a reading- 
room and other facilities, to be expended under the direction of the 
Trustees of the Public Library, and that the Treasurer be authorized to 
borrow the same. 


Mr. Albert L. Lincoln, Jr., presented the following vote, 
to wit :— 


Voted, That the Town Treasurer be authorized to borrow, when so 
directed by the Selectmen, the sum of seventy-one thousand dollars, 
paying therefor a rate of interest not exceeding four per cent per annum, 
payable semi-annually, giving therefor the note or notes of the town, 
signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by a majority, at least, of the 
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Selectmen; said sum so borrowed to be applied to the payment of the 
following appropriations: Fifty-five thousand dollars for the erection 
of a new school-house on Sewall street, for building additions to the 
Lawrence and the High school-houses, and the remaining sixteen thou- 
sand dollars for building an addition to the Public Library. Such 
indebtedness shall be made payable in such annual proportionate pay- 
ments as will extinguish the same within ten years from the date of 
the delivery of said note or notes. 


The Moderator appointed as tellers, Messrs. R. G. F. 
Candage and Charles H. Stearns, and they were sworn by 
the Town Clerk. 

The vote was then put upon its passage, and the whole 
number of votes was one hundred and twelve, as follows, to 
wit: Yeas, one hundred and twelve (112); Nays, none (0), 
—and the vote was declared passed in the affirmative by 
more than two-thirds of the voters present and voting 
thereon. 

In relation to the report of the committee on the construc- 
tion of the extension of the Water Works at Cow Bay, 
printed in the Annual Report, pages 214-218, it was— 


Zoted, That the Joint Special Committee, consisting of the Selectmen 
and the Water Board, appointed in town meeting July 8, 1889, be, and 
the same is hereby discharged, and the duties assigned said committee 
namely, the supervision of the Water Works extensions at Cow Bay, be 
continued under the direction of the Water Board; and the unexpended 
balance of the sum appropriated for this work, amounting to sixteen 
hundred and sixteen 2-100 ($1616.02) dollars be transferred to the regu- 
lar extension account of the Water Works, to be expended for these 
extensions. 


In relation to the report of the Trustees of Walnut Hills 
Cemetery, in which they recommend the erection of a house 
for the Superintendent, at a cost of two thousand and five 
hundred dollars, it was— 

Voted, That the sum of two thousand five hundred ($2,500) dollars 
be appropriated for the erection of a dwelling-house for the Superin- 
tendent at the Walnut Hills Cemetery, under the supervision of the Trus- 
tees thereof. 

Sixteenth Article taken up,—‘ To raise and appropriate, 
by borrowing or otherwise, such sums of money as may be 
necessary for all or any of the purposes mentioned in the 
foregoing articles, and especially to act upon all the appro- 
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priations asked for or proposed by the Selectmen, or by 


any town officers or committees.”

AN ACT TO GIVE TOWNS JURISDICTION OVER HIGHWAYS AND COUNTY 
BRIDGES. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. Any town which shall have accepted this Act, as herein- 
after provided, shall have and may exercise original and concurrent 
jurisdiction with the county commissioners of petitions for altering, 
widening, locating anew, and making specific repairs upon any highway 
or county bridge within such town; provided, however, that such town 
shall not have the power to discontinue any highway or county bridge, 
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but in altering, widening or locating the same anew may discontinue 
such portions of the same as may become unnecessary for the public use; 
and provided, also, that such discontinuance shall not diminish the former 
width of such highway or bridge. The town shall have no right to 
assess any part of the expense upon the county. 

Sect. 2. The proceedings of the town and its officers in exercising 
the powers aforementioned, and the remedies of parties whose rights 
are affected thereby, shall be the same as those provided by law in the 
case of town ways. 

Sect. 3. In any town which has accepted this act, and which has 
accepted the provisions of chapter one hundred and sixty-nine of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine or of chapter three hundred 
and eighty-two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-one 
or of the first nine sections of chapter fifty-one of the Public Statutes, 
the provisions of law above referred to shall apply to the action of such 
town taken in pursuance of this act, in relation to any highway or county 
bridge therein. 

Secor. 4. On appeals to the county commissioners from the action of 
the selectmen or of the town the county commissioners shall give not 
less than fourteen days’ notice to all parties interested, in the same man- 
ner and to the same person as required in the laying out of town ways, 
and also by causing a copy of such notice to be published in such news- 
paper as they shall order, not less than seven days before any hearing. 
At such hearing the county commissioners may finally decide such appeal. 
_ Sect. 5. Nothing in this act shall be construed as in any way affecting 

the provisions of sections one hundred and seventeen to one hundred and 
thirty-eight inclusive of chapter one hundred and twelve of the Public 
Statutes, or of chapter four hundred and twenty-eight of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety or any acts passed in amendment 
thereof. 

Sect. 6. Within two weeks after any town has taken final action in 
pursuance of this act in relation to any highway or county bridge therein, 
the town clerk of such town shall send to the county commissioners a 
certified copy of the record of the town of such final action, and the 
county commissioners shall cause said certified copy to be recorded in 
the same manner that the proceedings of the county commissioners. in 
relation to highways or county bridges are recorded by them. 

Sect. 7. Within ten days after the acceptance of this act by any town, 
in the manner hereinafter provided, the town clerk of such town shall 
send a certified copy of the vote accepting the same to the county com- 
missioners and also to the secretary of the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 8. This act shall take effect upon its passage so far as to allow 
any town to vote upon the acceptance hereof; but shall take full effect in 
any such town only after it shall have been accepted by a majority of the 
_yoters of such town present and voting thereon by ballot at a town meet- 
ing called for that purpose.

$3,725; (4) Laying 1365 feet of six-inch pipe in a new street being con- 
structed on Aspinwall Hill, between Washington street and Winthrop 
road, as petitioned for by the Aspinwall Land Co. and others, at an esti- 
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mated cost of $1,527; and that the sum of seventy-six hundred and 

forty-two dollars ($7642), the aggregate of the above amounts, to be 
- taken from water receipts, be appropriated for this purpose and credited 
to the Extension of the Water Works—the several parties having filed 
an agreement guaranteeing five per centum per annum income for five 
years upon their respective amounts. 


Twelfth Article taken up,—‘‘To see if the town will 
authorize the expenditure of $900 for re-roofing and repair- 


ing the high-service water tank, as recommended by the 
Water Board.” 


Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to place a new roof on the 
high-service tank, and paint the same, at a cost not exceeding $900; and 
that that sum, to be taken from water receipts and credited to the 
Maintenance of the Water Works, be appropriated for this purpose. 


Thirteenth Article taken up,—‘‘ To see if the town will 
authorize the appointing of a special committee to consider 
the necessities of a second force water-main and for a high- 
duty pumping engine, as recommended by the Water Board.” 

Voted, That a committee of five be appointed by the chair, to receive 
and consider the plans and reports of the Water Board with reference to 
increasing the pumping facilities and laying a second force-main, and to 


report, with such recommendations as they may deem for his interest of 
the town, to a future town meeting. 


The Moderator appointed the Board of Selectmen, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Albert L. Lincoln, Jr., Horace James, 
James B. Hand, Tucker Daland, and Theodore Pinkham, to 
compose said committee.

Fifteenth Article taken up,—‘‘To make an appropriation 
of $6,500 for heating and ventilating the Lawrence school, 
and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same.” 

Voted, That the sum of $6,500 be appropriated for heating and venti- 


lating and for changes in construction of the Lawrence school-building, 
under the direction and control of the School Committee. 
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Mr. Albert L. Lincoln, Jr., then offered the following 
vote, to wit :— 


Voted, That the Town Treasurer be authorized to borrow, when so 
directed by the Selectmen, the sum of $8,500 for one year, paying there- 
for a rate of interest not exceeding four and one-half per cent per annum, 
to pay for the following appropriations made at this meeting: $2,000 for 
furnishing the High school building and improving its sanitary arrange- 
ments; $6,500 for heating and ventilating and for changes in construction 
of the Lawrence school building; giving therefor the note or notes of the 
town, signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by a majority at least 
of the Selectmen. 


The Moderator appointed as tellers, Messrs. Charles T. 
Duncklee and Charles A. W. Spencer, and they were sworn 
by the Town Clerk. 

The vote was then put upon its passage, and the whole 
number of votes was one hundred and fifty-four, as follows, 
to wit: Yeas, one hundred and fifty-three (153); Nays, 
one (1),—and the vote was declared passed in the affirma- 
tive by more than two-thirds of the voters present and 
voting thereon.

Voted, That an appropriation of $15,000, in addition to that of $20,000 
made at the special town meeting, May 20, 1891, be made for the pro- 
posed primary school-house on the Nahum Smith estate, in order that 
the same may contain six rooms instead of four as originally proposed; 
to be expended under the direction of the joint committee consisting of 
the School Committee and the Board of Selectmen. 


Twentieth Article taken up,—‘‘ To see whether the town 
will authorize and instruct the Selectmen to apply to the 
next General Court for legislation to declare more specifically 
the powers of the Selectmen and of the town over highways 
and townways, and, if necessary, to enlarge such powers.” 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized and instructed to apply to 
the next General Court for legislative authority to give the town power 
to reserve between the side lines of ways such spaces for transportation, 
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tree-planting, and other uses as the present and future wants of the 
public in ways may require; provided, that any Act which may be passed 
in conformity with this vote shall be subject to the acceptance of the 
voters of the town.

The undersigned Selectmen, having given printed and written notice 
to Charles H. Stearns, being the only person known to us to be inter- 
ested in the subject-matter of the street to be laid out, of our intention 
to lay out a street running westerly from Babcock street through land 
of Charles H. Stearns to land of town of Brookline recently purchased 
of Nahum Smith, such notice requiring said Stearns to appear before us 
at the Town Hall, on Monday, October 12th, at five o’clock, Pp. m., and 
having caused such notice to be actually served according to law upon 
said person by a constable of this town, seven days at least before the 
day so appointed for the hearing, and having given notice to him and all 
other persons (if any) who may be interested in the subject-matter of 
said street, whose names are not known to us, or who have no place of 
abode in the town, or who have no tenant or authorized agent known to 
us, by posting up copies of the printed and written notice in three public 
places in the town, seven days at least before the day appointed for the 
hearing : 

Pursuant to such notice, we. met at the time and place appointed for. 
the hearing, and having heard the remarks of said Stearns, who appeared 
in relation thereto, and no person appearing to object, and the route of 
the street having been viewed and examined by us, after fully consider- 
ing the subject, adjudged that it was necessary.for the public conven- 
ience that the street should be laid out and maintained by the town as 
hereinafter described by its centre line. 

Beginning at a point on the westerly side-line of Babcock street, dis- 
tant on said side-line 850.90 feet northerly from the northerly side-line 
of Harvard street, and running at right angles with the line of Babcock 
street north 68° 35’ 0’ W. 197.80 feet to land of the town of Brookline, 
said street having a width of 20 feet on each side of the previously de- 
scribed centre line. 

For a further description of said street, reference is hereby made to a 
plan and profile of the same made by Alexis H. French, C. E., dated 
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October 10th, 1891, verified by our signatures, and made a part of this 
record. 

We have estimated the damage sustained by the owners of land, 
rights, and interests, caused by the laying out and construction of said 
street, whether by taking property or by injuring property in any man- 
ner whatsoever; and do estimate and determine the amount to be paid 
said parties as follows: 

We take from Charles H. Stearns 7,912 square feet of land, and we 
award him, for damages for the land thus taken, the sum of $2,571.40. 

There being no structures, buildings, trees, walls, fences, or hedges, 
standing upon the land taken for. said street, the same may be entered 
upon at once for the purpose of construction. The estimated cost of 
making said street is $428.60. 

And said street as so laid out, located, and described, is hereby 
reported to the town for acceptance, and when so accepted, allowed, and 
recorded, is to be known as a townway, called by us Dwight street. 

The said plan, profile, and this record, have this day been filed by us in 
the office of the Town Clerk.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


The Selectmen have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending January 31, 1892: 


Finances. 


During the past. year we have increased our indebtedness 
considerably, principally for park purposes and schools. 
It was hardly to be expected that a large work like the 
Muddy River improvement could be completed within the 
short time allotted to it without adding to the debt, and 
especially coming so soon after the Beacon-street widening. 
The Muddy River improvement will require a further loan 
the coming year, in addition to the amount already author- 
ized but not borrowed. This latter amount, $80,000, was 
not borrowed the past year simply because it was not sup- 
posed that anything like this amount would be spent this 
winter, and it was the desire of the Selectmen and Treasurer 
to add no more to the debt than was absolutely necessary. 
Instead of placing the Park loan, therefore, a temporary 
loan against the taxes of the year 1891 is carried over, 
made necessary by the unexpectedly large disbursements 
upon the Muddy River Park. 

The town was very fortunate during the past year in 
placing its loans at four per cent, at a time when other 
municipalities found it impossible to do so—a fact reflecting 
credit both upon the town and our Treasurer. As money 
is much easier at the present time, and municipal loans in 
far greater favor, we may hope to place such loans as we 
may be obliged to make the coming spring at a better rate 
than this, and should the Legislature act favorably upon the 
proposition now before it to exempt municipal bonds from 
taxation, a greater saving can undoubtedly be made, and 
without any appreciable loss in our taxes from this source. 
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Our interest account, it will be seen, is increasing in gross 
amount, though the average rate is considerably less than 
afew years ago, being now about five per cent, as against 
more than six per cent in 1882. No large reduction in the 
average rate can be expected until our seven per cent loan is 
paid in 1898. The. annual interest on this latter loan 
requires an assessment for its payment of about fifty-five 
cents per thousand of our valuation, the total interest 
charge upon the funded debt being nearly $2.00 per thou- 
sand. While our gruss debt is increasing perhaps faster 
than it should for a municipality of such wealth, it is some 
little gratification that it has by no means increased propor- 
tionately to our valuation. In 1878 the gross debt of 
$1,468,350 was about 5,8, per cent of the valuation of that 
year; our gross debt to-day of $1,866,550 is about 375 per 
cent of the valuation, while the net debt would make a 
little better comparison than this. 

With the valuation of the town increasing as fast as it is, 
it has this year, after allowing for abatements, reached a 
total of $50,729,500.00, and with the debt paid for which 
we are now raising a sinking fund, and upon which we are 
making such heavy payments in the way of interest, it ought 
to be possible to get along without borrowing at all for any 
length of time ; and we think it safe to say that the principle 
of paying as we go, even for such works as it is customary 
to try to make posterity pay for, will be found the most 
profitable in the end. A mortgage is not an agreeable thing 
either for those who have the interest or those who have the 
principal to pay, and a municipal loan is nothing more or. 
less than a mortgage upon the property of all the citizens, 
which sooner or later must be paid. No prudent man likes 
to have a mortgage on his property for his children to pay,’ 
even though he may anticipate a rise in the property sufficient 
to meet the debt when due, and no more should we mortgage 
the property in the town for those to pay who are coming 
after us. 

The gain in valuation the past year was $4,192,200, a 
little more than the average annual increase for the past 
Six years.

No part of the debt payable from the sinking fund became 
due this year. <A detailed statement of the debt paid will 
be found in the Treasurer’s report. Our expenditures the 
past year, exclusive of payments of money borrowed in 
anticipation of taxes, were $1,170,869, against $916,520 in 
1890-91, which easily explains the jump in our tax rate from 
$9.00 to $11.00. <A part of this increase is in our ordinary 
appropriations, including the county tax, but much the 
largest part was for parks and school-houses. 

Fast as our valuation has increased since 1880, when the 
increase first began after the depression which started in 
1872, our expenditures have increased at a greater rate, 
being for the past year 154 per cent more than they were 
in 1880, while our valuation is only 118 per cent more; 
that is to say, we spent in the past year two and one-half 
times the amount spent in 1880.

It is possible to forecast, with some degree of accuracy, 
the tax-rate for the coming year based on the above tables, 
and we venture to do this in order that the town may have the 
probable rate in mind when acting upon the appropriations. 
From these tables and the Assessors’ report, using round num- 
bers, it will be found that the net increase in the ordinary 
appropriations over those of last year which went into the 
tax levy, including the probable State and County tax (see 
report further on), is $54,000; while the exceptional appro- 
priations not provided for by loans, and which therefore go 
into the tax levy, are $30,000 less than those included in the 
levy of 1891; furthermore, the amount of debt payable from 
taxes in 1892 is $30,500 less than last year, so that so far as 
these three items go, the increase is a little more than offset 
by the decreases, and if the valuation and receipts were to be 
the same as in 1891, the rate this year would remain the 
same, namely, $11.00 per thousand. We naturally look for an 
increase in valuation, but on the other hand, our receipts are 
likely to be enough less to offset any probable gain in taxes 
from this source, the betterments on Beacon street, and 
some other streets laid out under the betterment law, having 
been substantially all paid. Therefore, a fair conclusion is, 
that any additional appropriations to those named in the 
tables, and not provided for by loans, must be met by an 
increase in the tax-rate. 

The principal increase in the ordinary appropriations 
asked for by the Selectmen, is in that for Highways, and is 
asked for in order to provide for moving the wooden school- 
house on Sewall street from the school-lot to the town 
stable lot, where it will serve a useful purpose as suggested 
and recommended by the Superintendent of Streets. (See his 
report.) It certainly cannot remain where it is. We need 
more sheds on the stable-lot and on other lots owned by the 
town, as pointed out in the report of the Superintendent. 
The increase is also intended to provide for laying gutters — 
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on the roads on Fisher Hill, Corey Hill and Aspinwall 
Hill, on which from $3000 to $5000 can be spent, with an 
ultimate saving to the town for repairs on those roads. We 
also approve the recommendation of the Superintendent of 
Streets, that the gutters on Beacon street, when in need of 
repair, should be replaced with granite blocks. 

It is unnecessary to dwell on the importance and benefit 
of good roads to any community. Nothing, probaby, has con- 
tributed more to our growth, than the fact that hitherto our 
town has had exceptionally good roads. The constant dis- 
turbance of their surface, however, in the past few years, 
by the laying of water-pipes, gas-pipes, and above all, 
sewers, has tended to keep them out of repair and to neces- 
sitate larger outlays ; while we are adding every year from one 
and one-half to two miles of new streets. It is hoped the com- 
‘ing year, the Superintendent of Streets will try on our roads 
the system of ‘‘ constant repair.” This consists in dividing 
up the streets into sections and putting each section in the 
charge of a section man, so called, who is furnished with 
proper tools and materials, and who is to see that his section 
is repaired as fast as any defect appears, keeping small 
defects from becoming greater ones and the roads in the best 
of condition all the time. This system has been tried the 
past year in Newton on about twenty-two miles of streets 
with great success, both in the matter of repairs and of 
cost, and to the satisfaction of the City Engineer. It 
may not be possible to adapt it to all our streets, but it cer- 
tainly can be tried on some. 

Other needs of the highway department, not covered by 
this appropriation, are pointed out in another part of this 
report. 

We have also recommended an increase in the side- 
walk appropriation over, what was appropriated at the 
annual meeting in 1891, but not over that and what was 
also subsequently appropriated. Much might be written, 
perhaps, as to the sidewalks and their proper material and 
construction; but we think the conclusion of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets in his report is true, that no rule can be 
made which will be applicable to all parts of the town. 
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We think on Beacon street and in the business and more 
thickly settled sections of the town the coal-tar concrete walk 
should not be adopted, but there are certainly parts of the town 
where it is appropriate and is the cheapest permanent side- 
walk which can be built. The question of whether it is full 
of depressions or smooth depends principally on the charac- 
ter of the foundation, and this is equally true of brick, 
both requiring. a well prepared foundation. The demand 
for sidewalks is a growing one, and under the system pur- 
sued in the town, of not assessing any part of the cost upon 
the abutter, is likely to increase constantly. It must be 
admitted in behalf of this system that it is popular, but on 
the other hand it will scarcely be contended that a finished 
sidewalk in front of an estate is not a peculiar benefit to 
that estate. 

The coming year, extensive repairs should be made on - 
some of the concrete sidewalks, while many of the plank 
walks must be replaced with new ones, so that there is no 
doubt but what the whole amount asked for can be profitably 
spent. 


State and County Tax. 


Our State and County tax depend not only upon the 
amount to be raised each year, but also upon the apportion- 
ment made once every three years to determine the ratio in 
which each municipality shall contribute. A new appor- 
tionment will be made this year, and as reported by the tax 
commissioners, Brookline’s proportion will be raised from 
$21.43 to $23.25, these figures representing the proportion 
in dollars per $1,000 of the tax which we have to pay; so 
that if the total State tax this year is the same as last, to wit, 
$1,500,000.00, our share will be $34,875,00, instead of 
$32,145.00, the amount paid by us in 1891. 

If this apportionment is accepted by the Legislature, as 
without doubt it will be, Brookline’s State tax will be ex- 
ceeded by that of only four cities in the State—Boston, Wor- 
cester, Cambridge and Lowell. 

Our County tax is also based on this apportionment and 
for the next three years will be about 36,86 per cent of 
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the whole tax, as against 33°3, per cent for the past three 
years. In spite of what we believe to be an economical 
management of the County by our present Commissioners, 
the expenses are increasing rapidly. Our part of the County 
tax last year was nearly double what it was in 1880, a fact 
due not only to the increased expenses of the County, but to 
our larger proportional growth as compared with the rest of 
the County as shown by the figures above. 

The present year the County Commissioners have pro- 
posed an enlargement of the County Court House, and to 
include about one-third of the cost in this year’s tax. This 
will necessitate a total tax levy of $140,000, of which our 
share will be about $51,612.00, as against $35,626.10 last 
year, and $28,840 in 1890; this is a tax of more than $1.00 
per thousand on our present valuation. These facts go to 
show the deep interest we have in the future of Norfolk 
County, and in seeing that its affairs continue to be managed 
with prudence and economy.

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With the exception of Dwight street, all the above streets 
are open to travel, but something remains to be done on 
Stearns road in the way of grading and finishing up, no part 
of the appropriation for this purpose having been spent. 
Flora street, also, will require something more spent upon it ; 
the appropriation was $800, of which $338.80 only has been 
expended. Some work also remains to be done upon Rob- 
erts street. No part of Dwight street has yet been con- 
structed. Sewall avenue, laid out under the betterment law, 
and accepted by the town April 23, 1890, has been con- 
structed during the past year, at a total expense of $2,165, 
with edgestones and gravel sidewalks. It remains to assess 
the betterments. 

Dran Roap and Druck STREET, accepted by the town 
September 18, 1890, have been constructed at private ex- 
pense, and are open to travel. The bridge on Dean road, 
over the Boston and Albany railroad, was built by the town 
at a total cost of $14,673.35. No claim for damages has been 
filed by anyone on account of the laying out of this street, 
although no awards were made. 


CuinTON Roap, accepted by the town January 15, 1890, 
remains unconstructed, no decision having yet been given 
by the Supreme Court as to our right to lay it out. (See 
report by counsel for the town. ) 

LANCASTER TERRACE, accepted by the town January 29, 
1891, has been constructed throughout its entire length, and 
with a plank walk on one side, at private expense. The 
right to slope and bank upon land of Thomas C. Bond, with — 
a full release of all damages, was obtained for $350 — charged 
to contingencies, as no appropriation was made. 


WALNUT STREET WipENING. At the date of the last an- 
nual report this matter was pending before the County Com- 
missioners. March 31, 1891, the return of the Commis- 
sioners was ordered to be filed, directing the widening to be 
completed within eighteen months from the date of the 
return, in accordance with a plan made by Mr. A. H. French, 
approved by the Selectmen, and, as was supposed, also ap- 
proved by the abutters. When, however, the new line was 
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subsequently marked out upon the ground, it proved to be 
very unsatisfactory to the trustees of the Philbrick estate 
and other abutters, who, with other citizens, petitioned the 
Selectmen to change the lines adopted by the County Com- 
missioners between Harvey street and Walnut place. The 
Selectmen gave a hearing on the matter, had a new study of 
the street made by Mr. French, and were convinced that new 
lines could be adopted which would not only better suit the 
parties interested, but would make a better street. As the 
County Commissioners had prior jurisdiction of the subject, 
the Selectmen could only accomplish the desired object by 
a petition to them to locate anew this part of the street. The 
petition was presented in October last, a hearing was given 
at Dedham Noy. 24th, and, by adjournment, on January 6th. 
We hope for a decree very soon, so that an appropriation for 
doing the work may be made at the coming annual meeting, 
when a further report as to cost will be made. Foreseeing 
that the work was not likely to be carried out last season, 
the Selectmen voted to extend the time for the removal of 
fences, etc., to May 1, 1892. 

Cypress STREET BrrpcE. Although the work upon this 
bridge and its approaches was delayed by our inability to 
settle the claims of Messrs. Ritchie & Sons, and of Mr. 
George A. Goddard, these were finally settled, and work 
begun in July by the Boston & Albany Railroad Company 
upon the abutments, and in the fall the gravel filling was fur- 
nished by that company for the approaches. The street was 
again opened for travel in December, but the final finishing 
with macadam will be made this spring, after the filling has 
had ample time for settling.

The settlement with Messrs. Ritchie & Sons by the town 
and railroad company was for $8,000.00, just double the 
amount awarded by the County Commissioners. 

The settlement with Mr. George A. Goddard was as 
follows :— 


AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE, MASSACHUSETTS, THE 
Boston & ALBANY RAILROAD CO., AND GEORGE A. GODDARD OF BOSs- 
TON, MASSACHUSETTS, DATED AUGUST 27th, 1891. 


Witnesseth, Whereas by decree of the County Commissioners of Nor- 
folk County, dated July 3, 1888, a separation of grade between Cypress 
street and the Boston & Albany Railroad in Brookline was decreed, and 
it is desired in carrying out said work to slope the filling used in raising 
the grade of the southerly approach to Cypress street to the bridge to be 
constructed over said railroad on the land of said Goddard, abutting on 
said street, and to settle all said Goddard’s claims for land and grade 
damages in any way arising from the carrying out of the order for the 
said separation of grades. Now, therefore, it is agreed between the 
parties thereto, in consideration of one dollar by each of said parties to 
the others paid, receipt of which is hereby acknowledged :— 

1. That said railroad company shall build a retaining wall for the 
filling hereinafter mentioned, on said Goddard’s land, parallel with the 
brook, extending from the westerly line of Cypress street to the westerly 
line of the passage-way marked C, on plan marked No. 4, hereto annexed 
and made part hereof, and so far beyond said passage-way marked C as 
is necessary to maintain safely the grade of passage-ways A and C. 
Said retaining wall shall be roughly ranged rubble wall, strongly built 
of split granite quarry stone, laid in American cement mortar. The 
stones inthe front of the wall to be larger and nearly rectangular, and 
to have a smooth and even appearance on the face. They shall have flat 
beds and be laid on nearly horizontal courses so as to show face-joints 
nearly horizontal and perpendicular to the base. The back of the wall 
may be made either of split granite or good quality Roxbury stone, laid - 
in cement, well bonded and properly joined to the face stones. All stones 
used shall be of such quality and dimensions, and so placed as to make 
solid and compact masonry. If the stone in the present wall, along the 
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brook, is found to be suitable for the purpose it may be used in the back- 
ing of the new wall. The face joints shall be properly raked out and 
pointed with Portland cement. The wall shall be built of such dimensions 
as are shown on the annexed profile, and sections made by Aspinwall & 
Lincoln, Civil Engineers, dated August 5th, 1891, and the face shall be 
equal in appearance and the class of masonry fully as good as that of the 
wall shown in the annexed blue print. Ifthe material to be excavated for 
the foundation of the wall is found to be solid and suitable, that part of 
the masonry shown on the aforesaid annexed sections by full red lines 
and figures, being the rear of the foundation-course to a height of three 
feet above the bottom as shown, may:be omitted. The wall shall be 
provided with a granite capping, having nearly a flat surface on top. 

2. Said railroad company shall fill all of the land of said Goddard, 
bounded by the southerly line of Brington road, Cypress street, the re- 
taining wall by the railroad, and the westerly side of passage-way marked 
C, to the grades shown in said plan marked No. 4, annexed, including in 
said filling the amount required to construct the slope on said Goddard’s 
land necessary for the support of the road-bed of Cypress street as 
raised, between Boylston street and the southerly abutment of the bridge. 

3. Said railroad company shall fill the land bounded by Brington road, 
Cypress street, Boylston street and the culvert of the brook, to a grade 
which will bring it tothe same level relatively to those streets that it 
originally had before any alteration in the grade of said streets. 

4. Said town and said railroad company shall pay to said Goddard, on 
the execution of these presents, the sum of $4,763. 

5. Said Goddard hereby grants to said railroad company the right to 
construct said retaining wall upon his land parallel with said brook, in 
the position above set forth, and also to said town the right in construct- 
ing the southerly approach to the bridge to be built over the railroad at 
Cypress street, to bank or slope the filling on his land abutting on said 
street to any extent necessary for the support of the road-bed of said 
street, at the grade established by the decree of said County Commission- 
ers dated July 3d, 1888, as shown upon the plan filed herewith, and said 
banks or slopes forever to maintain; but the said Goddard reserves to 
himself and his heirs and assigns the right to use said wall and said 
slopes for any of the uses incident to the ownership of the fee in said 
land that will not impair the security of said wall or the security of the 
road-bed of said street. 

6. Said Goddard also hereby grants the right to said town and said 
railroad company to lay a spur track or tracks from said railroad over 
any part of his said land abutting on said Cypress street, and the same 
to maintain at their pleasure during the progress of the work, but not 
afterwards; said tracks to be used in the doing of the work of filling 
said land and constructing the bridge and its abutments or the approaches. 
thereto. 

7. Said Goddard also hereby authorizes the said town to lay out, 
either alone or in conjunction with said railroad company, a footway for 
the passage of persons across his land from Boylston street to and 
across said railroad at any place the Selectmen may select, not more than 
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three hundred feet from Cypress street, and the same to maintain and 
use for the free passage of the public to and from Boylston street and 
the railroad station at Cypress street, until the work of the raising of 
Cypress street, and the building of the said bridge is completed and said 
Cypress street is open for travel across said railroad. 

8. All of the above-mentioned work hereinbefore required to be done 
by said railroad company and said town jointly, is to be done at the 
expense of said railroad company and said town equally, each to bear 
one-half thereof. The expense of building the retaining wall herein 
specified shall be borne by the town and the railroad company equally, 
and the town shall pay to the railroad company one-half of the expense 
of the construction of the retaining-wall on the completion of the work. 
The expense of filling herein specified shall be borne as follows: For all 
that is put in in place of the retaining wall opposite land of said Goddard 
and as a substitute therefor, including the necessary slope, to wit, 2,904 
cubic yards, the town shall pay to the railroad company twenty cents per 
yard; and for all other filling on land of Goddard said town shall pay to 

said railroad company twenty-five cents per yard. 

9. Said Goddard is to have the right to make at his own expense as 
many connections with the sewer in Cypress street as he may desire, as 
the work progresses, provided, that he does not in any way delay or 
interfere with the progress of the work in so doing, and provided, also, 
that he pays all sewer assessments properly levied on his estate, and not 
already paid, and in making such connections complies with all the usual 
and reasonable requirements of the town authorities. 

10. The plans herein referred to, marked respectively Plan No. 2, and 
Plan No. 4, were made by Aspinwall & Lincoln, civil engineers, and are 
both dated March 2, 1891. 

11. In case of any difference of opinion as to the work provided to be 
done under this instrument, or as to the interpretation of the plans re- 
ferred to therein, the matter is to be referred to said Messrs. Aspinwall 
& Lincoln as referees between the parties, their decision to be final, the 
cost of their services in the premises to be equally divided between the 
parties hereto.

ASPINWALL AVENUE BripGE. The exchange of lands re- 
ferred to in the Report for 1891, between the town, for the 
Muddy River improvement, and the railroad company, hav- 
ing been effected the past year, it became possible to know 
where the abutments for this bridge could be placed. Mr. 
Thomas Aspinwall, originally employed by the Selectmen in 
this matter, was asked to take it up again and to prepare a 
new plan adapted to the changed location. In December 
last the County Commissioners were asked to give a new 
hearing on the petition filed by the Selectmen in June, 1888, 
on which no final action had been taken. This hearing is to 
be held February 25th, and it is hoped that the bridge may 
be built the coming season. 

Sr. Mary’s Street Bripce. The petition referred to in 
the Report of 1891 has not been pressed by the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company. It is understood that, as any 
decree on that petition would not affect persons having pri- 
vate rights in St. Mary’s street, the counsel for the railroad 
company has determined to apply to the Legislature for an 
act which will bring this private crossing under the law for 
the separation of public crossings. 


Jurisdiction Over Highways. 


The Act, substantially as reported in the last Annual Re- 
port, ‘‘ to give towns jurisdiction over highways and county 
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bridges,” became a law, so far as to empower towns to ac- 
cept it, on April 6, 1891, and was accepted by the town at 
the special meeting, May 20,1891. It is chapter 170 of the. 
Acts of 1891. | 


Construction of Highways and Townways. 


Under Art. XX. of the warrant for the special town meet- 
ing held October 27, 1891, to wit., **To see whether the 
town will authorize and instruct the Selectmen to apply to 
the next General Court for legislation to declare more spe- 
cifically the powers of the Selectmen and of the town over 
highways and townways, and if necessary to enlarge such 
powers,” the following vote was passed :— 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized and instructed to apply to the 
next General Court for legislative authority to give the town power to 
reserve between the side lines of ways such spaces for transportation, 
tree-planting and other uses as the present and future wants of the pub- 
lic in ways may require; provided, that any Act which may be passed in 
conformity with this vote shall be subject to the acceptance of the voters 
of this town. 


In accordance with this vote a petition was duly filed and 
referred to the Committee on Roads and Bridges. A 
hearing was given by this committee February 2d, at 
which the Selectmen, who were also represented by 
Mr. Charles A. Williams, presented the following bill, to 
which there was no opposition :— 


PROPOSED BILL. 


Section 1. In the laying out, locating anew, altering or widening of 
ways in the town of Brookline, whether made under the provisions of 
law authorizing the assessment of betterments or not, the Selectmen of 
said town, and the County Commissioners of Norfolk County, shall have 
power to lay out and reserve between the side lines of such ways spaces 
for the special use of persons on horseback, for the special use of street 
railways — operated by animal or other power —on such conditions and 
subject to such regulations as the Selectmen of the said town may from 
time to time adopt, and for special use as planting spaces; provided, 
however, that no way in said town laid out, located anew, altered or 
widened by said Selectmen under this Act shall be established, until the 
same shall have been accepted and allowed by said town, in town meet- 
ing, in the manner now or hereafter provided by law for the acceptance 
and allowance by towns of townways. 
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Sect. 2. This Act shall take effect upon its passage so far as to allow 
said town to vote upon the acceptance thereof, but shall not take full effect 
until the same shall have been accepted by a majority of the voters of 
said town present and voting at a town meeting called for this purpose. 


We expect before this report is in circulation the bill sub- 
stantially as above will become a law, and thus all doubts as 
to the powers of the Selectmen to lay out ways to be con- 
structed with spaces for special uses, be removed. 


Street Railways. 

During last spring the West End Street Railway Company 
filed two petitions with the Selectmen for locations of tracks 
in Chestnut Hill avenue, with the object of reaching a pro- 
posed car-house. Several hearings were held, at which 
great opposition was manifested. The matter was finally 
settled by the West End Company building a car-house in 
the least objectionable location and reaching it by tracks 
laid in that part of Chestnut Hill avenue which is in the city 
of Boston, and thus not requiring any location from this 
board. 3 

In August a petition was presented to the Selectmen ask- 
ing for the removal of the car tracks from Longwood ave- 
nue, and signed by nearly all the residents on that thorough- 
fare. A hearing was given thereon in September, at which 
considerable opposition to the removal was developed, and 
the board deferred action at that time to await the future 
action of the West End Company, which it was stated at 
the hearing might have an important bearing on this question. 

Subsequently the West End Company asked for a new 
hearing on the following petition, presented to the Select- 
men July 11, 1889, and referred to subsequent boards :— 


Boston, July 11, 1889. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of Brookline: 
GENTLEMEN :—The West End Street Railway Company respectfully pe- 
titions your Honorable Board for consent and permission to establish and 
maintain the overhead single trolly electric system of motive power in 
the operation of its cars on the several streets in said town whereon its 
tracks are duly located, and to erect, lay, maintain and use the poles, 
wires, appliances, and electrical apparatus and appliances, and make the 
underground and surface alterations of the streets necessary for that 
purpose. West ENp STREET RaILwAy COMPANY, 
By Henry M. Whitney, President. 
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A well-attended hearing was given in the lower Town 
Hall on the evening of January 25th. The principal opposi- 
tion to the request of the petition came from residents on 
Longwood avenue, whose opposition, however, was directed 
wholly against the use of electric cars on that avenue. Little 
substantial opposition was shown to the petition as affecting 
the other streets in town, while a good deal was said in favor 
of granting the company the privileges asked for. 

On February 1st the Selectmen gave the company leave 
to withdraw, so far as their petition related to Longwood 
avenue, and the petition for the removal of the tracks from 
that avenue was referred to the next board. 

An order has been drawn giving consent to the petition as 
to the other streets on which the company has a location, 
and the form of this order is now under consideration by the 
company. It has not yet been signed by the Selectmen. 


Highway Department. 


The present town stable on Cypress and Sewall streets 
was built in 1873; it has sixteen single stalls and one box- 
stall, all of which are now occupied by the sixteen horses 
used in this department and the horse of the Superintendent 
of Streets. There is no room in the present building for any 
more stalls, nor in fact, for any purpose, the harness-room 
being also inadequate for its present uses. It is 
plain, therefore, that to accommodate a larger force it 
is either necessary to enlarge the present stable or 
build a new one. Until within a few years the situation 
of the present stable has been sufficiently convenient, . 
and there has been’ an economy, probably, in having but 
one town stable; but it seems to the present board that as 
the work of this department, which also includes the collec- 
tion of ashes, has increased so largely in the northerly part 
of the town, it would be wise to distribute the equipment and 
bring it nearer the base of operations. The Nahum Smith 
estate, purchased last summer, affords an admirable site for 
the purpose, and the rear part of this estate, north of Dwight 
street extended, could be utilized to great advantage. Per- 
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haps if the town votes to erect a new engine-house here, as 
petitioned for, the two buildings might be combined. With 
the amount of work to be done by the highway department 
a larger permanent force of horses and men is becoming 
necessary and can only be dispensed with for a time by 
hiring of contractors. With the large amounts called for by 
other departments, however, the Selectmen do not feel like 
pressing this matter at present, but it is certain that it can- 
not long be postponed. 


Sewers. 


The usual table, giving details of the sewer construction 
for the year 1891, is hereto annexed. 

A short piece of sewer is desired in the southerly end of 
Colbourne Crescent, and should be laid as early as possible in 
the spring, to afford drainage for buildings now nearly com- 
pleted. The surface-water drain for Williams street and a 
part of Winchester street was commenced last fall and laid 
from the outlet on the Smith estate to and across Harvard 
street to the end of Williams street. At this point the 
work was stopped for the winter. It is expected that the 
work will be resumed as early as practicable in the spring. 
A special appropriation has been made, which will probably 
cover the cost of this drain. 

October 26th a hearing was given upon the subject-matter 
of the sewer for the Chestnut Hill district, and plans are 
now being made for said sewer. As the greater portion of 
the sewer will be laid through private property, we shall 
have to take the easement and report the same to the town 
for acceptance. Said. report will probably be made to the 
town at the annual meeting. For this sewer a special appro- 
priation will be required. The amount cannot now be de- 
termined. For the ordinary sewer extensions an appropria- 
tion of $25,000 is recommended. 
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Metropolitan System of Sewers. 


That part of the system located within our town limits 
has been completed and our main sewer connected therewith 
at the junction of St. Mary’s street and Commonwealth av- 
enue. The cost of the connection was $1825, and has been 
paid from the sewer appropriation. The work was done 
under the direction of and according to plans of H. A. Car- 
son, Esq., engineer of the Metropolitan Sewerage Commis- 
sion. In September last the board of Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Supreme Court to apportion the expense of 
the introduction of the system of Metropolitan sewerage 
gave hearings upon the matter to the cities and towns em- 
braced within the system. At these hearings Messrs. M. 
& C. A. Williams appeared as counsel for the town, and the 
result is given in their report upon this subject. 


Police. 


The police force has been increased the past year by the 
addition of four new men. The boundaries of two of the 
police routes were changed, in order that the service should 
be better adapted to the requirements of the town. By a 
reorganization of the force, one sergeant was promoted to 
the rank of lieutenant and two patrolmen to that of sergeant, 
and in the enforcement of proper discipline it became neces- 
sary to reduce one sergeant to the grade of patrolman. The 
pay of the force has also been increased: the salary of the 
chief from $1,500 to $1,800 a year; that of lieutenant and 
inspector is now $3.50 per day; sergeants, $3.25 a day; 
patrolman, $3.00 a day ; newly appointed men, the first year, 
$2.50 per day. The equipment of the department has also 
been carefully provided for. A new ambulance, of the 
pattern in use by the Emergency Hospital in Boston, has 
recently been purchased for this department; also, a horse 
for the mounted men. One of the police horses was trans- 
ferred to the superintendent of the police and fire alarm. 
Our police force as now organized and equipped is equal in 
point of service and efficiency to any police force of its size 
in the state. The increase of the force and the establish- 
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ment of a new police route is in a measure due to repeated 
requests from many of our citizens for better police pro- 
tection. Particulars respecting the management and direc- 
tion of the department, and all matters of detail relating 
thereto, will be found in the report of the Chief of Police. 

While the police force is organized mainly as a protective 
body for the prevention of crime and the detection and arrest 
of criminals, there are other services rendered by them 
besides their regular police duty. In cases of accident, the 
police are notified at once, and prompt measures are taken 
to have the injured cared for by removal to their homes or 
to the hospital, as the case demands; the night patrol make 
note of the condition of the street lights, and on their return 
to the station the condition is reported at the chief’s office ; 
also, in case of a defect in the highway, if it requires imme- 
diate attention, it is reported by the officer from one of the 
boxes on his route, and this enables the highway department 
to proceed directly to the place where the defect exists and 
make the necessary repairs. 

The quiet and good order which have prevailed in our 
town during the year, the entire absence of serious crime, 
the prompt manner by which offenders have been brought 
to justice, and the recovery of stolen property, all attest to 
the vigilance, zeal and fidelity of the officers and men in 
the faithful discharge of their official duties. 


Police Station. 


The necessity of providing a new building for police sta- 
tion and court-room presents itself at this time. Complaints 
have been made by parents and others that the transfer of 
prisoners to and from the police station and the noise from 
the cells which can at times be heard plainly during school 
recess, has a bad effect on the children attending the Pierce 
primary and grammar schools. The removal of the station 
then is urged by parents in consequence of its close proximity 
to the school buildings, and also by the Chief of Police as a 
means of providing better accommodation for the police. 
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The School Committee, the Water Board and the Engi- 
neering department, all require better office accommodation. 
The Inspector of Buildings now occupies a room in the 
third story of the Town Hall, to the great inconvenience of 
persons having business with him; his office should be so 
located as to be easy of access to the public. The Assessors 
should be provided with a room for their especial use. It 
has been suggested that the lower Town Hall be converted 
into offices. This does not seem advisable, as the lower 
hall is frequently used in connection with the large hall up 
stairs. It has also been suggested that an elevator be 
placed in the Town Hall building, and the vacant space in 
the roof utilized for office-room by putting in dormer win- 
dows, and making such other alterations as would be 
necessary. This change would not meet the requirements, 
even if practicable, and the expense would be large. 

By providing a suitable building for a police station and 
court-room in a new location, the schools would be relieved 
of the annoyance and danger to the children, and the Police 
department would be better accommodated. The present 
police station can be converted into office rooms which will 
furnish ample accommodation for all the departments, thereby 
relieving the crowded condition of the offices in the Town 
Hall. It isthe opinion of the Selectmen that the above sug- 
gestions should receive the serious consideration of the next 
board of Selectmen, and a report be made to the town at 
some future meeting. 


Fire Department. 


This department has remained unchanged in its organiza- 
tion during the past year, and has continued to give prompt 
and efficient service. There has been, as usual, a very 
small number of serious fires; although one, at least, at the 
stable of O’Day Bros. was prevented by the prompt and 
timely work of the department. The number of fires and 
losses will be found in the report of the Fire Engineers. 

The steamer has been removed from the village to the new 
house on Boylston street, in the western part of the town, 
where it is expected to render better service than before in 
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the higher parts of the town, and equally good service in the 
village and lower parts of the town, where, it must be re- 
membered, the water-pressure is so great that the hose-car- 
riages can at once throw as good a stream as the steamer. 
Moreover, it takes the steamer from six to ten minutes to 
get up steam enough to pump, during which time it can 
reach most parts of the town from its present position. The 
Selectmen, therefore, think that the town is better served by 
the change. 

During the winter the call-men have petitioned for higher 
pay, viz., $100 per annum, and the Engineers in their report 
have recommended an appropriation sufficient for it. The 
Committee on Fire Department have sent circulars to, and 
received answers from ten neighboring cities relative to this 
question, from which it appears that while the present rate 
of $65 is not unduly low in comparison with the others, $100 
would be somewhat excessive, and the board recommends 
$75 as a fair and reasonable recompense to the rank and file 
of the call-men. 

The other important recommendation in the Engineer’s 
report is the one regarding the purchase of a new combina- 
tion chemical engine and hose-carriage. This is a matter for 
the taxpayers to determine, but the board does not feel that 
it is necessary at present. 

With regard to the proposition not to use the horses of 
this department for street watering, there are no new reasons 
given, and the Selectmen continue to regard this use of the 
horses as fit and proper. 

The houses and property of the department are for the 
most part in excellent condition. We recommend lighting 
the new engine-house on Boylston street with incandescent 
lights, there being now no gas in that part of the street, 
nor any immediate prospect of any, and the use of kerosene 
oil being dangerous. The Brookline Gas Light Company 
has agreed to put up the necessary wires and lamps for $75. 

We have been asked to furnish the Hook and Ladder and 
Chemical houses with steam or furnace heat. We do not 
feel prepared at the present time to recommend this, but 
refer the matter to the next board. 
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Fire and Police Alarm. 


The service of this department has been as good as can be 
expected in the present condition of the wires. The instru- 
ments were supplied by the Gamewell Company and are 
excellent. Attention is called to the report of the Superin- 
tendent for further particulars regarding them. There have 
been several boxes added during the past year, and the new 
ones asked for in the reports of the Chief of Police and the 
Fire Engineers are also recommended by this board. 

The only serious thing is the bare copper wire, and the 
fact that the police system is not provided with complete 
metallic circuits. The copper wire is getting badly worn in 
many places and is easily broken, and when broken is not 
only useless for the time, but often causes an annoying ring- 
ing of the fire alarm. The rapid multiplication of wires 
carrying high-power currents makes the telephones in the 
police-boxes very unreliable during the night, which is the 
time they are most needed. An attempt to remedy this was 
made on one of the circuits, with partial success. The Select- 
men believe that a complete re-wiring with covered iron 
wire, together with a parallel wire for metallic current for 
the police telephones, will remedy these defects and be of 
permanent advantage to this department. The cost of this 
change is included in the amount recommended by us for the 
expenses for the coming year for this department. 


Drinking Fountains. 


In May last the Selectmen had the pleasure of accepting in 
behalf of the town a drinking fountain for Beacon street, of 
a pattern similar to the one in Harvard square. The donor 
did not wish his name disclosed. It was placed opposite the 
estate of Charles H. Stearns, and the old stone drinking 
trough removed. 

Subsequently, in August, a small drinking fountain for men 
was placed in the reserved space opposite Mr. Stearns’s estate, 
used as a standing place for passengers intending to take the 
cars. 

We recommend that the stone trough be placed on Ham- 
mond street between Heath street and Boylston street, and 
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a fountain supplied similar to the one on Boylston street at 
the end of Chestnut Hill avenue. The fountain now on 
Hammond street is not a serviceable pattern. 


Street Lights. 

At an adjournment of the annual town meeting held Wed- 
nesday, April 15, 1891, it was voted that the subject of 
lighting the town with electricity be left to the Selectmen, 
to do as they deem best for the town, and that they be 
authorized to contract for one year, or not at all, paying a 
price for each full arc light not exceeding forty cents per 
night. 

April 23, 1891, a contract was made between the Brook- 
line Gas Light Company and the town of Brookline, whereby 
said company agreed to furnish what is known as a full are 
light in such numbers and such places in the streets, lanes, 
parks or other places within the town as may be legally di- 
rected from time to time, and keep the same lighted to the 
satisfaction of the Selectmen, from sunset to sunrise of each 
and every night during the continuance of said contract. 
The price paid is forty cents per light per night for every 
night the same are lighted. The furnishing of electric lights 
by said company as aforesaid commenced on the first day of 
May, 1891, and was to continue one year, and will continue 
thereafter until a new agreement shall be made by the parties 
thereto, or either of said parties shall in writing notify the 
other party that the said agreement is terminated. A con- 
tract was also made at the same time to furnish gas lights 
for nine and one-half cents per night for each light. May 
20, 1891, we made a contract with the Globe Gas Light Co. 
to light the oil lights for one year, at seven cents per night 
for each light. The usual table of street lights is hereto 
appended. 

The cost of street lighting for 1892, provided we use the 
same kind and number of lights as are now in use, and pay 
the same prices, will be $33,144.96. Add for new lights 
and incidentals, $1,855.04 ;—total, $35,000, which sum we 
recommend as the amount of the appropriation for street 
lights.

_ The Brook in the Village. 
A proper outlet for this brook which now finds its way by 
two different channels laid out by the town, one through the 
village, and the other along the Boston and Albany railroad 
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location to Muddy River, has been under consideration by the 

Selectmen at different times during the year. ‘This is neces- 
sarily the first step in the direction of any improvement of 
the brook. Plans have been made and submitted to us by 
Mr. A. H. French, and by our direction have been placed in 

the hands of Mr. F. P. Stearns, Engineer for the State Board 

of Health, and one of the consulting engineers in the matter 

of Stony Brook, for his criticism and advice. It is not an 

easy problem to solve, being somewhat complicated with the. 
Muddy River improvement and the Back Bay park, and in 

any event is likely to prove an expensive undertaking. 

With the rapid improvement of the lands forming its water 
shed, and the construction of new streets draining directly 

into this brook, the work of providing an outlet sufficient for 

all time cannot long be postponed. 


Bath House. 


The bath house was open the past season, as usual, from 
June to October. It was used by 7,428 persons, principally 
boys. Previous to the opening, by advice of the agent of 
the Board of Health, samples of water were taken from the 
swimming tank, at different dates and under different condi- 
tions. These samples were sent to the Institute of Tech- 
nology for analysis. The result of the examination was most 
satisfactory. Comparing Prof. Drown’s analysis of the water 
from the swimming bath with those of various drinking 
waters in this state, it is found that our bath water is equal — 
to, if not superior to some of them in purity. 

We are assured by a high authority in the office of the 
State Board of Health, who examined these analyses, that 
as a water for bathing purposes it is above reproach. 

As a precaution, the superintendent of the bath is directed 
to allow no bathing after a rain till the turbidity of the water 
has mostly disappeared. This has been followed, and no 
cases of illness due to bathing have come to our knowledge, 
though inquiries have been made. As a means of keeping 
boys from dangerous bathing places, and so preventing such 
accidents as the one in the Riverdale park, the public swim- 
ming bath is, and will continue to be, of great value. 
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The usefulness of the bath house can be improved by en- 
larging the swimming tank and increasing the water supply. 
The water necessary for this purpose may be obtained by 
drawing directly from the open reservoir on Fisher Hill, and 
the temperature would be about the same as the water in the 
brook. These changes will go far towards providing a safe 
bathing place for our boys, at a moderate expense to the 
town. 

Under the careful management of Mr. Patrick Dillon, 
acting as superintendent, good order and discipline have been 
maintained.

_ The force is divided into three divisions, covering seven 
routes or beats. The routes are defined and officered as 
follows *— 


Route No. 1 includes all territory south of the B. & A. R. R. to 
Cypress Street, thence to the town line. The first division goes on 
patrol duty at 7.45 a. M.; the second division at 5.45 p. M.; the third 
division at 12.45 a. m. Route No. 1 on first division is officered by 
Patrolman Mealey; on second and third divisions, by Patrolmen Piper 
and Sigsworth. 

Route No. 2 includes all north of the railroad, thence to Aspinwall 
avenue, to Francis, St. Paul, School, and Cypress streets, Gorham 
avenue to Tappan street, thence to Cypress-street station; Patrolman 
J. J. O'Connell on first division, and Patrolmen Allen and Crory on 
second and third divisions. 
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Rovure No. 3 includes all that part of the Longwood district north of 
Kent street, and is policed on first division by Patrolman Graham, and 
on second and third divisions by Patrolmen Dee and Kelleher. 

Route No. 4 includes all south of Kent street to Francis street, Alton 
place to Harvard street, to town line, and is cared for on first division 
by Patrolman Clark, and on second and third divisions by Patrolmen 
Gordon and Sullivan. 

Router No. 5 is bounded on one side by Harvard street from Harvard 
avenue to town line; by Washington street on the south, from Cypress 
street to town line; on the west by Brighton district, including all the 
territory lying between Harvard and Washington streets. Patroled by 
Patrolman Manley on first division, and by Patrolmen Creelman and 
Flanders on second and third divisions. 

RoutE No. 6 is bounded on the north by Washington street from 
Gardner path to town line; on the west by and including Beacon street, 
from Washington street to and including Englewood avenue, to town 
line; includes all of the Aspinwall hill district, Tappan street to Sumner 
road, Sumner road, Clinton road, and part of Buckminster road, Cypress 
street from railroad to Chestnut street, Chestnut street and Walnut 
street from Cypress to Boylston street. Patroled by Patrolman Curry 
on first division, and by Patrolmen O’Day and Frederick Stitt on second 
and third divisions. 

Route No. 7 is all that part of the town south of Route No. 6, and 
is patroled on first division by Patrolman Gleason (mounted), and by 
Patrolmen Watson and Waterson on the second and third divisions; also 
at night by mounted officer George E. Stitt.

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The ages of persons applying for lodging range from 12 
to 73 years. ‘A very large proportion range from 20 to 40 
years. 

Some of these people were in a very destitute and suffer- 
ing condition, with clothes more fitting for summer than 
winter season. Several good citizens have donated second- 
hand clothing, boots and shoes, which have been given to 
those actually suffering. I have been warned that I was 
encouraging pauperism and vice by so doing. I have been 
unable to take that view of the cases we have assisted. 

The police signal system (the Gamewell) continues to be 
avery important part of our police system. Ninety-seven 
thousand (97,000) on-duty calls have been registered at the 
station the past year. Four hundred and twenty-six (426) 
wagon calls have been responded to by the patrol wagon, 
besides innumerable telephone calls for the ambulance and 
other causes. J recommend an increase of our signal system 
of three new boxes, one to be located on Beacon street, 
between Harvard and Washington streets, at or near Fair- 
banks street; one on Park near Auburn street, and one at 
the corner of Harvard street and Harvard avenue. I would 
also remove the box now at the corner of Washington and 
Beacon streets to corner of Beacon and Tappan streets. 

The intoxicating liquor question remains much the same 
as last year. Vigorous efforts have been made to suppress 
the illegal sales of intoxicating liquors within the limits of 
the town, with no expectation or hope of reducing the 
amount of intoxication in the town, but simply to enforce the 
law. 

There have been fifty-two (52) more arrests for drunken- 
ness this year than last. More than nine-tenths of the cases 
of drunkenness are clearly traceable to the Boston saloons 
near the line between the city and town. It is a well-known 
fact that a large majority of the patrons of the Boston liquor 
shops close to the town line are residents of Brookline. 


General Conduct and Discipline of the Force. 
The discipline and conduct of the force has been generally 
very good the past year. One sergeant of police was re- 
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duced to the ranks for cause the past year. The calls for 
extra duty and special service for the past year have been 
many, and cheerfully complied with. 

There have been but few serious crimes committed,—a 
less number of cases of house-breaking, and larceny from 
dwelling houses, than for several years. The appointment 
of two sergeants for street duty, in charge of Second 
and Third Divisions, has been attended with excellent re- 


sults. 


Special M. ention. 


The capture of a house-breaker, single handed, in the night 
time, in a dwelling house in the Longwood district, by Pa- 
trolman Kelleher, and the recovery of some hundreds of 
dollars of stolen property, is worthy of special mention. 

The gallant rescue of a woman from in front of a moving 
train, at Chapel station in June last, by Patrolman Dee, is 
worthy of mention and commendation, and was recognized 
by the Massachusetts Humane Society with the medal of the 
society. 


The Mounted Force. 


The mounted service has been valuable the past year, not 
only in patroling the outlying districts, preventing trespass- 
ing, but more particularly in regulating travel, and prevent- 
ing fast driving and irregularities on the Beacon Boulevard. 

A reserve force of two men sleep at the station, on the 
second and third divisions, ready for any call. 

We very much need more room,— not only cell room and 
for lodgers, but the rooms and accommodations for members 
of the force are not what they should be. Many times dur- 
ing the year it has been desirable to have a larger reserve at 
the station at night, and for which there are no accommoda- 
tions. It seems to me none too soon to move for more ex- 
tended police accommodations. 

The special or detective work of the department has been 
taken care of by the Inspector of Police in his usual able 
manner, and his services have been especially valuable in 
successfully investigating claims against the town. 
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Morate of the Town. 


There has been an increase (eighty-six persons) in arrests 
over last year, but the town as a whole has been remarkable 
for good order and freedom from what is considered the more 
serious crimes. 

As the town increases in population the duties of the 
police increase, and the demands for their services multiply 
and necessitate augmented vigilance on the part of the force. 
It gives me much pleasure to be able to state that the 
vigilance and activity of the force have increased with the 
demands made upon them, and that they have shown a com- 
mendable desire to do their whole duty. 

We have a well-equipped police department. I am under 
obligations to many good citizens for valuable assistance and 
information. My thanks are due to the fire department for 
many courtesies. . 

In closing my report I tender sincere thanks to the Hon- 
orable Board of Selectmen and to the Committee on Police 
for their consideration, and for the strong support received 
from them. To the Justices and Clerk of the Police Court 
I am under obligations for valuable assistance and advice.

REPORT OF THE FIRE ENGINEERS, 


To the Board of Selectmen :— 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the town by-laws, we 
herewith submit a report of the operations of the Fire depart- 
ment for the year ending Jan. 31st, 1892. In addition to 
the usual details, this report contains the number of alarms 
with the cause thereof, the amount of loss, insurance, and 
insurance paid, as near as can be ascertained, with some 
recommendations which we trust will be of sufficient interest 
and importance to receive your favorable consideration. 


Fire Record. 


There have been 65 calls for this department during the 
past year; 36 bell alarms, and 29 telephone, or still. The 
causes of alarms were as follows:

Our department has rendered assistance to the city of 
Boston twice. A detailed statement of fires is appended. 


Manual Force. 


By the removal of the steam fire engine from the village to 
house occupied by Hose 3 in the upper part of the town, it 
became necessary to employ a permanent engineman for the 
engine; also, an extra man in the house of Hose 1 in the vil- 
lage. Accordingly, James H. Curley was appointed per- 
manent engineman, and John H. Allen was employed as 
extra man in the house of Hose 1. 

The following shows the force of this department : 

One chief engineer; two assistant engineers; thirteen lad- 
dermen; thirty-two hosemen; one assistant engineman ; 
eight permanent men as drivers, and one permanent engine- 
man,— making a total of fifty-eight. 


Apparatus. 


The apparatus in this department consists of two hose- 
wagons, one hose-reel (four-wheeled), one hook and ladder 
carriage, one steam fire engine, one chemical engine, three 
hose-pungs, one fuel-wagon, and one two-wheeled reel 
(spare), all of which are in good condition, with the excep-: 
tion of the steamer, which needs new wheels. 


Buildings. 
The buildings are all in good condition, with the exception 
of the floors in buildings occupied by Hose 2, Hook and 
Ladder 1, and Hose 38, which are in bad condition, and 
should be renewed at once. 


Horses. : 


Ten horses are now required and kept in this department, 
and the condition of the stock is excellent, being cared for 
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in such a manner that sickness has been rare. Three horses 
have been purchased the past year; two of which were 
required for the steam fire engine, and one for hose-carriage 


No. 1. 


Hose. 


The total amount of hose in use in this department is 
5,750 feet of seamless cotton hose, in good condition, and 
about 500 feet of old riveted cotton hose, not reliable. 
About one thousand feet of new hose will be needed the 
coming year. 


Water Supply. 


By the report of the Superintendent of the Water Works 
for the year ending Jan. 31st, 1892, we find that thirty new 
hydrants have been erected upon the high and low-service 
_ Mains the past year, making a total of three hundred and 
seventeen (317) hydrants which can be used for fire pur- 
poses. Additional hydrants are needed, and we would 
respectfully refer you to Superintendent Forbes’ report for 
the number and location. 


Fire-Alarm Telegraph. 


The fire-alarm telegraph system, which is in charge of 
Superintendent E. N. Davis, is in excellent condition. By 
order of the Committee on Fire Department a new bell and 
striker was purchased and placed in the tower of the new 
engine-house, which we have found of great value to mem- 
bers of the department working in that district in the day- 
time. We would recommend that two new boxes be pur- 
chased and located as follows: Box 19, on Clyde street, 
-near Newton street, and box 24, on Chestnut Hill avenue, 
near Fisher avenue. For further recommendations see the 
report of Superintendent of Fire Alarm.

Recommendations. 


The Engineers desire to call your attention to the manner 
of heating some of our engine-houses; that is, by stoves,

which do not properly distribute the heat through the build- — 
ings; and we would recommend that, as the house occupied 
by Hose 1 has been piped for steam the past year, a 
new boiler be purchased and set in that building, and that 
the furnace be used to heat the Chemical engine-house ; also, 
that an amount be appropriated to heat the building occupied 
by Hook and Ladder 1 and Hose 2. The cost of doing the 
whole would be about $2,500. 

As all of our riveted hose is unfit for service, it having 
been in use a good many years, we would recommend an 
appropriation of $500 for the purchase of new hose. 

We would again renew the recommendation made by the 
Engineers in last year’s report and reports of previous years, 
that the Chemical engine now stationed at Longwood be 
removed to the house in the village, to take the place made 
vacant by the removal of the steam fire engine to the upper 
part of the town, and that a combination chemical and hose- 
wagon be purchased and placed in the house in the Long- 
wood district. The cost of the Chemical, all complete, 
including running expenses for the year, would be $2,850. 
The advantages of chemical engines are many. In case of 
fire they can be sent out with great quickness, are always 
ready for instant service, and use the lightest hose, 
which can be readily taken by one man to any part of a 
building. They also save a large damage by water, which 
in some cases cannot otherwise be avoided. 

We would also recommend that the horses on the several 
pieces of apparatus be not required to water the streets. 

The Engineers wish to acknowledge the fidelity and 
efficiency with which the officers and men have acquitted 
themselves in their appointed duties. There seems to be a 
spirit of loyalty and pride throughout the department which 
mukes discipline easy and service effectual, and we would — 
- recommend that their pay be increased to an amount equal 
to that paid by other towns and cities for the same amount 
of service.

Indicators are located at the police station and at the 
various buildings of the fire department. 

There are twenty-nine boxes, and their location and num- 
bers have been given in previous reports, also the additions, 
and it is deemed unnecessary to repeat. 

This system increases in importance every year, and 
requires and receives constant care and supervision. The

condition of the instruments is excellent. The line-wire, 
having been in use for over four years, is not in first-class 
condition. As we are obliged to run through a great many 
trees, the wire, being small, soon chafes off, causing false 
alarms before the break can be found and repaired. Two 
new boxes have been added to the system this year. The 
automatic whistle and machine were sold to the Gamewell 
Fire Alarm Co., by the advice of the Selectmen, there 
being no convenient place or sufficient power where it could 
be used, as the Brookline Gas Co. was soon to move. The 
bell-striker on the Church of Our Saviour was removed, at 
the request of the church, and placed in the Sears Church, 
to the great advantage of all concerned. 

The Engineers, in their report, recommend and ask for 
two new boxes—one to be placed on Clyde street, near 
Newton street, the nearest box being nearly one mile away, 
which is box 18, at the corner of Clyde and Warren streets ; 
the other to be placed on Chestnut Hill avenue, between 
Fisher avenue and Reservoir station, the nearest boxes being 
No. 21, corner of Boylston street and Chestnut Hill avenue, 
and No. 25, Beacon street, near Dean road. 

I would respectfully recommend that a No. 9 covered 
iron wire be run, in place of the No. 14 copper now in 
use.

Citizens’ keys may be found at residences and places of 
business nearest the boxes. This system has given, and is at 
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present giving perfect satisfaction to the police department, 
to which it is found to be of great benefit. 

There were three new boxes added to this system the 
past year, these being placed at very important points in 
the territory covered by the officers. 

It will be necessary to make some changes in the outside 
work, as there is yet a great deal of noise from induction 
from the electric cars and alternating electric-light circuits. 
The line-wire for this system is No. 14 copper, except the last 
that was run, connecting the new boxes, this being No. 9, 
covered. The Chief of Police, in his report, recommends 
that three new boxes be added to this system, and that the 
location of one be changed. I therefore recommend that a 
sufficient appropriation be made to enable us to carry out 
the work of so important and useful a system. The total 
estimate for all the changes and additions suggested in this 
report, together with salary and maintenance, is $2,000 
more than last year, viz., $6,000.

GENTLEMEN,—I respectfully submit my sixteenth annual 
report of the work done, and the expense incurred, in the 
Highway department, for the year ending January 31, 
1892. j 

The amount appropriated at the annual meeting for the 
support of highways was $36,000. The amount received 
from outside parties for labor and from other departments 
for use of horses, was $1,502.50. The amount expended 
was $36,975.03. The details of this expenditure are as

Two horses were received from the Fire department, and 
one horse was exchanged for a younger one; one horse died, 
and has not yet been replaced. The stable contains only six- 
teen stalls and a box-stall and these are all occupied. There 
is not enough floor room for the harnesses in daily use, nor for 
the necessary stable tools, buckets, etc. Most of the drivers 
take their dinners at the stable, and there is not room enough 
to provide them even with rough seats. An addition of some 
kind is imperatively needed ; of what size and in what way it 
had best be made, will depend largely on whether the policy 
of owning horses enough to do the most of our work shall be 
continued, or whether it will be better to hire more teams 
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for regular department work. The sub-committee on the 
stable has promised to look into this matter, and will prob- 
ably soon be ready to make a recommendation to your board. 
In this connection I suggest that when the wooden building, 
now occupied by the Sewall school, is vacated, as it proba- 
bly will be in April next, it be moved over to the stable 
lot; the lower story could be made into a convenient office 
for the Superintendent, with a tool-room in the rear, while 
the upper story would serve as a store-room for the many 
things needed from time to time, but which are not used con- 
tinuously. This would help, also, to simplify the question 
of the needed addition to the stable. More shed room, too, 
and of a better kind than has been provided of late, is abso- 
lutely necessary. Since July last a night watchman has 
been employed, so that some one is present all the time. 

I am more firmly of opinion than ever that a steam roller 
should be added to our plant. There can be no question as 
to the usefulness and economy of the steam roller, and there 
can be little doubt that, with practically fifty miles of roads 
to repair, enough work can be found for it. J wish it could 
_ be had in time to use in making the spring repairs in the 
southerly part of the town. For $5,000.00 we could get the 
roller, and build three sheds for it, one at the stable yard, 
one at the Almshouse lot, and one on the Nahum Smith 
land on Dwight street. 

When Buckminster road was made by private parties, 
that part of it in Mr. White’s land was made only forty feet 
wide. When it was laid out as a public way and accepted 
by the town, the width was made fifty feet. Several houses 
have been built on this section of the road, and I would sug- 
gest that it ought to be worked out to its full width this sea- 
son, and as there are several thrifty trees growing on the 
forty-feet line which will have to be moved, the work should 
begin early. | 

The grade of High street, near Chestnut street, has never 
been good, and as the estates on both sides of the street are 
being improved, a satisfactory profile should be adopted be- 
fore any more changes are made, and the street should be 
worked to it. I would suggest building two catch-basins 
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near the line between the estates of the Wilson heirs and 
Rey. Mr. White, which could discharge into the brook 
where it crosses the road, and lowering the grade slightly 
at the culvert, or close to it, where the new road comes in. 

The roads recently made on Corey, Aspinwall and Fisher 
hills, are for the most part thoroughly made, and under or- 
dinary conditions would wear for some considerable time 
without any repairs. Many of these are already public ways, 
and I believe applications are pending in your board for the 
laying out and acceptance of the others. The cost of main- 
taining them would be very much less if the gutters were 
paved, and I would suggest that means be provided for doing 
as much of this work as possible this season. 

About the same kind and amount of work has been done 
on Beacon street, as in the past. The roadways have worn 
very well indeed, but the item of repairs will be considera- 
bly increased in the coming year, and it will probably be 
necessary to repave the gutters and resurface the narrow 
roadway between Washington and Harvard streets. The 
settlement in the narrow road west of St. Paul street was 
made up, and a flight of steps was built opposite the steps 
on Mr. Jordan’s estate. An iron drinking-fountain, similar 
to the one in Harvard square, the gift of one of our citizens, 
was set near Harvard street.

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Special Appropriations. 

In Heatu Street an 18-inch drain-pipe was laid from the 
brook near the westerly line of the estate of J. R. Coolidge 
to the westerly line of the estate of W. C. Cabot, a distance 
of about 1,636 feet, and seven catch-basins were built and 
connected with it. It was at first proposed to lay also in 
this section of the road a 6-inch tile-drain for sub-drainage, 
but as the work progressed it was concluded to dispense 
with this feature, as it could be added later without extra 
cost, if it should be needed. A 6-inch tile-drain was laid 
from the end of the 18-inch drain to the westerly line of the 
school-house lot, about 2,520 feet, and from the catch-basin 
at Heath place to Pound lane, about 560 feet. The street 
was sub-graded and ballasted with stone, nearly the whole 
length of the section in which the 18-inch drain was laid, 
and when three or four inches of crushed stone shall have 
been added, a good road will be the result. From the 
brook mentioned above, westerly to the town line, the street 
was dressed up with broken stone, and stone and gravel 
found in the sub-grading; from W. C. Cabot’s avenue to 
the school-house the street was crowned with gravel, as was 
also the section from Boylston street to Pound lane. Much 
remains to be done before the street can be considered in 
first-class condition, but the bulk of the underground work 
is done, unless it should be decided to extend the surface- 
water drain from Col. Lyman’s as far as W. C. Cabot’s 
avenue, to relieve the gutters of the large quantity of water 
which they are now obliged to carry. The work of laying 
the 18-inch drain was done by contract, and with the mate- 
rial and inspection, cost $5,403.54 the rest of the work 
was done by this department and cost $4,478.15. 

BROOKLINE AVENUE was stone-ballasted from Pearl street 
to the town line, and is ready for the macadam top of three 
inches, which it was not intended to put on until similar 
work is done on the parkways adjoining. Two catch-basins 
are to be built, and the edgestones and concrete sidewalk in 
front of the school-house are to be replaced. The fences in 
front of the estates of John Frawley and John Carmody 
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were removed, and the building belonging to Mrs. Linny 
was moved back, and the fifteen-feet strip filled in. The 
lower end of Aspinwall avenue must be raised to meet the 
new grade of Brookline avenue. The cost of the work was 
$1,781.98. | 


Cypress STREET Bripee. Sundry work in connection 
with the new bridge such as fencing off travel, providing 
temporary accommodations for foot travel, removing paving 
stock, lighting, building fences and plank walks, removing 
loam, etc., etc., was done by this department, amounting 
in cost to $1,287.82. 


New Streets. 


Winturop Roap was gravelled after the sewer was fin- 
ished, the sidewalks were reduced in Width to 6 feet 8 
inches, and in places were graded, and two sections of plank 
walk were laid. The cost of what was done was $1,160.77, 
and of this amount the Aspinwall Land Company contribu- 
ted $50.00 and the Boston University $250.00. 


ADDINGTON Roap and CoLBOURNE CRESCENT were grav- 
elled after the completion of the sewers, at a cost of $359.62 
for the first, and $315.80 for the second, and of this amount 
the Aspinwall Land Company contributed $200.00 


Dean Roap was finished from the new railroad bridge to 
Beacon street by private parties, and is now open to travel. 
Some work will have to be done on this road in the spring, 
for which Mr. Pierce has agreed to pay. 


FLorA STREET was extended to Pond avenue, and edge- 
stones were set on the southerly side of the old part, at a 
cost of $338.80. The balance of the appropriation will be 
needed to put the street again in good condition after the very 
heavy tip-cart travel in connection with the work on the 
parks is finished. 


FAIRBANKS STREET was finished with sidewalks, grass 
borders and paved gutters, at a cost of $604.05, and is in 
excellent condition. 

9 
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Harrison StrEET and Kent Square were put in good 
condition by this department, the cost being $1,115.03. 


Rogperts STREET. The edgestones have been set on this 
street, and the concrete sidewalks will be laid as soon as the 
season allows. The roadway is to be put in order, and the 
abutters have contributed practically the whole cost of doing 
this work, which was estimated at $100. 


LANCASTER TERRACE was finished by private parties, and 
is mainly in good condition. In the section from Beacon 
street to Mason terrace, a sewer and water-pipe were laid 
soon after its completion, and since then the road has had to 
bear a very large amount of travel of an unusually heavy 
character, which will probably necessitate the resurfacing of 
most of this section. At the upper end of the road, beyond 
Mr. Jordan’s line, the bank must be sloped back; I believe 
the cost of this work is to be borne by the owner. 


Mason TERRACE was put in good condition without ex- 
pense to the town. The lower end of the road, at its junc- 
tion with Lancaster terrace, in which a sewer and gas-pipe 
have been laid, must be resurfaced for a short distance. 


WINCHESTER STREET was widened by contract, under 
direction of Mr. French. Some work remains, which I 
think had better be done by the Highway department. 


STEARNS STREET. Nothing has been done on this street. 
A short time only will be required in the spring to put it in 
good condition. 

SEWALL AVENUE was widened and put in good condition, 
under contract, Mr. French having charge of the construction.

Of what material our sidewalks should be made is a 
question, the answer to which depends almost as much on 
locality and surroundings, the nature of the subsoil, and the 
amount of travel, as on the merits of the material itself. I 
believe that in the business sections of the town, bricks are 
the most satisfactory. In more remote places where the 
travel is light, grass is apt to grow in the joints, and under 
the trees the bricks become mouldy. In such places, where 
the subsoil is gravelly, the coal-tar concrete walks, which 
predominate so largely in this town, on the whole have given 
satisfaction. The great objection to the use of coal-tar 
concrete is the utter impossibility of making repairs which 
shall be sightly, and the fact that so much of it has to be 
thrown away, whenever it becomes necessary to reset edge- 
stones, or to make any alterations whatever. A well-made 
gravel walk, with a neat grass border, looks as well as any- 
thing, but it will be a little muddy in winter and spring, 
and it is difficult to keep the grass border looking well. 
Plank walks are the most expensive of any and a street 
never looks finished with them. A new walk, made with a 
stone foundation and a cement concrete top, known as gran- 
olithic, has been laid in front of the buildings of, Messrs. 
Knapp, Caton and Dickinson, on Beacon street, within a 
year, and so far it looks very well. How long it will wear, 
and what effect the frost will have on it, remain to be seen. 
Mr. Knapp has also put down Scotch tiles in front of his 
buildings on Tappan street, but it is not likely that they 
will come into general use.

During the coming year it will be necessary to replace 
many of the plank walks laid six and seven years ago. 
Without doubt many petitions for new plank walks will be 
received. I suggest that a new method of laying be tried 
this year. The plank walks give out first at the joints, 
except in those cases where a sappy or shaky piece of lum- 
ber is used. Now, if we lay the planks across, instead of 
lengthways, we do away entirely with these bad places, and 
can admit the air more freely to the under side of the walk. 
The item of laying will be somewhat increased in cost, and 
there may be more waste of lumber, but I believe the 
Increased wear will much more than compensate for the 
extra cost. 


Watering Streets. 


Nineteen teams were employed the past year besides the 
three double and one single team of the Fire department. 
The steamer, with its horses, has been moved up to 
the house of hose 8, and the horses will probably be 
employed in sprinkling the route heretofore done by the 
single team. More could, of course, be done, but the 
engineers of the Fire department will not allow the horses to 
be taken more than a short distance from the house, and the 
precaution seems a reasonable one. If the hook and ladder 
team continues to do the upper end of the village, and no 
new streets are added, the present routes can be covered by 
the teams now employed, but as new streets are accepted, 
the demand to have them sprinkled naturally follows, and in 
view of the many new streets accepted lately, it would seem 
that one more team would be necessary. ‘The rate per team 
was increased from $100 to $110 per month, the rate per day 
remaining at $5, with $6 for Sunday work. Thirty-seven 
miles of streets were sprinkled, of which three and a quar- 
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ter were done by the Fire department at practically no 
expense, leaving thirty-three and three-quarters miles, 
which were done by the nineteen teams, an average of 9,380. 
feet to each team, and costing $400 a mile. The width of 
streets sprinkled was as follows: 50-feet streets, about 8 
miles; 60-feet and over, about 9} miles; 40-feet and under, 
about 94 miles; total, 37 miles. 


The amount expended for watering streets was $13,532.85. 


Care of Sewers. 
The cost of cleaning and flushing the sewers, catch-basins, 
etc., was $3,225.47, and it was divided as follows:

A new steel, odorless, sanitary cart has been bought, which 
it is hoped, will make the work of cleaning catch-basins, 
etc., much less objectionable than it has hitherto been. 


Collecting Ashes. 
The cost of collecting the ashes and dry dirt throughout 
the town was $3,752.28. 


Public Grounds and Sundries. 

The usual work on the public grounds and school-house 
lots was done, at a cost of $983.36. Additional seats were 
placed on the Cypress-street and Brookline-avenue play- 
grounds. The brook in the Tappan-street lot has been 
covered, and the lot is being graded up with ashes. The 
Park Commissioners were allowed to dump the loam brought 
in on the railroad on the Brookline-avenue playground, and 
it will be necessary to regrade and seed the ground in the 
spring. As the lot was so cut up, and the new water-way 
provided through the Parkway, it seemed a good time to fill 
in the brook which was covered when the lot was graded a — 
few years ago. Most of this work is done, the filling being 
furnished, practically without cost, by the Health depart- 
ment. .

The bath house was cleaned this year without the aid of 
the steam engine, and the cost was $57.44. 

Sundry work in connection with the extension of sewers, 
amounting to $341.82, was done by this department, the 
amount being charged to the sewer appropriation. 

Sundry other work amounting in the aggregate to $357.69 
was done, and the cost was charged to the proper appro- 
priations. 

The customary schedule of property belonging to the 
department is on file in this office.

Dear Sir,—We beg leave to report as follows concerning 
the suits which we have had charge of for the town: 


First. ; 
Almira F. Harrington vs. Brookline. 


This case is the only one of the Beacon street land damage 
cases which remains unadjusted. It will probably be neces- 
sary to try it, and we hope to secure a trial at an early date. 


Second.— The Beacon-Street Betterment Cases. 
1. Lichard Briggs vs. Brookline. 

This case was settled for the face of the betterment without 
interest, viz., $744, which amount was paid by Mr. Briggs. 
2. Charles H. Stearns vs. Brookline. 

In this case the betterment assessed was $8,957. By mis- 
take a small parcel of land which was conveyed by the town 
to Mr. Stearns was included in the assessment, which required 
a modification of the figures, reducing the amount assessed to 
$7,640.70. The case was settled for $7,140.70, and interest, 
$714.07,— total, $7,854.77; which amount was paid by 
Mr. Stearns. 

3. Austin W. Benton vs. Brookline. 

This case remains unadjusted. The betterment assessed 
was $1,649. 

4. Charles 8. Gooding vs. Brookline. 

This case remains unsettled. The betterment assessed

Third. 
City of Boston vs. Brookline. 

This is a bill in equity brought by the city to restrain the 
town from constructing Clinton road, on the ground that it is 
not lawful for the town to lay out a way over the location of 
the city’s aqueduct. The case was heard by Judge Holmes 
of the Supreme Judicial Court and by him reported to the 
full court. It was submitted to that court in May last, but 
no decision has been rendered. 


Fourth. 
George A. Goddard vs. Brookline, and the Boston & Albany 
Railroad Company. 
Edward S. Ritchie vs. Same. 


Petitions for damages caused by the decree of the County 
Commissioners ordering the building of a bridge over the 
railroad at Cypress-street crossing. After a great deal of 
out interest, and the eevond for $2,000, without interest. We are informed by tha Eesmiaian 


that in cases 6, 7, 8 and 9 the betterments have been paid, but the cases have not been dis- 
posed of by entry on the docket of the Court. 
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negotiation between the petitioners, the town and the rail- 
road, these cases were finally disposed of. 

Messrs. Ritchie were paid $8,000 in full for all damages, 
the town and the railroad each paying one-half, in accordance 
with the decree of the court in the Cypress-street bridge case. 
Mr. Goddard was paid $4,763, one-half of which was paid 
by the town and one-half by the railroad; and as a part of 
the settlement, by agreement between the town, the railroad, 
and Mr. Goddard, the town and the railroad company, at 
their joint expense, filled a part of Mr. Goddard’s land and 
built a retaining wall extending westerly from the southerly 
abutment of the bridge along the brook, to retain the filling, 
Mr. Goddard granting to the town the right to slope the 
filling for the southerly approach to the bridge on his land 
instead of requiring the building of a retaining wall. This 
settlement and adjustment of a very complicated case was 
made upon the basis of a plan suggested by Messrs. Aspin- 
wall & Lincoln, who were employed by all the parties to 
suggest a scheme of adjustment, and was in our opinion a 
very equitable settlement for all the parties. 


Fifth. 
Julia Goddard vs. Brookline. 


Same vs. Same. 


The first was an action to recover a tax assessed upon the 
personal property of the plaintiff by the Assessors of Brook- 
line, May1,1889. Thesecond was an appeal from the Assess- 
ors to the Superior Court from the assessment of a tax on 
Miss Goddard’s personal property for the succeeding year. 
In the former case the plaintiff abandoned her action and 
judgment was entered for the town without costs. In the 
latter the same entry was made upon the docket, but the 
plaintiff was repaid the sum of $382.50, or one-half of the 
tax of 1890 on her personal estate. The plaintiff’s ground 
of complaint was the same in both proceedings; namely, 
that she was not an inhabitant of the town when either tax 
was assessed, and therefore not liable to pay any tax upon 
personal estate. There seemed to be sufficient doubt of the 
right of the town to collect a tax on personalty for the year 
1890 to warrant the re-payment of one-half of the tax which 
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was the subject of the second case, and the case was settled 
accordingly. 


Sixth. | 
Alfred Winsor et al. vs. Brookline. 


Petition for damages for the laying out of Walnut path, 
formerly called Cat alley, asa private way of the town. 
Settled for $750 without costs. The original award in this 
case made by the Selectmen was $501. 


Seventh. 


Charles Hughes vs. Brookline. 

This was an action for damages brought for injuries to the 
plaintiff’s horse and harness occasioned, as the plaintiff 
claimed, by a defect in Boylston street. The plaintiff claimed 
that, as he was driving down Boylston street, his horse fell 
into a trench which was being dug for a sewer and was 
injured. At the trial he amended his declaration by adding 
a claim for personal injuries. The case was tried before 
Judge Thompson and a jury at Dedham; the jury returned 
a verdict for the defendant, and judgment was entered 
theron in due course. 


Eighth. 


Directors of the Boston & Albany Railroad Company, 
Petitioners. | 
This is a petition for the abolition of the grade crossing 
at St. Mary’s street. The town has always been ready to 
try the case, but the railroad company has not seen fit to 
call it up. 


Ninth. 


Hosea Kingman et al. Commissioners Metropolitan Drainage 
System, vs. City of Boston et al. 

Since our last report was written, the Supreme Court 
decided that the Metropolitan Drainage Act was constitu- 
tional (a proposition which was contested by some of the 
towns), and appointed Hon. E. R. Hoar, Hon. William C. 
Endicott and Hon. John E. Sanford, commissioners to hear 
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all the cities and towns interested, and to determine the pro- 
portions in which they should contribute to the interest and 
sinking fund requirements of the loan of $5,000,000 made 
by the Commonwealth to defray the cost of the work, and 
also the proportions in which they should contribute to 
the cost of operation and maintenance. 

The Commissioners met and heard first the towns in the 
Charles River system, in which Brookline is included, and 
afterwards the towns included in the other so-called North 
Metropolitan system. At the hearing evidence was presented 
and arguments made, and after due consideration the Com- 
missioners filed an exhaustive award, in which they say that 
they estimate that of the total amount of the loan, the rela- 
tive amounts required to defray the cost of the two systems 
will be in the ratio of 15 per cent for the Charles River 
system, and 85 per cent for the North Metropolitan system. 
They then proceeded to determine the proportion of the cost 
of each system which each town included therein should pay ; 
and conclude that for the Charles River system the towns - 
should pay in the following proportion, viz: 





Part of Boston , . 28.02 per cent of 15 per cent. 

Brookline . , p g 34.32 per cent of 15 per cent. 

Newton ; : : ; 26.82 per cent of 15 per cent.

These results were reached, as appears by the Commission- 
er’s award, by apportioning the cost ‘‘ with primary reference 
to the total taxable valuations of the several cities and 
towns.” To the total values of the real and personal estate 
as assessed by the local boards of assessors in the various 
towns, the Commissioners added the values of the bank and 
corporation stocks and ships and vessels, the taxes on which, 
under the State laws, are paid or accrue to the several cities 
and towns. | 

The cost of maintenance and operation the Commissioners 
have determined with primary reference to the populations 
of the respective towns and cities, with the result that in the 
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Charles River system the cities and towns will contribute in | 
the following proportions.

In explanation of the apparently small contribution which 
Boston is required to make, especially by the first table, it 
must be noted that by far the greater part of the city proper 
drains into Moon Island main sewer, which was built by 
Boston at great expense, and which has not been as yet taken 
into the Charles River system, the Metropolitan Commis- 
sioners having as yet only made an arrangement with Boston 
to pay so much per year for the right to discharge through 
that main; the annual sum so paid being reckoned in the 
sums to be expended for operation, which are apportioned 
in the second table. Until the State Commissioners take 
the Moon Island main and pay for it, there can be no justice 
in requiring that part of Boston to contribute which now 
uses that main and does not use the new Metropolitan sewer. 
This leaves then only Brighton and a small district of Boston 
proper to contribute to the new sewer. 

We contended at the hearings that the fairest way to ap- 
portion the original cost as well as the expense of operation 
and maintenance would be to take the populations of the 
respective places as a basis of computation, because it is the 
population which uses the sewers; and that valuation was 
the most arbitrary and unsatisfactory basis that could be 
taken. We also claimed that Brookline should not be 
required to pay for any part of the sewer except that into 
which she could drain, viz., that part between St. Mary’s 
street and the junction with the Moon Island main at Cam- 
den street. 

The Commissioners adopted our view in the apportion- 
ment of the annual expense of operation and maintenance, 
but as we have seen, preferred to base the apportionment of 
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the original cost upon valuations, being moved thereto, no 
doubt, by the fact that in no other way could the poorer 
municipalities escape paying the greater part of the cost. 
The Supreme Judicial Court has decided that the Commis- 
sioners had power to base their award upon valuation if they 
saw fit. The Commissioners also, for reasons not stated, but 
very likely identical, decided to treat the whole line of sewer 
from Camden street, Boston, to the Waltham line as one 
entire system, and to require each municipality to contribute 
to the cost and maintenance of it as a whole. 

The Commissioners also, having determined the relative 
cost of the two systems at 15 and 85 respectively, and hav- 
ing determined the proportions in which the respective 
municipalities should contribute to the cost of the system 
in which they were included, proceeded to calculate from 
these data the percentage of the whole cost of constructing 
both the North Metropolitan and the Charles River systems 
which each of the cities and towns in each of the two systems 
should contribute, and charged the respective towns and 
cities with this last percentage of the whole cost of both 
systems. | 

This finding seemed to us, and to the Selectmen, with 
whom we consulted, to be unwarranted by the act, and to 
establish a dangerous precedent calgulated to lead to compli- 
cation and confusion in the future. We have, therefore, 
after consultation with the Selectmen, appealed from the 
order of the single Justice accepting the award, to the full 
court, in the hope of getting from that court a declaration 
that we shall contribute our proportion of the expense of 
making the Charles River system only, and not a percent- 
age of the cost of constructing both that system in which 
we are included and another system with which we have 
nothing whatever to do. The city of Newton takes the 
same ground as we have taken upon this question and unites 
with us in the appeal. 


Tenth. : 
John Cleary, by next friend, vs. Brookline. 


Action of tort, to recover damages for injury alleged to 


have been received by the plaintiff, a boy, while travelling 
10 
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on Station street, by the fall of a curb-stone which was left 
standing on the street while the street was being constructed. 
This case is pending, not having been reached for trial. 


Eleventh. 
Frank D. Young etal., vs. Brookline. 

Action of tort, brought to recover for the conversion of the 
‘‘orand stand” which was removed from the Cypress street 
playground, and which was formerly used for seats by spec- 
tators at base ball games on the common. ‘This case has not 
been reached for trial. 


Twelfth. 
Hannah Reed vs. Brookline. 


Action of tort, in which the plaintiff seeks damages for 
injuries occasioned, as she says, by a fall on the ice on the 
sidewalk on Chestnut street. This case would have come 
up for trial at the last term of Court at Dedham but for the 
illness of the plaintiff. 


Thirteenth. 
James McDonell vs. Brookline. 


Action of tort, to recover damages for injuries alleged 
to have been caused by a fall on the sidewalk on Beacon 
street. Entered in December last. 


Fourteenth. 
Edward C. Wilson et. al., Trustees, vs. Brookline. 


Petition brought for the reduction of a betterment assessed 
upon the petitioners’ estate on Freeman street. Entered 
in February of this year. 

Fifteenth. 

The town has been summoned as trustee of McKenna and 
Blanchard, the contractors for the construction of Winches- 
ter street, in several cases, all of which have been disposed 
of except the two following, viz:

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 





The following report is respectfully submited by the agent 
of the Board, H. Lincoln Chase, M. D.:— 


There have been reported during the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1891, thirty-nine cases of scarlet fever, seven cases 
of diphtheria, and nine cases of typhoid fever, occurring as 


follows : —

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The distribution of the thirty-nine scarlet fever cases was 
as follows: On or near Boylston street, six, all of them east 
of Cypress street; Freeman street, Pearl street, Sewall 
street (and place), and Walter avenue, five each; Wash- 
ington street, three; Chestnut street, two; Beacon street, 
Brookline avenue, Flora street, Harvey street, Ivy street, 
Sewall avenue, Walnut street, and Warren street,one each. 
Only one case, that of an infant, was fatal. 

Of the seven cases of diphtheria, three were on Washing- 
ton street, and one each on Chestnut place, Gardner road, 
Longwood avenue and Pearl street. None were fatal. 

Of the nine cases of typhoid fever, Boylston street had 
three, all of them west of Cypress street; Cottage street, 
and Heath street, two each; Davis court, and Hammond 
street, one each. Four of these cases were fatal, two of them 
being in the Massachusetts General Hospital. 

This year, as for several years past, the town has been free 
from small-pox. The law as to vaccination is enforced, and 
our nearness to a great city makes that precaution impera- 
tive. The Board has furnished all physicians in the town 
with convenient blanks for vaccination certificates. | 

Typhoid fever has continued to be a rare disease, a fact 
largely due to the purity of the drinking water and of the 
ice, and to the inspection of the milk. Without fear of con- 
tradiction, we may claim that no city or town in the state 
has purer drinking water. Early in the summer the water of 
the public swimming bath was analyzed at the Mass. Insti- 
tute of Technology, specimens of the water being collected 
while quiet, and also after being disturbed by the bathers, 
and the results were most satisfactory. 

Attention is called to the report of the Committee on the 
swimming bath. When typhoid cases began to appear, by 
direction of the Board ice from the company’s carts was 
analyzed by Dr. Harrington, of the Harvard Medical School 
Laboratory, and found to be pure. It having come to the 
knowledge of the Board that the house of one of the milk- 
men just over the Brighton line, but supplying many Brook- 
line families with milk, was infected with typhoid fever, the 
necessary steps were at once taken to protect the customers, 
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without much injury tothe milk-man’s business, and with 
success. 

The number of cases of scarlet fever was larger than in 
any one of the previous four years, and will be referred to 
again in this report. 

The cases of diphtheria numbered less than halfas many as 
in the previous year, and no deaths occurred, as against seven 
deaths during the preceding year. The increased attention 
given to the sanitary condition of dwellings and their sur- 
roundings, and the frequent examination of all plumbing, 
and cleaning of traps, are safeguards against the spread of 
diphtheria. In this connection, as has been suggested before, 
a house-to-house inspection should be made, and when 
houses have not been connected with the sewer, such con- 
nection should be made wherever it is practicable. 

This record of infectious diseases, though disclosing an 
increase in the number of scarlet fever and typhoid fever 
cases, shows a gratifying decrease in the number of cases of 
diphtheria, which, for the past five years, has been gradu- 
ally increasing. 

The number of deaths in the town from all causes, from 
January 1, 1891, to December 31, 1891, inclusive, was two 
hundred and thirteen, as against one hundred and seventy 
in 1890, one hundred and seventy-six in 1889, one hundred 
and twenty-three in 1888, and one hundred and fifty-four in 
1887. Deducting the still-births, eleven in number, it 
leaves two hundred and two deaths during the year, or a 
mortality of 16.03 per one thousand, the population as esti- 
mated by the Town Clerk being twelve thousand six hund- 
red. These figures include the number of deaths which 
actually occurred in the town, and also those of inhabitants 
who died away from home. The increased rate of mortality 
over that of last year was wholly due, as will be seen by 
reference to the report on vital statistics, to diseases which 
do not come under the control of the Board. 

The following rules and regulations for the suppression of 
contagious diseases among domestic animals, prepared by 
the State Cattle Commission, were adopted by the Board, 
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February 19th, 1891, entered upon its records, and ordered 
to be posted throughout the town: 


RULE 1. Whoever has knowledge of, or has good reason to suspect 
the existence of a contagious disease among any species of domestic 
animals in this state, whether such knowledge or suspicion is obtained 
by personal examination or otherwise, shall forthwith give notice 
thereof to the Board of Health of the city or of the town where such 
diseased or suspected animals are kept. 

RuLE 2. The Board of Health of a city or of a town, having received 
notice of a suspected case of contagious disease among any of the 
domestic animals in their city or town, shall forthwith make an examina- 
tion thereof personally, or by a competent person appointed by them for 
that purpose, and, if satisfied there are good reasons for believing that 
contagion is present, shall cause the suspected animals to be securely 
held by the owners or other reliable persons and shall immediately 
inform the Cattle Commissioners. 

RuLE 38. An order, written or verbal, to securely hold such suspected 
animals in isolation shall be binding, whether given by a member of the 


Board of Health of the city or town, an authorized agent of such board, 


or by a single member of the Cattle Commission. 

RuLE 4. Persons having the care or custody of suspected animals, 
whether such animals are their own property or otherwise, and having 
received an order for their isolation, shall neither sell, swap, trade, give 
or in any way dispose of such animals, nor drive or work or move or 
allow them to be moved away from the place of isolation, nor allow other 
animals not already exposed to come in contact with them, till permitted 
so to do by the Cattle Commissioners. ‘ 

(The above rules apply to dogs as well as to cattle.) 


PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. HOG CHOLERA. 


~ 


RuLE 5. In cases of suspected contagious pleuro-pneumonia among 
cattle, or swine-plague or cholera among swine, the entire herd must be 
secured against communication with other animals of the same species 
that have not been exposed to the suspected animals, and owners of 
other herds which may have been exposed and afterwards moved should 
be immediately notified and warned of the existing danger. 


GLANDERS. 


RuLE 6. Horses or mules suspected of having the disease known as 
glanders or farcy may only remain in the costody of their owners, and in 
the stalls or onthe premises previously occupied by them, when in the 
judgment of Boards of Health such owners can be relied on with confi- 
dence, and when such stalls or premises are deemed suitable places for 
holding such diseased or suspected animals till taken in charge by the 
Cattle Commissioners. 


The following is an extract from a valuable circular of the 


State Board of Health, relating to the care of milch cattle : 


Water Supply. It is essential that the water supply used by the 
animals concerned in the production of milk, and also for all other

dairy purposes, should be absolutely free from the possibility of con- 
tamination. Too often does it happen that the cows are compelled to 
drink the water either of a polluted stream or of a well dug or driven * 
either in the barn yard, the barn cellar, or in the neighborhood of some 
cesspool, vault or manure heap, and the same water is also used for 
other dairy purposes. The water used in washing cans and milk pails 
should not be merely warm, but in all cases should be scalding hot. 

Care. The stables used for housing milk-producing animals should 
be of ample size, well-lighted and ventilated, warm and dry. Each 
animal should have at least 1,000 cubic feet of air space (Ballard). 
Overcrowding is one of the essential conditions favorable to the produc- 
tion of tuberculosis. The litter, or other material used for bedding, 
should be clean, dry and frequently renewed. 

The milking pails, coolers, cans, and all vessels used in connection 
with the collection, storage, and distribution of the milk, should be 
perfectly clean, and should be rinsed with scalding water or exposed to 
steam after their use. 

Since milk rapidly absorbs foul odors which impart an offensive taste 
and smell to it, it is essential that the milk should not be exposed in open 
vessels in stables were such odors are liable to exist, and especially in 
those where the manure of cows, hogs, or horses is stored in the cellar 
below the stable. 

The milk should be cooled soon after it is drawn from the cow by 
setting the cans containing it into a vat, tank, reservoir, or trough partly 
filled with cold water and kept at a temperature as low as 50° F. It is 
also desirable that it be delivered to the consumers at a low temperature. 

It is absolutely essential that all persons engaged in the care and 
milking of cows should be of scrupulously clean habits, and if, as not 
infrequently happens, any infectious disease makes it appearance in 
the family of a farmer or dairyman producing milk for public use, or of 
a milk dealer selling either at wholesale or at retail, the person or 
persons so affected should be isolated and not allowed either to milk 
cows, or to handle any of the vessels used for receiving or containing 
milk, or in any way to assist or take part in conducting the business of 
milk-production, storage, transportation or distribution to the consumer 
until the complete recovery and disinfection of the apartments occupied 
by the sick. ¢ 

It is needless to add that kind and gentle treatment of milk-producing 
animals exerts an important influence in securing milk of good quality and 
abundant flow. 


On April 6th, Dr. Geo. K. Sabine having declined, on 
account of the pressure of other work, a reappointment as 
Agent for the Board, Dr. H. Lincoln Chase was appointed 
to that position, and Wm. K. Melcher was appointed 
Inspector for the Board. Alonzo Bowman was appointed 
Inspector of Milk. O’Day Brothers and H. 8. Hatch were 
appointed Funeral Undertakers.

A license was granted Patrick McCarty for the exclusive | 
right to collect grease and bones for one year. The work 
of removing house-offal continues to be done by D. B. Mor- 
rill, under the three-years’ contract. — 

In the latter part of April the Board considered the sub- 
ject of measles, then prevalent in Boston, and becoming of 
quite frequent occurrence in Brookline. In view of the fact 
that though measles in itself is not often a fatal disease, it 
not infrequently causes serious trouble by its complications 
and its results, (for instance, broncho-pneumonia, tubercu- | 
losis of the lungs, and chronic inflammation of the middle ear 
liable to result in deafness, ) an order was passed requiring all 
cases of measles to be reported to the Board of Health by 
the householder or physician. The agent of the Board was 
also directed to prepare a circular of recommendations, a 
copy of which is sent to each family in which a case is 
reported, with the hope that those not familiar with the 
proper means to prevent the spread of the disease may be 
benefited thereby. In this action the Board is following the 
example of Boston and other cities and towns. 

The following orders were passed, April 6th and July 1st, 
respectively : 

Ordered, That no dead body of any person shall be carried to any 
cemetery, or from one place to another within the town, in any public 


vehicle other than a hearse or undertaker’s wagon provided for that 
purpose. 


Ordered, That no manure be permitted to be removed from any stable 
for more than four'horses between the hours of 6:30 a.m. and 9 o’clock P.M. 


In November, when frequent reports of scarlet fever cases 
began to be made, the matter received the attention of the 
Board and its appointees, and additional precautions were 
taken to protect the school children. In carrying out the 
precautionary measures adopted, the Board had the codper- 
ation of the Police department and the Truant officer, as 
well as of the physicians and of most of the unfortunate 
families. In December the number of new cases, sixteen, 
just double the number for the whole of the previous year, 
seems to have fully justified all the measures taken to sup- 
press the threatened epidemic. The nearness of Boston, 
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where scarlet fever was flourishing at the time, and the great 
contagiousness of the disease, easily account for its appear- 
ance and continuance here. During the present month there 
have been reported to date (January 31st) but five new 
cases. 

During the year a number of complaints of nuisances re- 
ceived the attention of the Board, and were acted on as 
occasion required. The Inspector has visited one hundred 
and twenty-six dwellings and out-buildings, and eighty-four 
permits were granted for improving the drainage. 

In eleven houses in which there had been scarlet fever, 
and in two in which there had been diphtheria, the Inspect- 
or has disinfected the infected rooms in a thorough manner. 
In the other cases, the disinfection was done by the families, 
and to the satisfaction of the Board. 

Before closing, the Agent of the Board wishes to thank 
his predecessor, Dr. Sabine, for valuable suggestions on cer- 
tain matters relating to the health of the town. 

Attention is respectfully called to the following extracts 
from the Public Statutes, and orders of the Board of Health, 
relating to contagious diseases : 


[Acts or 1884, CHAPTER 98. ] 
AN ACT CONCERNING CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


SECTION 1. [As amended by Act of 1890, Chap. 102.]| When a house- 
holder knows that a person within his family or house is sick with small- 
pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any other infectious or contagious 
disease dangerous to the public health, he shall immediately give notice 
thereof to the Board of Health of the city or town in which he dwells, 
and upon the death, recovery or removal of such person, such of the 
rooms of said house and such of the articles therein as, in the opinion of 
the Board of Health, have been subjected to infection or contagion shall 
be disinfected by such householder to the satisfaction of said Board of 
Health. Any person neglecting or refusing to comply with either of the 
above provisions shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars. 

Sror. 2. When a physician knows that a person whom he is called to 
visit is infected with small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any other 
disease dangerous to the public health, he shall immediately give notice 
thereof to the Selectmen or Board of Health of the town; and if he 
refuses or neglects to give such notice, he shall forfeit for each offence 
not less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 
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Sect. 3. The Boards of Health in the several cities and towns shall 
cause a record to be kept of all reports received in pursuance of the pre- 
ceding sections, and such record shall contain the names of all persons 
who are sick, the localities in which they live, the diseases with which 
they are affected, together with the date and the names of the persons 
reporting any such cases. The Board of Health shall give the School Com- 
mittee immediate information of all cases of contagious diseases reported 
to them according to the provisions of this act. 

Srct. 4. The Secretary of the Commonwealth shall furnish the 
Boards of Health with blank books for the record of cases of contagious 
diseases as above provided. 

(The Board of Health considers small-pox, scarlet fever, measles, 
diphtheria, membranous croup, cholera, typhus fever and typhoid 
fever to come within the meaning of sections one and two of the above.) 


EXTRACTS FROM THE PUBLIC STATUTES CONCERNING 
VACCINATION. 


CHAP. 80, Sec. 51. Parents and guardians shall cause their children 
and wards to be vaccinated before they attain the age of two years, and 
revaccinated when the Selectmen or Mayor and Aldermen shall, after 
five years from the last vaccination, require it. For every year’s neglect 
the party offending shall forfeit five dollars. 

Cuap. 80, Sec. 53. Towns shall furnish the means of vaccination to 
such of their inhabitants as are unable to pay for the same. 

CuHaP. 47, Sec. 9. The School Committee shall not allow a child who 
has not been duly vaccinated to be admitted to or connected with the 
public schools. 
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Ordered, That no child be allowed to attend school from any house 
where there is‘or has been a case of diphtheria, scarlet fever or measles 
until the expiration of at least four weeks from the commencement of 
the last case in the house if diphtheria, six weeks if scarlet fever, and if 
measles two weeks after the disappearance of the eruption. 


Ordered, That the Secretary of the Board of Health be directed to 
notify the Trustees of the Public Library of the existence of any case of 
contagious disease as soon as it is reported. 


Ordered, That no child, from any house where there is or has been a 
case of scarlet fever shall be allowed to mingle with those of any, other 
house, until the expiration of at least six weeks from the commencement 
of the last case. 

Ordered, That no child that has visited a house in which there was at 
the time a case of scarlet fever shall attend school till the expiration of 
two weeks following exposure. 


Ordered, That no public funeral shall be held over the remains of any 
person having died of small-pox, scarlet fever or diphtheria, without the 
written permit of the Board of Health, and under such regulations as 
may prevent the spread of either of said diseases. Ordered further, that 
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the remains of persons dying of either of said diseases shall at once be 
placed in a tight or sealed coffin, and shall not thereafter be exposed to 
view, or disturbed except for burial. 


Ordered, That the undertakers of the town be notifled to warn families 
in case of the death of a member from contagious disease, against a 
public funeral. 


Ordered, That such rooms and such articles in any house as in the 
opinion of the Board of Health have been subjected to infection or con- 
tagion from scarlet fever, diphtheria, or any other infectious or conta- 
gious disease dangerous to the public health, shall be disinfected by the 
Board, unless the family prefer to do it, in which case it shall be done to 
the satisfaction of the Board, to whom a report shall be made. The at- 
tending physician or the Board shall decide in each case as to the proper 
time for disinfecting. 

Ordered, That every house infected with diphtheria, scarlet fever or 
small-pox, shall have affixed on or near the front door a card, fur- 
ished by the Board of Health, stating the disease to be avoided, and any 
unauthorized person removing such card shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding $100. 

Ordered, That a circular of suggestions for preventing the spread of 
scarlet fever be published in the Brookline Chronicle, and that a copy of 
the circular be sent to every house in which a case of said fever shall be 
reported. 

Ordered, That the extracts from the Public Statutes and from the 
orders of the Board of Health relating to scarlet fever, be printed and 
posted in public places.

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Three hundred and fifty-five (355) samples (pints) of 
milk have been purchased from licensed dealers and thor- 
oughly tested by the Miller method, using the lactoscope 
of Prof. Feser. While by law the Inspector or his agents 
are allowed to take samples of milk kept for sale, it has been 
found conducive to good feeling, and to facilitate the filing 
of complaints, if such samples are paid for when taken ; and 
such is now, I believe, the practice of nearly all the inspec- 
tors In the state. 

The legal standard for pure milk is: Total solids, 13 per 
cent; fat, 3.70 per cent; solids not fat, 9.30 per cent; 
water, 87 per cent. Samples examined that conform 
closely to this test, are passed as good. When samples fall 
much below this standard, a notice is immediately sent to 
the dealers, warning them that they are liable to prosecution. 
Several notices are always sent, and dealers are given every 
chance to improve the quality of their milk. They may 
send as many samples to this office as they may desire, and 
have them tested by the lactometer and lactoscope, free of 
charge, and a good many dealers have availed themselves of 
this privilege. The strong competition among dealers has a 
good effect in maintaining the quality of the milk sold, and 
dealers seem as anxious to furnish good milk as customers 
are to receive it. 

I have had complaints from dealers selling from stores 
(and it is among this class of dealers that imperfect milk 
is oftener found), that samples for testing should only be 
taken from a full can. I have not been able to see the 
justice of these complaints, nor why the best ,only of 
a dealer’s supply should be taken for examination. 

The placing of milk in a large jar, and dipping it out with 
a ladle to buyers, would obviate this difficulty, and give 
each buyer a uniform quality, as well as a fairer sample for 
testing. Several dealers are adopting this method. In 
most every case, a pure milk will show a high colored layer 
of cream on top of the creamometer, with a bluish tinge to 
the milk beneath, while milk watered and artificially 
colored shows but little cream, with a yellowish tinge 
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beneath. No one is ever complained of for selling impure 
milk without a full warning from this office, and dealers 
are always told that any milk they may purchase from 
wholesale dealers, for their trade, will be freely tested at 
this office if they so desire,—but that they will be held di- 
rectly responsible for the quality of milk they sell, and not the 
party from whom they buy. The milk now sold is of a much 
better quality than that sold before the present law went in- 
to force. | 

Considerable attention has been given to the condition 
of herds of milch cows kept in the town, also to the sani- 
tary condition of stables and quarters where cows are kept, 
and any suggestions made have been cheerfully adopted by 
the owners of herds. 

I am indebted, as before, to Dr. Sabine and other physi- 
cians, for valuable suggestions, assistance and advice, in the 
duties of this office.

REPORT OF THE OVERSEERS OF 
THE POOR. 


There have been few changes in this department during 
the past year, and, except the usual statistics, the Overseers 
have little to report. ‘The almshouse continues under 
the management of Mr. and Mrs. Campbell, and is in 
excellent condition, in every respect. Much work has 
been done on the farm, and the few inmates are kept 
regularly employed. The number of persons now in the 
almshouse is five, and this has been the number during 
most of the year, although, for: a couple of weeks, three 
children, with their grandmother, were detained there until 
they were removed to Tewksbury by the state authorities, 
and a woman, taken ill on the day of her arrival in the 
town, was kept ten days till her recovery, when she was re- 
turned to Ireland by order of the Commissioners of Immi- 
eration. One man died two weeks after he was admitted to 
the almshouse. 

The persons receiving partial out-door support are the 
same who received aid last year, with one or two additions, 
and represent the two classes whom it seems legitimate to 
relieve in this way,—old women, whose rents are paid by 
relatives or friends, and who receive a small amount of 
groceries weekly, and widows with young children, who are 
able to earn a part of their support and are likely in a few 
years to become wholly self-supporting. One case of the 
former class and two of the latter have been added to our 
list during the year. 

The two children boarded out last year are still supported 
under the same conditions, and two boys are at the House 
of the Angel Guardian. 
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The number of: the insane remains about the same, and 
their maintenance at the various hospitals costs about one- 
third of the whole sum appropriated for the support of the 
poor. 

Occasional relief, usually in the form of medical treatment, 
either at some hospital or at home, is frequently given, but 
generally for a short time only. 

The following tables show in detail the various forms of 
relief given and the amount expended. The only decided 
increase is in the item of the care of the sick.

THIRTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 





It has been the hope of the Trustees that they might 
announce in this report the completion of quite important 
changes that have been in progress during the year. But 
the unavoidable delays which usually attend such work have 
intervened to prevent this announcement; though unques- 
tionably, by the time this report reaches the citizens of the 
town, two of the improvements now almost completed, will 
be in public use. 

In their last report the Trustees called attention to the 
frequent overcrowding of the reading-room, and the imme- 
diate need of more space in that part of the building. At the 
following town meeting, the sum of $16,000 was voted for 
this purpose. Plans for a wholly new reading-room were 
submitted by Fehmer and Page, architects, and accepted by 
the Trustees. The work has been carried out under the 
supervision of a building committee, consisting of Dr. Augus- 
tine Shurtleff, Dr. T. E. Francis, and Mr. Desmond Fitz- 
Gerald. The Trustees are confident that the beauty of this 
room will win for it much admiration, and that, suitably 
furnished, it will prove both comfortable and attractive. 
A part of the old reading-room will henceforth be devoted to 
the books of the Reference Library, which will thus be 
brought within easier reach of all who wish to consult them. 

The new card-catalogue is also nearly ready to put into 
the hands of the public, and once being accustomed to its use 
the patrons of the library will undoubtedly find it of great 
advantage. This catalogue will always contain the latest 
accessions and will do away with the frequent necessity to 
search through several lists in order to find a desired book. 
When it is ready for consultation, and supplemented, as 
the Trustees intend, by a few subject finding-lists of books 
most in demand, people will find, much more readily, the 
reading matter for which they are in search. 
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A considerable part of the year’s work has been done 
under great disadvantages. The dust and noise incident to 
the work of building have been a great annoyance, not only 
to the library officials, but to those who have come for books. 
Nevertheless the statistics presented by the Librarian show 
a gratifying increase in the use of the library. Our total 
circulation of 73,825 is a gain of 7,551 over that of last 
year. This does not quite equal the stride then taken beyond 
the figures of the previous year. But the failure has come, 
when it was looked for, in the use of books within the 
Library itself. We have had no place, even remotely suit- 
able for this purpose. Still we have made a gain of 4,665 in 
this department; but it is 1,925 less than the gain reported 
last year. 

With the completion of the new reading-room these 
figures will probably show at once a very marked in- 
crease. In books taken for-home use we have more than 
made good last year’s advance. The gain then reported was 
4,697; now it is 5,626. Supposing this gain to be repre- 
sented by the new borrowers, there are of these this year 484, 
three less than last year; while to this lesser number we 
have given out 929 more books. 

The degree of usefulness which the library has reached 
may be fairly found through a division of the total circula- 
tion by the total number of books it contains. » From this 
it appears that last year it was as if one reader had read 
through the whole library a little more than one and eight- 
tenths times. This year it is as if that suppositious reader 
had gone through the shelves one and ninety-five hundredths 
times. Probably ina place which contains so many fine 
private libraries, and with the larger libraries of Boston so 
close at hand, we cannot hope to equal the circulation which 
some other public libraries of the same size are able to show. 
But the habit of reading is none too general here, and the 
Trustees are desirous, by making the books as easily accessi- 
ble as may be, and by rendering the library in all ways 
attractive, to still further increase its usefulness. 

We again call special attention to the children’s reading- 
room, which continues to be well used and enjoyed, though 
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it is as yet but imperfectly supplied with books for children. 
The attendance during the year (6,821) indicates some- 
thing quite worth while already accomplished, and still 
larger possibilities in time to come. These children are not 
only instructed or amused for the moment, but are making 
acquaintance with the library and are being trained toward 
appreciation of its benefits in the future. During the next 
year we hope to provide this room with an adequate library 
for children, and no section of our books is less likely to be 
left in idleness upon the shelves. To some extent the library 
needs rearrangement and reclassification, and this will make 
part of the work of the coming year. Not until this work 
is finished can the strain of special effort, which has been 
felt for a considerable period, be once more relaxed and 
our working force fall into a steady routine. 

The cost of heating, lighting, and caring for the larger 
building now under our control will add materially to the 
expense of maintaining the library. But the liberality 
which the town has heretofore manifested makes us bold to 
ask for the increased appropriations that have become neces- 
sary. A considerable sum will have to be taken from what- 
ever is voted at the next annual meeting to provide the 
furniture for the new reading-room, and we ask the citizens 
to bear this in mind in considering the requests that we shall 
make. Further details of the work of the year, and its cost, 
will be found in the reports of the Treasurer, the Librarian, 
and the Building Committee, hereto appended.

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The Trustees in their last annual report stated their con- 
viction that additional reading-room accommodation was 
required. After exhaustive discussion, and the fullest and 
most mature consideration, it was decided to apply to the town 
for the means to build an entirely new reading room, and to 
make such alterations as would be necessary to adapt it to 
the old building. 

A Building Committee was chosen by the board, and 
Messrs. Fehmer and Page were selected as architects. The 
plans and specifications having been approved, and an 
appropriation of $16,000 having been voted by the town at 
the annual meeting, advertisements were inserted in 
Brookline and Boston newspapers, for proposals for the 
construction of the reading-room. 

In due time a meeting of the board of Trustees was held, 
for opening the several sealed bids. That of Mr. Watts 
H. Bowker proved to be the lowest, and was accordingly 
accepted. The amount was $11,997. Ata later date, the 
offer of Mr. Bowker to make all the alterations found 
necessary in the old library building, and contained in plans 
and specifications submitted by the architects,for $2,393, was 
also accepted. | 

The excavation of the cellar was begun as soon as possible, 
and the wall built up ready for the sills. At this point a 
notice was received by the board from the School Commit- 
tee, stating that the steam-boiler which had heretofore fur- 
nished steam for the library heating, as well as for that of the 
High school, would in future only supply the need of the 
school, owing to additions to the High school building, and that 
the library must get steam in some other way. The board of 
Trustees at once recognized the necessity of introducing an 
independent steam plant, and made a contract with the Wal-

worth Construction and Supply Company, for a tubular 
boiler, and necessary connections with the existing system 
of pipes, new registers, etc., for the sum of $1,197. A con- 
tract was also made with Mr. Seth W. Fuller for all neces- 
sary electric wiring, and new chandeliers. 

The work has gone on uninterruptedly under the constant 
supervision of the architects, who have met the Building 
Committee three times a week, upon the ground. The 
weather was favorable for building operations from the start, 
and the roof was on and covered in before the winter storms 
set in. Every portion of the work has been done in a 
manner satisfactory to the Committee, and is now sub- 
stantially finished. 

Upon entering the building the visitor will find upon the 
left, where was formerly a portion of the waiting-room, the 
card-catalogue department. Here, arranged upon what is 
known as the single-tray system, is to be the card catalogue of 
the entire library. By this system the library is more 
accessible than by any other yet devised. Every book in 
the library is here represented by at least one card, and 
some by a great many cross-reference cards. Opposite this, 
where the old Gardner Hall door used to be, is a large plate- 
glass window looking into the new reference-room. In 
front is the delivery-desk, moved far back to the opening 
into the main book-hall. The space between this and the 
main entrance door is now a waiting-room, and the delivery- 
desk is much nearer the great body of the books. A small 
door opens from behind the desk, into what has been known 
as the librarian’s room, and a larger door from the easterly 
side opens into a space 12 ft. x 20 ft., which is so much 
addition to the waiting-room already described. From this 
space a glass door opens through a plate-glass partition, into 
a large, square, well-lighted room, shelved for reference- 
books, where it is expected that the librarian will in future 
be found ; a central point, commanding all the departments 
and easily accessible to the public, either from the waiting- 
room or from.the reading-room. At the easterly end of the 
space are double folding doors opening into the new Gard- 
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ner Hall. This noble room is about 35 ft. in width, by an 
average length of 58 ft., and 15 ft. in height. On the south 
side, towards Washington street, is a large bow-window, 
with cushioned seats extending around it. At the opposite 
end is a large arched alcove, containing a massive fire-place 
of moulded Amboy bricks, with a stone mantel. On each 
side isan oak settle and book-shelves. From the front of 
the alcove, shelving for books and atlases, mostly used in 
connection with the reading-room, extends along the walls 
for about one quarter of the length of the room, and the 
remainder of the wall is wainscotted with a six-foot dado 
panelled in quartered oak. The floor is also of quartered oak. 
The reference-room is connected with the reading-room by 
double doors, corresponding to those by which the reading- 
room is entered from the main passage, as above described. 
The ceiling of the reading-room is enriched with appropriate 
cornice work, and is tinted a delicate cream color. The 
walls between the cornice and the oak dado are finished in a 
light tone of dull red. 

The room will be lighted by chandeliers and side brackets 
carrying both gas and electric burners. Under the chan- 
deliers will stand six long oval tables of quartered oak, 
furnished with racks for periodicals, and so arranged that 
two of the chandeliers will hang over each table, affording 
abundant light for reading.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN, 





BROOKLINE, Feb. 1, 1892. 
To the Trustees of the Brookline Public Library :— 


GENTLEMEN, — In presenting my twentieth annual 
report to your board, I have to bespeak your kindly con- 
sideration for its brevity and incompleteness, since recent 
illness has made it impossible for me to do more than out- 
line the work of the year. 

It gives me pleasure to be able to report that the statistics 
of the past twelve months exceed those of all previous ones, 
in the general use and circulation of books,—this, too, in 
the face of all the inconveniences incident to the building of 
the new reading-room and the remodelling of the old one; 
a process which has deprived us entirely of the use of the 
reading-room for many months, thereby crowding the wait- 
ing and desk room to excess, and sadly deranging our usual 
facilities for delivery work. As it is, we have a recorded 
circulation of 59,452 vols. at the desk, and 1,279 vols. on 
the Trustees’ account, giving a total home-use of 60,731 
vols., with a daily average of 196 at the desk and of 200 on 
the total home circulation. These figures have been attained 
in 303 library days, and in account with 4,519 card-holders. 
Beside this loan of books we also have a registration of 
_ 18,094 vols. issued for use in the library, thus making the 
ageregate circulation, or delivery of books, 73,825,—an 
average of 244 per day, and a gain of 7,551 over the aggre- 
gate of last year. 

The library has been increased by 1,179 vols. (239 having 
been gifts), making the whole number of books 37,477. The 
selection of new books has been carefully made, oftentimes 
with the aid of the slips from the ‘‘ suggestion box,’ and 
one may safely say that the year’s accessions compare favor- 
ably, in usefulness and interest, with any former year, as 
may be seen by reference to the annual list. (Appendix E.) 
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The record of gifts (Appendix B.) shows a long list of 
friends, and of generous contributions in the form of books, 
pictures, periodicals and pamphlets. All these have been 
duly accepted at your monthly meetings and properly ac- 
knowledged. Many of the books from this source are 
simply entered on the catalogue of accessions, but remain 
otherwise uncatalogued, owing partially to my long leave of 
absence at the time of the San Francisco convention of the 
‘American Library Association,’’ and more recently to my 
two months of enforced absence on account of illness. For 
this reason the titles do not appear in the accompanying 
annual list. 

Some special work has been accomplished during the year, 
the chief being the completion of the typewritten card-cata- 
logue for public use, of which mention was made in the last 
report. Since that report, the whole of the printed cata- 
logue of 1873 and the last part of that of 1881 have been 
copied by the type-writer, and more than half the cards 
carefully revised by the librarian. When this revision, 
which has all been done outside of library hours, is com- 
pleted and the cards arranged in the cases now being 
prepared for them, the whole will be placed at the service 
of the public, in what will be known as the catalogue-room. 

In addition to this card-catalogue, another has been pre- 
pared forithe use of the young people, which will take its 
place in the waiting-room as soon as the room and cases are 
available. This latter piece of work has been done with the 
two-fold purpose of guiding the young in the choice of suit- 
able books, and of preserving the general catalogue from the 
wear,and.tear of juvenile fingers. 

Among other specialties we have prepared duplicate 
copies of our own ‘‘Fiction” and ‘‘Juvenile” lists for desk use, 
one of each being held in reserve for emergencies. Two 
copies of Sargent’s ‘‘Reading for the young’’ and two 
of Griswold’s\‘ ‘ Descriptive lists of novels’’ have also been 
carefully posted with our library numbers and added to the 
general stock of desk finding-lists. 

Of the upper reading-room little can be said except that 
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its patrons have been long-suffering and uncomplaining 
through all the deprivations of the past seven months, and 
that we trust that their patience will be amply rewarded 
when the new Gardner Hall shall open its doors to them. 

The lower, or children’s reading-room, under the super- 
vision of Mr. Orcutt, has been open every afternoon through 
the year; a daily account of attendance has been kept, show- 
ing that 6,821 children have used the room. A small selec- 
tion of new books suitable for juvenile readers, has been 
bought recently for this reading-room, and full sets of some 
of the popular juvenile magazines are soon to be placed 
on its shelves—important steps which will make the room 
still more attractive to the younger portion of the community. 

Omitting many of the minor details of the year, and say- 
ing nothing further of the changes and improvements in the 
building, or of their adaptation to the present and future 
needs of the library, I respectfully submit the foregoing in 
the belief that it embraces the essential facts of our library 
work for 1891-2. |

At the meeting of the board on the 14th of September 
last, Mr. Charles J. Lincoln communicated his resignation 
as a member, having ceased to be a resident of the town. 
The board received the notice of his removal with great 
regret, and highly appreciate the services which Mr. Lincoln 
has so freely rendered to his associates and to the town. On 
the 12th October following, the School Committee and the 
Selectmen, in joint convention, chose Mr. George N. Car- 
penter to fill the vacancy. 

Mr. Aaron H. Latham was appointed to the vacancy on 
the High School committee, and Mr. Carpenter to those on 
Evening Schools, Military Drill and Physical Exercises, 
Finance, and Teachers. 
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Teachers. 

For the first time in several years the Committee have to 
report the death of a teacher while in office. Miss Esther 
E. Glynn, an earnest and devoted instructor in the Heath 
School, most conscientious and faithful in the discharge of 
all her duties, died in December last, after something more 
than two years’ service. The board have placed on record 
a suitable tribute to her memory. 

Early in the winter it was found that with the number of 
teachers employed, it was frequently necessary to obtain the 
services of a substitute teacher for a longer or shorter 
period, to supply a place temporarily vacant from sickness 
or some other contingency; the board therefore elected 
Miss Hattie E. Hunt, of Brooklyn, N. Y., asa general sub- 
stitute, to be called upon by the Superintendent to teach 
whenever her services should be most needed, and in the 
meantime to give such class instruction as might be assigned 
to her. Her time has generally been fully occupied with 
special instruction in the different schools. Miss Annie 
Utley was also elected to a similar position, but was after- 
wards stationed, for the present, at the Pierce Primary 
School. 

Mr. Frederic T. Farnsworth resigned the Head Master- 
ship of the High School at the close of the last school year, 
and Mr. David 8. Sanford, of Stamford, Conn., has been ap- 
pointed as his successor. In this school it has been decided 
to discontinue the military drill, so far as classes for the girls 
are concerned, and to substitute a systematic training in 
physical exercises, under what is known as the Ling method, 
or Swedish gymnastics. Miss Bessie F. Gordon, a graduate 
of the Boston Normal School of Gymnastics, was elected 
as the instructor of this department ; she also gives instruc- 
tion to the other teachers in the methods employed, visit- 
ing all in course. An experiment is now making, of giving 
a few lessons in physical exercises by a competent teacher 
from the Institute of Technology, to the boys of the High 
School, in the hope that some tendencies claimed to be the 
result of the military drill may be counteracted. 
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Miss Hurlbut, who has been the Instructor in Drawing 
for more than five years, has found it necessary to request 
a leave of absence for the present school year, should her 
health not be sooner restored; Miss Mary L. Patrick sup- 
plies her place during her absence. 

In the Lawrence School, Miss Proctor resigned early in 
the year; and in June last, Miss Houghton also resigned. 
These vacancies have been filled by the election of Miss 
Hortense M. Wiggin to succeed the former, and Miss Carrie 
A. Lyle, the latter. The enlargement of this school-house, 
now substantially finished, will require an addition to our 
force of teachers here. 

In the Wm. H. Lincoln School, Miss Nettie M. Willey 
has been appointed to succeed Miss Little as teacher in 
cooking, also giving instruction at the Heath. Miss Susan 
M. Thatcher has been transferred to this school from the 
Heath, to take the place of Miss Stokes, resigned ; Miss 
Olive S. Day has also been transferred to this school, in 
place of Miss Gowan, resigned. Miss Addie Dodge has 
been given a class formed at the beginning of the year. Miss 
Utley succeeded Miss Day in the Pierce Primary, and Miss 
Francis E. Darrah has been appointed to the vacancy in the 
Heath School. 

In the Sewall School, Miss Mabel A. English has resigned, 
and Miss Dora S. Main has succeeded her. Miss Hattie E. 
Hunt has been appointed a teacher in this school, and other 
additions will be needed to the teachers there, as soon as 
the new building is finally ready for occupancy. 

Miss Rose E. Ryan has been appointed to a position in 
the Parsons School in place of Miss Morey, resigned ; Miss 
Louise W. Pray as an assistant in the Boylston Kinder- 
garten ; and Miss Helen Newell has been placed in charge of 
the Kindergarten at Longwood. Miss Lucille P. Brigdon 
has been appointed a substitute teacher. 

In the Parsons School Kindergarten, which has been hold- 
ing sessions in the Union Building, Miss Grace Darling and 
Miss Mary L. Coolidge have been appointed as teachers, 
without pay from the town. 
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Mr. 8. C. Griffin, who has been the special instructor in 
carpentry, since September, 1888, resigned at the close of 
the last year. Mr. Albert P. Kimball is now holding the 
appointment, and Joseph Owens, a former pupil of the 
school, is assisting him in the work. 

Mr. 8. W. Cole, our excellent teacher of music, having 
accepted a position in the New England Conservatory of 
Music, is unable to give the time needed for that depart- 
ment to all the schools, and an arrangement has been made 
by which he now has the assistance of Miss Ella F. Story, 
for certain hours. 

These changes, with scarcely an exception, while more 
numerous than usual, are partly due to the voluntary retire- 
ment of quite a number of teachers, to take up a different 
work in life; but more especially to the constant increase in 
the number of scholars under instruction in the town. The 
erection of the new school-house on Harvard street, on land 
once owned by Epwarp Devorion, the first benefactor of the 
Public Schools of Brookline, the opening of the new build- 
ing on Sewall street, and of the new rooms in the Lawrence 
School, with the pressing calls made upon the Committee 
to extend our system of manual training into other schools 
than those where it is now a part of the course of study, 
clearly indicate an early and considerable increase in the 
whole number of teachers employed, and of course in the 
necessary expenditures resultant thereupon. 


High School. 

Our High School is now in better condition to do the work 
for which it is designed than at any previous time; yet we 
feel more than ever the necessity of a new building for the 
school, if it is hoped to have it make the full returns that it 
can and ought to do. The wing which has been added has 
supplied an excellent physical and chemical laboratory; a 
retiring room for the teachers, long and imperatively needed ; 
a fine room for drawing, which is utilized also for the teacher 
of Swedish gymnastics to the girls; and smaller recitation- 
rooms for other teachers. This also enables us to use as a 
sort of library and reading-room, in connection with the other 
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work of the school, the room behind the main hall, formerly 
a* very crowded recitation room; the room below is still 
used for certain purposes connected with the studies in natu- 
ral sciences. But the main hall is greatly crowded; every 
available inch of space has been used ; aisles have been closed 
by placing desks in pairs, and new desks have been set up, 
until there is no room for more. It would have been almost 
impossible to have done the required work of the present 
year without the addition completed and opened in Septem- 
ber last. But even as it stands today, it is to be regarded as a 
make-shift, rather than as the permanent home of the school 
for a single day longer than is absolutely necessary. The 
sanitary conveniences, although improved in several ways by 
what has been done to them during the year, are unworthy 
of the town ; it may be doubted whether they are not inferior 
in every way to those of every other school-house in town ; 
certainly they are far below what we think they ought to be. 

The boiler in the basement, as it stands, is probably as 
well arranged as it can be for the work required; but with 
the demands on its capacity for the building and its addition, 
for the Pierce School and the drill-shed, we were obliged 
early in the autumn to notify the Trustees of the Public Lib- 
rary that it did not have sufficient power to do all that was 
needed for the public schools and for the library also. This 
fact, in connection with the matter of ventilation, should also 
be in mind in considering our appropriations. The require- 
ments of the State Inspectors as to the supply of fresh air, 
involved about one-fourth of the entire cost of the recent 
addition. The consumption of coal to properly warm the 
fresh air thus introduced is very much larger than ever be- 
fore—greatly exceeding our estimates—and has made serious 
inroads into our annual appropriation. This is a phase of the 
matter of ventilation that has not thus far been realized and 
needs consideration. 

The board has appointed a special committee who are now 
considering various sites for a new building for this school. 
It is the intention of the board to present a further report on 
this subject to the town and to ask for an appropriation for 
the purchase of a site at an early day.

In the spring of 1888, the Ward Grammar school was trans- 
ferred to the new Wm. H. Lincoln building; and although 
the question of revising the course of studies for this school 
had been considered in a more or less general way, no scheme 
of work had been sufficiently mapped out to shape or modify 
to any considerable extent the plans of the Lincoln building. 

In September, 1888, when the scheme of manual studies 
which has since been very closely followed, and is shown ona 
subsequent page of this report, was inaugurated, it was soon 
found that to carry out fully the proposed scheme, space and 
facilities which the Lincoln building did not and could not be 
made to include, must be provided in some other way, which 
led to the erection of what is now known as the Lincoln An- 
nex. This annex is in all ways admirably serving its purpose, 
and it is now apparent that what at first might have been 
regarded as an oversight in the plan of the Lincoln building 
must now be considered as a matter of good fortune, as these 
manual-training shops could not have been included in it 
without seriously impairing its usefulness for the other pur- 
poses of the school. It may be assumed in the construction 
of new school buildings, that the mechanic-arts shops should 
never be included under the same roof with the other school 
rooms, unless in a section by themselves, and separated from 
the other rooms by brick walls, solid and thick enough to 
prevent the passage of all sounds and all vibrations from 
running machinery. 

In enlarging old buildings, as in the cases of those of the 
Heath and Lawrence schools, the Committee has been obliged 
to consider, not what was absolutely the best, but what was 
best under the circumstances. 

In the group of school buildings designed for the new 
site on Harvard street, the first of which, a six-room primary, 
is soon to be built, it is proposed to erect a separate manual- 
training building, to be connected with the other buildings 
by covered corridors, which shall ultimately contain all the 
drawing-rooms, cooking-rooms, mechanic-arts shops and all 
other rooms for hand-work in the sciences or in the arts, 
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which would not be desirable in the other buildings, besides 
the boilers for heating the whole group, and the power for 
ventilation, and the driving of all the needed machinery. 

During the past year the manual-training work in the 
Wm. H. Lincoln and Heath schools has successfully fol- 
lowed along the line of previous years. As was announced 
in our last report, a wood-turning and pattern-shop has been 
fitted with sixteen lathes and pattern benches, and it was 
hoped that in this report we should be able to announce that 
one or more of the higher classes in the school had satis- 
factorily completed both of these courses. We have found, 
however, in these higher courses that more time for acquir- 
ing reasonable proficiency was needed then was anticipated, 
and we are only now ready to take up pattern-making. The 
course has been carefully considered by Mr. Kimball, and we 
are looking forward to it with unusual interest, as it will 
prove a very critical test of the proficiency of the pupils in 
the preceding courses of carpentry and wood-turning, as 
well as of their ability to observe, to reason and to execute 
with skill and precision. Assuming reasonable success in 
pattern work, we shall soon need as the next step in the 
series of our mechanic-arts shops, a foundry, in which the 
pupils can be taught to reproduce their patterns in metal. 
This course will demand a still wider range of observation 
and care, and will test the thoughtfulness and practical 
judgment of the pupils in a high degree. 3 

After many and unexpected delays, the new manual- 
training rooms in the Lawrence school building will soon be 
ready for occupancy, and they are expected to furnish a 
large increase in our manual-training facilities. 

The usual exhibit of work in Lincoln Hall, in the several 
departments, which had proved so interesting a feature of 
the close of the preceding years, was not held last year, 
owing to the fact that we participated in the manual-train- 
ing exhibition which was held in Boston last. spring, by the 
Manual-Training Conference. As an exhibit of grammar- 
school work, we had no reason to feel dissatisfied with the 
result. 
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We feel sure that all the citizens of the town will be 
interested in the illustrations in the report which accom- 
panied our exhibit. 

In June we shall again give to all the friends and patrons 
of our schools an opportunity to judge of our advance dur- 
ing the year by an exhibition in which manual-training will 
be a prominent feature. 


The Penny Savings. 

The penny-savings account for the year, from Jan. Ist, 
1891, to Jan. Ist, 1892, will be found below. 

The whole amount collected is nearly $500 less than the 

previous year. This is partly accounted for in the changes in 
the Lawrence and Sewall schools, which have disturbed the 
regularity of the collections, and partly, no doubt, by the 
fact that the novelty has worn off. The Committee are, 
however, more than satisfied with the result, and wish to ex- 
press their warm appreciation of the zeal and care which the 
teachers have shown, and the willingness with which they 
have assumed the laborious detail required to insure perfect 
accuraty in the accounts. The accounts were audited in July, 
during the vacation, and it is to be noted that the small mis- 
takes that were found were all in the children’s favor. 
_ The Committee wish particularly to express their thanks to 
Mrs. G. D. Noyes and Mrs. W. E. Andrews, who have been 
most regular and assiduous in taking charge of the work in 
the Lincoln and Heath schools. 

It should not be forgotten that these small accounts neces- 
sarily give a great deal of trouble at the Savings Bank, and 
were it not for the assistance and great courtesy extended to 
the trustees by Mr. William E. Lincoln, the secretary and 
‘treasurer of the bank, the complications might have been 
serious. He has contrived a system of registry, for parents 
and trustees, which relieves every one concerned and puts 
the work on a practicable basis, and we owe him our most 
sincere thanks. 

There are now more than seven hundred children who have 
their bank books registered, and we believe that the influence 
of that fact, in itself, will do a great deal toward stimulating 
the habit of saving which is so essential to their future welfare.

The proximity of the police station to the public schools 
has long been a matter of regret to the Committee, and to 
the parents of many of our pupils; on different occasions 
petitions have been presented to the board, asking us to 
endeavor to have it removed. The reasons for this are too 
apparent to require any comment, and the Committee are 
pleased to know that the matter of its removal is to be brought 
before the town at the coming annual meeting. Should this 
plan be favorably entertained by our citizens—and the moral 
advantages appear to be fully sufficient to justify the change— 
the board could be provided with much more convenient quar- 
ters in the old Town Hall. There is now a lack of sufficient 
room for the business at the Superintendent’s office, for the 
care and storage of text-books and other property used in our 
schools, supplies of which must always be kept on hand, and 
there seems to be no practicable way by which more space 
can be given us in the Town Hall. 


Appropriations. 

A careful estimate has been made of the amounts required 
for the maintenance of the schools as now organized for the 
coming year, and the following appropriations will be 
necessary :—

The increase in the amount for salaries of teachers is due 
almost entirely to the larger number of teachers employed. 
Four new Kindergarten schools have been established, at an 
expenditure of about $800 each; the enlargement of the 
Lawrence School, and the construction of the new school- 
building on Sewall street, have made it necessary for us to 
secure additional teachers. The total number last year was 
66, andthere are 75 teachers now employed. The whole 
number of pupils enrolled in 1891 was 2,110 and the 
number now enrolled is 2,380. The extension of the 
system of manual training, to include the Lawrence and 
Heath schools, has also added to the expense. 

In reference to the extension of the Kindergarten system, 
the board has established new schools as opportunity 
offered, believing it to be for the best interests of the town, 
and they have been strengthened in this belief by the earnest 
requests of the parents, who have petitioned the board for 
the privilege of sending their children to these schools. It 
is our intention to continue this system of instruction 
throughout all the primary grades. 

The introduction of several new features in the general 
course of instruction has increased somewhat the item of 
sundry expenses. It is also evident, that with the large addi- 
tion to the number of pupils in the schools, the amount 
required for text-books will be larger than heretofore. 
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It will be noticed that we ask for an appropriation of $2,250 
to make good the deficit of the past year. Asa partial offset 
to this amount, we may state there remains an unexpended 
balance of about $300 of the appropriation for evening 
schools, and $500, being the entire appropriation for vacation 
schools, so that the actual deficit after making allowance for 
these sums will-amount to about $1,500. In explanation of 
this, we may say that a considerable portion of this 
amount was an inheritance from the preceding year; as bills 
had been contracted, but not paid, which were charged 
to our appropriation for the year 1891. The increase in the 
number of teachers already indicated, and sundry other 
expenses obliged us to exceed the amount of the appropria- 
tion. We therefore respectfully ask the town to make 
the necessary appropriation in order that we may begin the 
year with all bills paid and free of debt. 

The report of the Superintendent will show the nature 
and scope of the work, and the new features that have been 
introduced into our school system.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee of Brookline :— 


In this, my second annual report, I shall take the liberty of 
stating somewhat more in detail than was possible last year, 
what means have been employed to improve the schools and 
what results have been accomplished. I desire at the outset 
to recognize the cordial and willing spirit with which the 
teachers have received all suggestions and the diligence 
and earnestness they have shown in the various lines of work. 
Nothing could promise better for the future welfare of the 
schools than this fact. A school system that is pervaded by 
intelligent unity of purpose cannot fail of success. 

At a time when systems of education are being modi- 
fied everywhere to meet the demands of a progressive age, 
it will not be thought out of place to indicate some of the 
tendencies that are giving a new form and motive to school 
work. Most of the problems of modern life may be summed 
up in the question, How can men and women be made healthier, 
happier and better? Any discoveries made in the general 
search for light upon these problems should be promptly 
noted by educators. All things considered, the schools should ‘ 
be, and doubtless are, more potent in determining the social 
and moral status of the people than all other forces combined. 
But above all things they must be progressive. Their true 
function is to lead, not to follow. They must train children 
for the life of today, not for that of one hundred years ago. 
Those were times of mental starvation, at least among the 
masses. Books were scarce; ideas were still more scarce. 
Steam, electricity and the modern printing press had not 
abolished time and space and made all human beings neigh- 
bors, not to say friends. A business transaction that 
then consumed weeks or months is now settled in as 
many minutes. Men think and move more quickly. 
Knowledge has so increased and labor has been so divided

and specialized that a vast number of avenues of use- 
fulness are open to our youth that were formerly un- 
known. These radical changes in social conditions and 
methods of doing business call for great liberality and alert- 
ness in making the schools answer the various demands now put 
upon them. It matters not that many communities are con- 
tent to trail along, weighted down witb methods and standards 
that belong to the last century. Every city and town that 
is alive will demand that its schools meet the needs of today 
and will assume an attitude of expectancy concerning those 
of tomorrow. 

In the first place, so much has been learned concerning 
health as a prerequisite to the highest moral and intellectual 
development, that any plan for training the young is defective 
that does not make health-conditions of first account. 
It is said that the cynic philosopher, Diogenes, used to 
train himself to endure the severities of the weather 
by rolling himself in hot sand in summer, and in winter 
by embracing statues covered with snow. But. when 
we remember that Diogenes lived an _ out-door life, 
using a tub for shelter, and when we recall the fact that 
the only request he had to make of Alexander the Great 
was, that he would not stand between him and the sun, we 
can see that his standards of hygiene were superior to those 
in practice in many schools today. The time is soon com- 
ing when that school will be recognized as the best where 
the conditions are most favorable fora maximum of pure air 
and sunlight, and where the teacher is constantly watchful 
for the health and comfort of her pupils. 

Another promising tendency is the place given to the 
study of little children, their powers and capacities. In years 
past, some of our Normal schools have carried on the work 
of educating teachers without having a single child present 
as an object of study, or as affording an opportunity of 
applying or testing what has been taught about the principles 
of teaching. While the most complete provision was made 
for theoretical instruction, the fact was overlooked that the 
living child is the object of all educational endeavor and 
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that to leave him out of account is like the play of Hamlet 
with Hamlet omitted ; there was no observation of children, 
no companionship with them, no acquisition of skill in reach- 
ing and influencing them. That the public schools have 
suffered measurably because of this state of things cannot 
be denied. Graduates of Normal schools in taking up the 
practice of their profession have had to begin at the lowest 
round of the ladder in learning to adapt themselves to the 
children given to their charge. 

Slowly but surely a change is coming to pass. The 
addition to our Normal schools of departments for observa- 
tion and practice means that, in future, candidates for posi- 
tions in our schools are to have really acquired professional 
training. What do you know about children? Can you 
reach and inspire them? ‘These are the questions which the 
young teachers seeking occupation will be called upon to 
answer. | 

This movement in favor of the child strikes a death blow 
at all creeds and theories of education that have any other 
aim than the sympathetic nurture and up-building of every in- 
dividual pupil. It lifts the teachers at once from the plane of 
the pedagogue to that of the professional expert. It 
breaks down old and false standards and sets up new and 
just ones. The moral and physical powers are recognized 
as equal in importance to the intellectual. This one idea 
of giving the child his due, and of bringing to him the best 
that the mind and heart of the teacher can bestow, is des- 
tined to be the most potent of all factors in school reform. 
Closely allied to the fact above stated is the discovery that 
the best materials of thought have, in too many instances, 
been withheld from pupils until it was too late for them to 
reap any substantial benefit. When children in our much- 
lauded public schools are permitted to spend five or six 
years and then to pass out to their life-work without becom- 
ing acquainted with the beauties and wonders of nature, or 
without the least interest in the history and literature 
of their own country, to say nothing of other coun- 
tries, it is obvious that they have been cheated. No 
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matter how thoroughly they have been drilled in the 
usual routine, if their young lives have not been en- 
riched by contact with the great thought-producing 
studies, a fault has certainly been committed. A move- 
ment has begun that will correct this evil. Like all 
other reforms it goes too slowly; but the time is coming 
when, from the Kindergarten through the High School, 
there will be no break in those inspiring studies of nature, 
and of man,—what he has accomplished on the earth, and 
what he has thought and written. Then will the pupils in 
our grammar schools get the elements, at least, of a liberal 
education. Best of all they will get an impulse that will 
carry them forward ina career of self-culture. 

Still another gratifying tendency is the attempt to apply 
in school management the theory of self-government, to do 
away as much as possible with the necessity for authority 
and repression. An appeal is made to the highest motives, 
such as honor, manly pride and courtesy, until these are 
incorporate in the school. This idea that a school should 
train the young for their social duties in a free republic is 
not new. Hosts of teachers are applying this principle and 
are working toward high ideals of character. Schools thus 
conducted constitute the only safeguard of a nation where 
there is the largest degree of individual freedom consistent 
with the common good. 

I will now speak particularly of the work in our own 
schools. 


Health and Physical Training. 

In most of the school-buildings of Brookline it is possible 
for the teachers, with the aid of the janitors, to maintain a 
tolerable condition of the atmosphere, although, in some 
cases, the appliances for ventilation are far below the stand- 
ards now required. Ina few cases I have found the teachers 
apparently oblivious of the fact that both physical and intel- 
lectual life are dependent upon oxygen. I have in rare 
instances entered school-rooms when the air was nauseating 
and when one could not remain without positive suffering. 
Several rooms are so appointed that nothing will prevent 
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this condition of things but constant watchfulness on the 
part of the teachers. As a rule no fault can be found with 
the care taken by the teachers. The janitors need to be 
more energetic in graduating the supply of heat to the vary- 
ing temperature. They should also visit the rooms oftener, 
to learn their condition. Too much heat is really worse fora 
school-room than too little. The best ventilated rooms are 
those in the additions made the past year to the Heath and 
High schools. The system recently introduced into the 
Lawrence School promises to meet all the requirements of 
thorough heating and ventilating. Another element con- 
ducive to healthy growth in children, is the systematic 
training of the body. The effort made last year to intro- 
duce the Swedish or Ling system of gymnastics has been 
continued this year. Miss Bessie F. Gordon, a graduate of 
the Hemenway Gymnasium, has been employed two days 
per week as special instructor. She has met the teachers 
of the primary and grammar schools once per week, and has 
visited the several rooms as often as time would permit, to 
inspect the work. She has also given instruction in the 
High School, as the report of the Master fully explains. In 
all schools a growing interest and intelligence have been 
shown, and I believe the drill given from day to day is pro- 
ducing excellent results, both of a physical and moral nature. 


The Kindergarten. 


If it is fitting that a modern school system should con- 
sider the physical and moral well-being of the child, it is also 
important that the curriculum, in Its early stages, should be 
adapted to the wants of childhood, that it should be broad, 
free and elastic, giving a large place to bodily and sense 
activity. Such a system is found in the Kindergarten. It 
is the broadest and wisest conception of infant training 
ever invented, and is determined to become a pane corner- 
stone in the education of the future. 

In January of last year, a very successful kindergarten 
was opened on Auburn street with two teachers. The hope 
that it could be transferred to the Cabot School in Septem- 
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ber was not realized. Its temporary accommodations in a 
store on Beacon street, and at present in the lower Town 
Hall, has been satisfactory only because it has kept the enter- 
prise intact until something better could be done. In Sep- 
tember a fine kindergarten was organized in the Union Build- 
ing, the use of the room having been tendered by the mana- 
gers. ‘Two teachers have been employed here. A small 
but excellent kindergarten was opened at the same time in 
the Longwood School. It is proposed that as soon as the 
Sewall School shall be completed a kindergarten be opened 
there, and also one in the Pierce Primary School. Both the 
new Sewall School and the projected building on Harvard 
street are to have unusual facilities for this feature. Large 
connecting rooms are provided for the kindergarten and lowest 
primary classes. The establishment of these kindergartens — 
and the reception of all children at the age of four years or 
younger, is in keeping with the broad and progressive policy 
which the Committee has pursued in other departments. 
Changes have been made in the course of study, with your 
approval, that promise to improve greatly the quality of 
instruction. 

In arithmetic, Fractions, Percentage and Measurements are 
taken up in the primary grades, while Interest is disposed of 
early in the course. These subjects, with the ground rules, 
constitute all that is really essential and practical. By 
constant oral practice with small numbers applied concretely, 
the principles soon become very clear to the pupil, and he 
acquires sufficient skill to deal promptly with such practical 
questions as one meets with in every-day life. After the 
experience of the past year, I am led to believe that the 
work can be still further reduced and that the subject of 
arithmetic can be completed two years earlier than it now is. 

History and standard literature are now pursued from the 
very beginning of the school life. In the study of history 
there are three natural stages: (1) Three years devoted 
to stories, with a study of some of the primitive races, and 
with glimpses of ancient history. (2) The reading. of 
stories and sketches of American history by the pupils, sup- 
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plemented by instruction. During the period which these 
years cover pupils are expected to acquire a knowledge of 
the essential facts and a considerable degree of interest in the 
subject. (3) During the remainder of the course the 
pupils are to consider and discuss the more important topics 
of our history and are to give considerable attention to civil 
government. | 

Standard literature has been given a more respectable posi- 
tion on the program than has usually been the case. It has 
been found that our children in the primary classes love and 
appreciate the simpler poems of our American authors. They 
are glad to learn something of the boyhood and early strug- 
gles of those who have written for children. Under a sympa- 
thetic and skillful teacher the literature hour becomes one of 
_ the pleasantest portions of the day. When at length pupils 
have learned to read, the study of standard authors becomes 
a regular exercise with every class. To thus make history 
and literature active means of culture throughout the entire 
course is a long step toward doing justice to the masses. 

It has doubtless been true of nine-tenths of American 
grammar schools that their pupils have passed out into life 
with no special taste for, or knowledge of, good literature or his- 
tory. They have been thoroughly drilled in ‘* the three R’s” 
and have received some seasoning of good ideas from outside 
the text book, such as a conscientious teacher can impart, 
but they carry into life no inspiration received from the great 
literature and no impulse toward a life-long study of noble 
and interesting themes. 

In these studies there is a direct appeal to the better side 
of the child’s nature at an age when he is exceedingly respon- 
sive. The noble and self-sacrificing deeds of our fathers kin- 
dle his enthusiasm. He wishes to become strong and brave 
himself and to emulate the achievements of which he reads. 
Again, while reading and committing to memory the works 
of great writers, he is led into an atmosphere of pure and 
refined feeling. His mind is fed and nourished, his moral 
nature is quickened and enriched ; his vocabulary is enlarged ; 
his language-power is developed. The elements of a liberal 
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education, are given him, so that whatever his vocation, how- 
ever humble his place in life, he can enjoy that most consol- 
ing and satisfying of all pleasures, the companionship of good 
books. 


Elementary Science. 


About one year ago a beginning was made in introducing 
elementary-science studies into the primary and grammar 
schools. The full plan for this department, which has been 
in operation for one-half year, provides a continuous line of 
study through all the grades covering botany, mineralogy, 
zoology, chemistry, physics and physiology. The teaching 
is almost entirely objective. For the successful initiation of 
the work, special acknowledgements are due to Miss Hunt, 
Miss Brigden, and Miss Willey, and to Messrs. Sanford and 
Packard. These instructors have laid out the work, pre- 
pared the specimens and apparatus and, at the teachers’ 
meetings now held bi-monthly, sufficient work for two weeks 
in each subject has been thoroughly explained. From two 
to three exercises per week are given. After the experi- 
ments are witnessed and discussed, the pupils write a full 
description, making drawings of what they have observed. 
Here, as in connection with history and literature, there is 
an admirable opportunity for language culture, which is well 
improved. Best of all, the pupils are brought in close con- 
tact with the facts of nature, andthe wonderful natural laws 
under which we live, at an age when their perceptive powers 
are most active, and their capacity for absorbing such knowl- 
edge is greatest. 


: New Courses. 

New outlines of geography have recently been placed in 
the hands of the teachers. It is intended that by this course 
pupils shall get a broad view of the physical, social and 
political aspects of the subject. They are not to learn the 
answers to the detailed map questions, and are to treat the 
descriptive text as matter to be read. Sand modeling and 
relief maps are to be freely used. Newspapers, geographical 
readers, and other descriptive works are to furnish collateral 
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reading. Imaginary journeys are to be made over the world, 
and, as far as possible, clear mental pictures are to be gained 
of the portion that is studied. 

The principal and teachers of the High School have pre- 
pared a suggestive outline of reading and study of standand 
authors, to begin in the primary school and continue through 
the first year of the High School course. In this course an 
attempt is made to adapt selections from standard literature, 
to pupils of different grades. It is also hoped to economize 
effort by having some work well done in every year of the 
school life. 

It is intended as soon as possible to arrange a series of 
health lessons that shall include those facts and principles 
that are essential to a healthy and well ordered life. 


Drawing. 


Full statements of the plan and scope of the work in 
drawing have been made in previous years and it is therefore 
unnecessary at the present time to go into details. 

In the absence of the instructor in Drawing, on account of 
illness, the work has been faithfully continued by the regu- 
lar teachers, with such aid as the other duties of the as- 
sistant instructor have enabled her to give. 

The teaching in the High School has been acceptably 
performed by Miss M. L. Patrick. Good progress has been 
made toward connecting drawing with all other subjects. 
The exhibit of drawing made last June was emphatic testi- 
mony to the zealous and successful efforts of Miss Hurlbut. 
It is the hope of all her associates that she may be able to 
resume her duties the coming autumn. 


Manual Training. 


At the Manual-Training Conference held in Boston last 
June, a creditable exhibit was made of the several lines of 
manual training pursued in our schools. An illustrated 
pamphlet, containing courses of study and cuts showing the 
pupils at work, was freely distributed. There have been 
many calls for the pamphlet from various sections of the 
country during the year. Less progress has been made

in extending and developing the work than could have been 
desired ; but it is expected that in a few weeks the Lawrence 
School will be fully equipped for ee cooking and wood- 
working. 

Some advancement has been made in adapting kinder- 
garten occupations to the use of primary classes. Sewing 
_has been introduced in the third year. | 
The most important recommendation to be made at this 
time, is that a teacher of Sloyd be employed for such a por- 
tion of the time as may be necessary to instruct our 
teachers of the third and fourth year, so that exercises in 
light wood-working may be eventually introduced into all 
the classes. If this step is taken there will be progressive 
courses of manual exercises for both boys and girls from the 
beginning of the Kindergarten to the High School. Nothing 
remains to be done as far as the grammar schools are con- 
cerned, but to provide a shop and kitchen for the Pierce 
School and a shop for the Heath School. 7 

The William H. Lincoln School, as now organized, is 
unique as illustrating the disciplinary value of sewing, cook- 
ing and shopwork when taught in a thoroughly educa- 
tional way and in vital connection with literature, history, 
science, art music, geography and arithmetic. The accom- 
plished and enthusiastic corps of teachers in this school 
may take pride in the universal expressions of praise that 
come from the many visitors from abroad who are 
attracted there. It is understood that the purchase of the 
lot adjacent to the Wm. H. Lincoln School, was made 
in the hope that there might grow up in the future a 
Manual Training High School. The suggestion has been 
wisely made that, in case a class of from ten to twenty 
boys should desire to graduate from the grammar 
schools into such a department, a beginning be made 
next autumn. I am fully in sympathy with the plan, 
provided it can be seen that suitable rooms and appli- 
ances can be provided for such a class. The rooms in 
the annex were evidently not intended for class-rooms. The 
one occupied at the present time, in respect to ventilation, 
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freedom from noise, etc., is quite unsuitable. To success- 
fully carry out the plan of an advanced course would seem to 
require a small building in which rooms could be especially 
adapted for the purpose desired. Such a building could be 
so constructed that it could be enlarged as future conditions 
might require. 


Unity of Studies. 


With the introduction of so many new studies it may 
naturally be asked, Is there no attendant loss in respect to 
the more conventional lines of training? ‘There certainly 
would be such loss were not great intelligence shown in co- 
ordinating the work, and in making every subject contribute 
its due share to the highest of all educational ends, viz., 
thought and expression. Every child is expected to learn 
to read, write, spell, compute, and use fairly correct English. 
No parent would be satisfied were his child found to be badly 
deficient in these accomplishments. But the new educa- 
tion is not satisfied that a child shall have the bare posses- 
sion of these narrow gifts. He must have working- 
power in using them. He must not only know how to read, 
but he must gain a love for good books in every depart- 
ment of literature. Not only must he write grammatical 
sentences ; he must have broad practice in stating his ideas 
upon every theme that presents itself. 

Great freedom has been given to teachers. No examinations 
have been imposed. It is obvious that none but studious 
and progressive teachers can work successfully under such 
conditions. The fact that our teachers have readily and 
cheerfully adapted themselves to the new lines of instruc- 
tion is greatly to their credit. 


Music. 

The schools are fortunate in being able to retain the ser- 
vices of Mr. S. W. Cole for the instruction in music of the 
higher classes. The elementary teaching has been efficiently 
given by the regular teachers, aided and directed by the 
assistant in music, Miss Ellen F. Storey.

The Schools and the Library. 

About a year ago several requests were submitted by the 
School Committee to the Trustees of the Public Library. 
One was that each teacher be permitted to draw ten books at 
a time, for use in her class. This was granted. Another 
proposition was made, that books well illustrated and useful 
in supplementing instruction in Geography, Science and His- 
tory, be supplied in duplicate, so that several copies of the 
same work would be available. The Trustees signified their 
readiness to meet this request, and a list of books is now 
being prepared for this purpose. A third request, that 
teachers be granted free access to the shelves of the library, 
has not yet been conceded. It is understood, however, that 
upon the completion of the addition to the library it is in- 
tended to offer better facilities to teachers as well as others. 
Thus the Public Library is destined to be the right arm of 
the school system. The generations to come will be intel- 
ligent users of books, and will be enrolled as members of 
what has so well been named the People’s College. 

The appropriation of five hundred dollars, made last year 
for reference books, has made it possible to place in each 
grammar school a selected library of works on United States 
history, and to equip the High School with a number of 
books greatly needed. In case a similar appropriation is 
made this year, it is proposed to provide a variety of books 
to supplement the teaching of Geography and Science. 


The High School. 

The action of the Committee in deciding to enlarge the 
High-school building has been fully justified in the increased 
facilities for good work which this step has insured. The 
new rooms are light, cheerful and well ventilated. Other 
improvements were made in the building, so that for the 
immediate present the school can do its work comfortably. 
If the school grows moderately for two or three years, the 
need of a new and larger building will be most urgent. 
Concerning the condition and prospects of the school, I will 
say but little, as the principal’s report covers the essential 
points. I must, however, congratulate the Committee and 
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the town upon the auspicious manner in which the school has 
taken up its work under the new principal. Teachers and 
pupils are alike enthusiastic. In respect to scholarly effort 
and moral tone there is evidence of a distinct upward move- 
ment. 


The World’s Fair. 

The very efficient commission, whose duty it is to see that 
the Commonwealth is properly represented at the coming 
World’s Fair, is fully alive to the place that should be 
assigned to public education in such an exhibition. A com- 
mittee has been appointed by the Commission to codperate 
with them in collecting and arranging the exhibit. Towns 
and cities cannot expect to have independent exhibits, 
but the results of intelligent experiments in the various lines 
of progressive education, may hope to receive prompt 
recognition. It is believed that Brookline will be able to 
make a respectable showing, not only in manual training, but 
in several other special lines. To accomplish all that is de- 
sirable a small appropriation may be necessary. It will 
assuredly be a matter of state as well as local pride, to have 
Massachusetts maintain her hisoric reputation for sound and 
liberal education. 


Truancy. 

The report of the Truant Officer, Mr. F. H. Robinson, 
shows that substantial progress has been made in reducing 
truancy. Parents have been advised of the law requiring the 
attendance at school of children between the ages of eight 
and fifteen years, and their co-operation has generally been 
secured. The following figures indicate a portion of the 
work accomplished during the past year :—

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The Evening School, 


The evening school began Oct. 19, with Mr. Webber as 
principal. From a total of 123 enrolled, there has been an 
average attendance of 284. Instruction has been given in 
book-keeping and mechanical drawing, two evenings each 
week, and in penmanship, reading, spelling, arithmetic and 
language each evening of the week. Certain of the pupils 
have been regular and constant in attendance, as well as 
faithful and attentive to work, while all have shown an 
earnest desire to learn. The mechanical drawing class, in 
charge of Mr. Alex. Miller, and the writing class, taught by 
Mr. P. P. Kelly, have both done good work. Many of the 
pupils have been consulted in regard to reading at home, 
and, at the suggestion of the teachers, some books have 
been taken from the Public Library and read profitably. 
The attendance of so many upon the Evening School shows 
that the privileges offered are well appreciated. | 


This report has already exceeded its proper limits, and I 
shall therefore close with a few general suggestions. The 
town is growing rapidly, many of its citizens are not yet pro- 
vided with school accommodations. In addition to the pro- 
posed building on Harvard street, two primary schools are 
needed on or near Beacon street. To secure at once desir- 
able lots for houses to be erected during the five years to 
come would be an economical measure. 

A committee has been appointed to consider the question 
of introducing Latin one year earlier in the grammar-school 
course. It would seem desirable to have the same com- 
mittee inquire as to the propriety of introducing at least 
one modern language as early as the sixth or seventh year. 

In my report of last year the suggestion was made that 
there ought to be considerable flexibility in respect of grading 
and promotions. Is it not time to go a step farther and 
instruct teachers to take careful note of the abilities and 
progress of each individual pupil, and to recommend his 
promotion at any time when it can be accomplished to his 
advantage? Children differ widely in respect to mental 
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strength and physical endurance. Some can pass through 
the grades more rapidly than others. The patrons of our 
public schools may justly demand that there be nothing in 
the system toretard the healthy progress of any child. 

I desire, in closing, to thank the ladies and gentlemen of 
the Committee for their confidence expressed in Tay, acts of 
kindness and courtesy.

REPORT OF THE MASTER OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 





Mr. S. T. DuTTOoN, 
Superintendent of Schools: 


My connection with the High School has been too brief for me to do 
more, at this time, than record certain general impressions and make a 
few specific suggestions. Coming in September, a large portion of my 
time has necessarily been devoted to mastering the new conditions. 
Transition periods are trying ones, so I have felt that I could best pro- 
mote the interests of the school, not by making radical changes, but by 
continuing the work along the lines already laid down, leaving for the 
future such changes as a more careful study of the needs of the school 
and the community may suggest. The teachers have given me their 
cordial support and co-operation. Equally gratifying has been the atti- 
tude of the pupils. The spirit of the school is excellent. 


DISCIPLINE. 


I am convinced that any system of discipline which does not strengthen 
the self-directive faculties is unsatisfactory. Self-control is the ultimate 
object of all training, physical and intellectual as well as moral. This is 
to be attained not by a policy of repression, but by granting a large de- 
gree of liberty. Artificial standards, unnatural restrictions, are unwise 
because they do not prepare for what comes after school. They un- 
necessarily irritate the pupil and in the end do him no good. Sternness 
and severity are not so much needed as firmness tempered by kindness, 
and a prompt recognition of every honest effort to correct a fault. 

A healthy public sentiment, quick°to rebuke the wrong-doer, is far more 
efficacious in securing a good school than any amount of legislation from 
the teacher’s desk. The steady growth of such a sentiment is one of the 
encouraging signs in the High School. 

Loyalty to the school and its interests is, to the majority of our boys 
and girls, a sufficient reason for refraining from any course of action 
which will weaken its influence or injure its good name. Under such 
conditions there is no excuse for poor work. 


NEw TEACHERS. 


In the absence of Miss Hurlbut, Miss Patrick has assumed charge of 
the drawing in the High School, performing the work very satisfactorily. 
During the first half year, Miss Hunt taught zodlogy in the High 
School. The interest she awakened in the subject is proof of the high 
character of her work.

A great fault of the school that the present administration has as yet 
done little to correct, is the irregularity of attendance and the frequent 
requests for early dismissal. If we couple with this the interruptions from 
outside interests which divide the attention of so many of our pupils, 
we have named the most serious hindrance to their advancement. The 
importance of punctuality, regularity, singleness of purpose, and concen- 
tration during school life, cannot be too strongly insisted upon. In not 
a few instances, the indifferent progress at school is directly and wholly 
attributable to a lack of systematic study at home. The school sesson 
is too short for the adequate preparation of lessons, and economy of 
time and effort renders it imperative that periods of home study should 
be entirely free from interruption; as regular, indeed, and as unbroken 
as though they occurred at school under the eye of the teacher. This 
involves no unreasonable reduction of hours of recreation, but a substi- 
tution of methodical for desultory habits of work—a prerequisite for 
success in any field of effort. 

The statement of the difficulty suggests the remedy. The responsi- 
bility rests with the parents, not with the teachers, for a condition of 
things which does much to defeat the most earnest efforts of the teachers. 


PHYSICAL TRAINING. 


The Ling system of Swedish gymnastics was substituted for the 
military drill for the young ladies, at the beginning of October. Under 
the direction of Miss Gordon, of the Boston Normal School, it is produc- 
ing excellent results. 

The boys have continued the drill, with increasing interest and enthusi- 
asm. Great credit is due Major Hurd, Captain Joseph Driscoll, Captain 
Sears and the subordinate officers, for the judicious way in which they 
have exercised their authority. 

The advantages of military drill for pupils of this grade are manifold. 
It teaches them respect for authority, prompt obedience, precision of 
movement, besides improving their carriage; but as a means of complete 
development, its limitations are soon reached. To make good the deficiency, 
the board has recently made a'sufficient appropriation to furnish the 
drill-shed with light apparatus and to secure the services of a competent 
director of gymnastics, who will endeavor to adapt his instruction to 
the individual needs of the boys. 
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IMPROVED EQUIPMENT. 


The year has been marked by an addition to the High-school building, 
which greatly increases the possibilities for good work. 

With the two new recitation-rooms, a physical laboratory fully 
equipped, and the large, well-lighted drawing room, available for 
rehearsals, calisthenics, or an evening lecture, as well as for drawing, 
the gain to the school can scarely be over-estimated. 

The department of physics, long handicapped by lack of suitable accom- 
modations, has at once assumed its proper place in the school. Itis 
believed that few schools, public or private, are better equipped in this 
respect than the Brookline. High School. 

The room back of the Master’s desk is to be used henceforth as a 
reference-library and reading-room. Several periodicals have been sub- 
scribed for by the town; others are contributed by the teachers. The 
complete list at present is as follows: The New York Tribune, Boston | 
Transcript, Public Opinion, The Forum, The Scientific American, The 
Independent, The Youth’s Companion, besides duplicate copies of French 
and German periodicals. 

I hope that in time, by the addition of pictures, and other works of 
art, and books of reference, this may be made the most attractive room 
in the building. Anything that will help to create an atmosphere of 
culture and increase the suggestiveness of class-room recitations, ought 
surely to be encouraged. 


SCHOOL ORGANIZATIONS. 


One measure of a school’s usefulness is the influence it exerts upon the 
reading, the thought, and the out-door activities of the boys and girls. 
The passion for organization, so characteristic of American youth, has 
found expression in,our school in the formation of the Debating Club, the 
Athletic Association, the Agassiz Association, and the School Orchestra. 
Such organizations, when properly directed, are not a detriment, but an 
advantage to aschool. The Debating Club has certainly done much to 
familiarize the boys and girls with parliamentary usage, and give them 
practice in public speaking. As an illustration of the excellent work they 
are doing, I would recall the very parctical lesson in self-government 
afforded by the town meeting which the club held in the lower ‘Town Hall 
last December. It is but fair to say that a very large measure of the 
success attending the club this year has been due to the efforts of its presi- 
dent, William G. Nash. Several of the grammar schools have been 
prompted by the High School’s example to organize similar clubs. 

The Agassiz Association, which has for its object the study of the 
natural history of Brookline and vicinity, and the Orchestra, which brings 
together for practice and pleasure the instrumental musicians of the 
school, give promise of proving their usefulness in their respective fields. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


The present course of study in the High School is a comprehensive one, 
well calculated to give a good preparation to any higher institution in the 
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land, but whether it best meets the needs of the majority of our pupils, 
may well be questioned. We should remember that but a small per- 
centage of those who enter remain to graduate. 

To the boy who drops out at the end of the first year, fecntional 
geometry, history, physics, civil government, or an elementary course in 
economics, would be of far more value than the algebra and the foreign 
language, to which he is required by the present arrangement to devote 
fully one-half of his time during his brief course in the High School. 

The succession and correlation of studies, the number and character of 
electives, and the time devoted to each, are all subjects which deserve 
more careful consideration than they have yet received. The principal 
function of the High School is not to prepare for college, although it 
should do such work, and do it well. Its chief object is not to prepare 
for business; it should aim rather to prepare for life. 

Taking the pupil when he leaves the grammar school, its ambition 
should be to advance him, by the same means as have hitherto been em- 
ployed, as far on the road of liberal culture as it can. To the pupil, the 
high-school course should represent a continuation of previous lines of 
work rather than a departure from them. The ideal system furnishes a 
harmonious and progressive course from the kindergarten through the 
High School, without any abrupt changes in methods or subjects. 

Where this system is realized the home High School can do more for a 
child than any foreign school, public or private, for the simple reason 
that it better understands the child’s previous training, and can continue 
it without loss. 

This necessity of closely correlating the High School with the lower 
schools, at all times urgent, if the best results are to be attained, is em- 
phasized in Brookline by the introduction of the natural sciences, litera- 
ture, and Latin into the lower grades.

Each year of our connection with Brookline public schools has shown 
some real advance in the study of music. The present year is no excep- 
tion. Considered as a whole, there is better singing, more musical 
intelligence and better quality of tone throughout the schools than at 
any time since the music came under our supervision. It is no small 
thing to be able to assert that if all the classes of any given grade were 
brought together they would be able to sing the same music. Some 
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classes are a little farther advanced than others, but this does not alter 
our assertion, there being more points of unity than diversity. The 
reason for this difference in classes is to be found, not in the scholars 
that compose the classes, but in the conditions which surround certain 
schools, conditions which affect some classes favorably on the one hand 
and unfavorably on the other. In all the districts except the Lincoln the 
favorable condition is seen. In these it is possible to trace a given class 
from its entrance to its graduation as a class. In the Lincoln district 
this is the case up to the time of the promotion of the classes to the 
Lincoln building, or from the lowest primary to the second year in the 
grammar school. At this point all former class organization is lost and 
new class relations are formed. This is a definite hindrance to the 
work in music. That we are not in error in this is proved by the fact 
that up to the time of the promotion to the Lincoln building all such 
classes compare favorably with and frequently excel the classes of the 
same grade in the other districts. The High-School music deserves 
special mention, there being a deep interest in the music lésson, shared 
by the entire school. The singing at the graduating exercises in the 
Town Hall, last June, received many commendations. This school is 
in readiness now to study and successfully give the choruses of an 
oratorio whenever it is thought best to undertake such a work. Since 
September, 1891, we have been most ably assisted in our work by Miss 
Ella F. Story, who has taught the music in the lower grades. 

Although so much real growth has been seen in these and other schools 
under our supervision, yet we fail to see the study of music recognized 
as a means of menta: discipline and development. The best things in 
public-school music will not be seen until such recognition is gained. 
The greatest mental feat of which we have any knowledge is the read- 
ing of orchestral scores. If this be true, is it possible that any of the 
steps which lead up to this mighty attainment are not important in the 
training of the young mind? If it be education in the best sense (and 
we believe it is) to drive nails, make mortises, to cook, to sew, is it not 
also education to acquire the power to follow the printed notes of a 
song and give the correct pitch of the tones thus represented? 

We grant that music instruction as given in the past, and in many 
places at present, had little to commend it as an educational factor, but 
as conducted in all places where we have had the power to bring about 
needed reforms we claim for it a place second to no other study. We 
court investigation into our methods and into the results thus obtained. 

With the utmost faith in the refining, elevating power of music and in 
blessings which we shall bring to every child whose musical faculties we 
can arouse, we close our report for the past year and press on into the 
coming year with unabated courage.

REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD. 





The Brookline Water Board herewith submits its annual 
report, being for the fiscal year ending January 31, 1892, 
and the Reigehth annual report. 

As in former years, the report of the Superintendent of 
the Water Works, and the two Engineers at the pumping- 
stations, with pumping statistics, accompanies this report. 

At the annual town meeting held in March, 1891, Francis 
Hunnewell was re-elected a member of the board for three 
years. The board organized by the choice of William K. 
Melcher, Chairman, and Francis Hunnewell, Registrar and 
Clerk. The principal employés on the works remain the 
same as the previous year. 


Construction at Cow Bay. 


The original plan of extending the 24-inch pipe at Cow 
Bay, on the west side of Ghariéa River, has been completed 
the past season. The early winter of 1890-91 obliged a sus- 
pension of this work, very soon after reaching the west- 
ern bank of the river, when but about 30 feet only of pipe 
had been laid. From this point the work was resumed early 
in the spring of 1891, and pushed forward with vigor, making 
connections with the tubular wells, which had been driven 
at intervals of about 25 feet, until 546 feet of pipe had been 
laid, which is about at the pointupon the Chamberlain pur- 
chase, anticipated in the original design. The extreme end 
of the 24-inch pipe is ehigsant and gates are set some dis- 
tance from the end, so that by closing the gates a further 
extension can be made at any future Lan atin affecting 
the wells already in use. ) 

The entire length of these extensions, from the pump-well 
at the engine house to the end of pipe laid, is 2,054 feet, 
and the total number of wells driven and connected with the 
main is 43. 
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The supervision of this work of construction at Cow Bay 
was given to ajoint committee, consisting of the Selectmen 
and the Water Board, in 1890, but the work being nearly 
completed at the annual meeting of the town in March, 1891, 
this committee was discharged, and the work completed by 
the Water Board, within the appropriation made for the 
purpose. 

It will be noticed also, by the Superintendent’s report, 
that the last relic of the old wooden conduit which connected 
the east and west section of the filtering galleries, a dis- 
tance of 389 feet, has been removed, and a 12 and 16-inch 
iron pipe substituted, making the whole length as substan- 
tial and free from the leakage of surface-water as it is pos- 
sible to construct it. 

At the town meeting held October 27th, 1891, upon 
the recommendation of this board, the Selectmen and 
Water Board were made a joint special committee to con- 
sider the necessities for the purchase of a high-duty pump- 
ing engine, the laying of a second force-main, and other 
extensions of the water works, which the rapid growth of 
the town and the proportionately increased water consump- 
tion already demands. The report of this committee 
has been printed and circulated, therefore requiring no 
further notice here, except to state that the subject-matter 
of the report is of vital importance to the town, and that 
the work contemplated cannot be much longer delayed, 
without serious consequences. 


Street Mains — Extensions. 

The Superintendent’s report, hereto annexed, will show in 
detail the street-work done the past season. Although the 
number of service pipes laid is less than in the previous year, 
yet the amount of street-mains laid, including those relaid, 
is very much in excess, reaching 16,821 feet, making the 
total length of street-mains laid to date a little over 50 
miles. Applications for a large portion of this work were 
received after the annual appropriations had been made, and 
it would not have been possible to make the extension but 
for the policy first adopted three years ago—of ordering a 
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stock of pipe in the fall ready for the following spring 
work. There has been no risk in carrying a stock of pipe at 
the price iron has ruled the past three years. The contract 
made for pipe last December was at the lowest figures cast- 
iron has ever reached in this market.

The more our citizens investigate and learn of the work- 
ings of a meter system, the more they are impressed with 
its equity and efficacy in checking the enormous waste inci- 
dent to all other modes of assessing water-rates. 

The criticism now oftener heard upon our meter system 
is, that it should be made general in town. It is manifestly 
unjust and inequitable for one class of water-takers to be 
taxed by measure for every gallon of water they use, while 
his neighbor is allowed to use his hose and other fixtures 
ad libitum, indulging, unless detected, in all kinds of 
wanton wastes without consideration, and thereby making 
the careful and prudent to bear the burdens of the careless 
and wasteful. The objection is made that a general meter 
system would operate harshly upon the poorer takers by 
restricting their water consumption to an unsanitary limita- 
tion. But experience has taught us that this is not the 
fact; neither is this the true reason for their objection to 
the meter. 
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The objection to meters comes almost exclusively from 
owners of tenement houses who occupy a portion of their 
houses and rent out the balance, and who are unwilling to 
use first-class plumbing, or to keep it in repair, and desire 
the town to find out the leaks and imperfections, by inspec- 
tion, if it can. 

Our meter register shows that we have 88 families owning 
their houses situated in the most desirable parts of the town, 
whose annual water-rates, exclusive of meter rentals, do 
not exceed $5.50, and 120 that do not exceed $7.50. Some 
of these parties have been interviewed, and they say 
they use all the water they want, and in some cases mem- 
bers of the family do not even know that a meter is set 
on the premises. But all these do keep a watchful care of 
their plumbing and fixtures, and this is the solution of the 
whole question. 

A public water-supply that is practically unlimited, and 
furnished to its consumers by gravity, without the expense 
of maintaining a pumping-station with all its expensive re- 
quirements, can well be afforded to its consumers on the 
most indifferent terms. But, with a water supply like this - 
of Brookline, which cannot be claimed to be inexhaustible, 
which requires the maintenance of two pumping-stations, 
pumping 12 per cent for the high-service system a second 
time, should have some positive check upon every tap made, 
and a record made —not so much for revenue, as for being 
able thereby to locate leaks and wastes, and more equitably 
adjusting water-rates It is believed by the Water Board, 
that with such a system carried out and made general, the 
town could well afford to materially reduce its water-rates 
below two cents per hundred gallons. 


Quality of Water. 


The quality of our water has been generally good through- 
out the year, and but little complaint has reached the ears of 
the Water Board, except directly after recoating the inside 
of the high-service tank, when the water had a tar taste 
until after the asphaltum became perfectly hard. 
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Consumers have got but very little reservoir-water during 
the year, from the fact that the pumps have been run con- 
stantly sixteeen hours a day, from 6 o’clock a. m., to 10 
o'clock Pp. M., so that the only water that could get into 
circulation from the reservoir was between those night-hours 
when the consumption, of course, reached the minimum. 
This is a very severe strain upon our pumps, but it is 
deemed essential, for the reason that has so many times 
been given, namely, that our citizens would not be satisfied 
with the reservoir water for domestic use; and its contrast 
with the water of the high-service system makes it still 
more unpalatable. 

Asterionella, one of the most offensive of the Alge tribe, 
is very abundant in our reservoir at the time of closing this 
report, and an effort is being made so that little or none of 
that water shall get into circulation. 


Buildings and Stand-Pipes. 


All the buildings connected with this department are in 
good condition. The building on the old pipe-yard on 
Tappan street, will be removed to the new yard on Pearl 
street this spring, where it will be necessary later to con- 
centrate the stable and work-shop, for better convenience 
and supervision. | 

The high-service stand-pipe has been re-roofed the past 
season, and painted inside and out. ‘The first roof was con- 
sidered only a temporary covering, although it lasted three 
years. But the present one is a durable structure, supported 
by iron columns and girders, well tinned and painted, and 
will do service for many years without further repairs, save 
painting.

In reviewing the work done the past year the same general 
remarks found in the last annual report could well be used 
again. The time never will come when our system can be 
considered completed, and as our works grow older and 
extend farther in all directions, more care will be added con- 
tinually to those who have them in charge. 

The extensions at our source of supply, which have just been 
completed, are now to be followed by a covered reservoir, 
new engine and engine-house, and an additional force-main, so 
that the future of the water department appears crowded with 
new work—a sure indication of the town’s rapid growth. 
A brief description of the work done in 1891 is as follows: 
The 24-inch suction or conduit pipe left last October, just 
over the river, has been carried a distance of 2,054 feet, and 
a sufficient number of driven wells for conducting the ground- 
water connected to it. This work was commenced early in 
the summer, and continued without accident or interruption 
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till the last pipe was in position. The past season was a 
_ very favorable one, and it is to be regretted that the pre- 
vious year had not been as dry on this account. Immediately 
after completing the work just described, the men and pumps 
were moved to the location of the old wooden conduit, which 
connected the filtering galleries, and put hard to work. All 
of this wooden conduit was removed, and a cast-iron pipe, 
12 and 16 inches in diameter, substituted. 

We can now hardly speak too highly of the quality of our 
water at its source. At no place can surface-water enter our 
_ galleries or wells, and the town is really receiving an excel- 
lent spring water. Witha covered reservoir, which we hope 
will be constructed and in use before the time of the next 
annual report, Brookline can feel sure that no better water- 
supply exists in this state, or could be reasonably expected. 
16,821 feet of main pipe have been laid the past season, 
necessitating the employment of a gang of pipe-layers from 
April to December. If this amount of pipe had been in one 
street, it would have been a small matter, comparatively, but 
scattered as it was over the entire town and throughout the 
entire season, the expense and inconvenience were much 
increased thereby. 

The relief engine for the high-service station,‘recommended 
in the last report, has been purchased, and is now in use. 

The quality of the water in the reservoir and the condition of 
the surrounding grounds are so closely connected with the 
building of a covered reservoir, a subject now before a 
special committee, that no other mention need be made in 
this report. 

The telephone line connecting the Town Hall with the 
pumping stations must be rebuilt with a metallic circuit. 
Since the Electric Light Company has extended its alternat- 
ing current for house-lighting to the Holyhood district, using 
the same poles with the Water Works, the induction is so 
great that no communication can be carried over our wires, 
while the dynamos of the Electric Light Company are running. 
It also seems wise to place about 12 fire-hydrants on streets 
where the buildings have increased largely since the mains 
were laid. 
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A new roof has been placed on the high-service tank, of 
permanent construction, and the tank painted, both inside 
and out. This work was done much later in the season than 
originally planned, owing to the delay on the part of the 
contractor, who was to furnish a relief pump for the high 
service. -It was not deemed safe to depend on one pump, 
with no storage to keep up the supply. The buildings at 
the high-service station are in good repair, and no outlay of 
any importance will be required on them in the near future. 
The engineer’s house at the low-service station needs repaint- 
ing and some other repairs. Whatever is needed on the 
other buildings connected with this station can be done more 
economically while the work on the proposed addition is 
being carried out. 

The great convenience of having a large stock of pipe of 
smaller sizes for street-mains on hand, at the commencement 
of the season, to those who are building new streets, or con- 
structing houses on streets where no mains are laid, was 
clearly shown the past season. At the time of closing the 
last annual report only 5,775 feet of main pipe were petitioned 
for. The additional calls, however, amounted to 11,046 feet.

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LOW-SERVICE ENGINEER'S REPORT. 





LOW-SERVICE PUMPING STATION, 
WeEsST RoxBurRyY, Mass., Feb. 5, 1892. 


To the Brookline Water Board :— 

GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to present the report of 
the Engineer for the year ending January 31, 1892. 

Since the driven wells were connected to the filter gal- 
leries the supply of water to the pumps is ample, and is now 
more than the force-main can deliver. The amount of water 
pumped during the year is 359,728,009 gallons, an increase 
of 344 million gallons over last year. 


Pumping Engines. 

Engine No. 2 is in good order, and has required no repairs. 
Ii has been in operation for only a few days during the year, 
as it is not so economical in coal as Engine No. 1. 

The high-pressure piston for Engine No. 1, mentioned in 
my last report, has been ordered, and will be put in place 
when it arrives from the manufacturer. Otherwise the 
engine is in first-class order, and gives a better duty now 
than that obtained at the duty trial in 1875. 

Owing to the excessive friction in our present force-main, 
the speed of the engine is restricted to 17% revolutions of 
the counter per minute, corresponding to two million gallons 
in twenty-four hours. With an additional force-main this 
speed can be increased fifty per cent, and as the frictional re- 
sistance would be very much reduced, three million gallons 
can be pumped with about the same amount of coal as is now 
consumed in pumping two million gallons. 

The lagging of the steam cylinders needs repairing, and 
the water cylinders and walls of engine-room require a coat 
of paint, but this can be deferred until the new floor is laid 
in engine-room. The Engineer’s house needs painting and 
some slight repairs to the floors and roof. New screens are 
needed for the screen-chamber, as the old ones are too fine. 
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Boilers. 


A new Worthington feed-pump has been placed in boiler 
room, to replace the old one which is worn out. The boilers 
are in good condition. There isa slight increase in scale 
since the driven walls were connected. The remedy which 
I suggested in my last report (feeding boilers from river), 
has been approved of by the boiler inspectors, and is worth 
trying. A sheet-iron flue, for taking away the soot when 
cleaning boiler tubes, has been connected from back of boiler 
setting to chimney. ‘The rear wall of Boiler No. 2, and the 
furnace of Boiler No. 1, have been repaired, and are now in 
good condition.

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HIGH-SERVICE ENGINEER'S REPORT. 





BRooKLINE, Feb. 1, 1892. 


To the Brookline Water Board :— 

GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to present herewith the 
report of the Engineer of the High-Service Pumping Station 
for the year ending January 31, 1892. 

_ The boiler is in good condition; the fire-box will need 
some repairs soon. 

The relief engine recommended in the last report was 
received at this station the latter part of July. The engine 
was put in position, and all connections made by myself. 
At the time of writing this report, the engine isin good 
working order. The engine was built by H. R. Worthing- 
ton, New York City, and may be briefly described as fol- 
lows: Duplex, high-pressure, exhausting into condensers, 
steam cylinders 16 inches diameter, water plungers 14 inches 
diameter, length of stroke 10 inches, capacity 1,500,000 
gallons in 24 hours. It is intended to run this engine only 
while repairs are being made on the Blake engine, except 
a few hours per month to keep the engine in good working 
condition. ) 

The Blake engine is in good repair and was in operation 
continually, or nearly so, from the 13th of November to the 
28th of December, while the tank was re-covered and painted. 

The following table will show the record at this station the

SECTION 1. The Brookline Water Board shall consist of three inhab- 
itants of said town, and at each annual town meeting one member of the 
Board shall be chosen to hold office until the annual meeting in the third 
year after the meeting at which he shall have been chosen. In case of a 
vacancy by death, resignation, removal from town, or other cause, the 
vacancy shall be filled at the next town meeting after the occurrence of 
such vacancy. 

Sect. 2. The Water Board shall, at the first meeting after their 
election in each year, choose from their number a chairman. Two 
members shall be a quorum for the exercise of the powers and perform- 
ance of the duties of the Water Board. The board may appoint and 
remove at their discretion, a Clerk, who shall also be Water Registrar, 
and such servants or agents as may be necessary, and may prescribe 
their duties. They may fix the salaries of such Clerk and Registrar, 
and such servants and agents, subject to the instructions and con- 
trol of the town. The Board shall in no case make any contract or. 
agreement beyond the appropriation for the purpose made by the town. | 

Srct. 3. The Water Board, thus constituted, shall have the exclusive 
and entire charge, superintendence and oversight of all lands, structures, 
works and apparatus designed and provided for obtaining and supplying 
pure water for the uses of the town. They shall have the exclusive 
control and management of the uses, repairs and extensions of such 
works and structures, whether newly determined upon or otherwise, 
unless the town shall make other provision in extensions of the works. 

Sect. 4. The Water Board shall have control and jurisdiction over 
all sources of supply possessed by the town, and of all lands appurtenant 
thereto, owned or lawfully controlled by the town; and they may exer- 
cise all rights as to entry upon and passage over private premises which 
now are or may become vested in the town, belonging or relating to the 
management of the water works and supply of water. 

Secr. 5. The Water Board shall use diligent care for the protection 
and security of all sources of water from which a supply is in any part 
obtained, so that the purity thereof may not be impaired. 

Sect. 6. The Water Board shall, as often as once in each calendar 
month, meet and examine all bills and claims incurred by them in the 
prosecution of their duty; and all claims approved shall be certified by 
them, and they shall draw warrants upon the Town Treasurer for the 
payment of the same. The Water Board shall keep a full record of their 
proceedings, and they shall at the annual town meeting make a report, 
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in detail, to the town of their official acts and doings for the year preced- 
ing, with estimates of expenditures for the year succeeding, and such 
suggestions and recommendations as may seem to them for the benefit 
of the town. 

Srct. 7. The Water Board shall, in consultation with the Engineers 
of the Fire Department, make all proper arrangements for the sufficient 
supply of water for use at fires, and for affording the same in the most 
efficient and suitable manner. They shall, in consultation with the 
Selectmen, arrange for such supply of water as may be required for 
operating any public fountains and ornamental public water works, for 
flushing and cleansing public sewers and drains, for sprinkling streets, 
and for any other use clearly distinct from that of ordinary water 
takers. 

Srecr. 8. The Water Board shall have exclusive charge of the supply 
of water, may make all necessary arrangements therefor, and such regu- 
lations as may be judicious, not inconsistent with those established by 
the town. 

Secr. 9. The Water Board shall cause to be made out as near the 
first day of January of each year as practicable, and at such other periods 
during every year as there is occasion therefor, all bills for water becom- 
ing due at such times, and shall cause the same to be sent, either by mail 
or otherwise, to each person owing a bill, stating upon the face of the 
bills the limit of time for payment, and that they are payable at the office 
of the Treasurer and Collector. They shall also arrange that their Reg- 
istrar shall be in his office at stated hours, to be agreed upon with the 
Treasurer and Collector, during the periods when the bills are payable, 
for the purpose of adjusting any claims which may be made for rebate, 
or any matters connected therewith. 

SrecT. 10. No member of the Water Board, and no person officially 
acting under their appointment, shall, directly or indirectly, be person- 
ally interested in any contract, bargain or sale of property or material 
connected with the water supply, wherein either the Water Board or any 
Committee thereof shall be a party. Nor shall the Water Board or any 
officer appointed under their authority, demand or receive any fee or 
reward for service to any person in connection with his duty. 

Secr. 11. If any person shall turn on or turn off the water in any of 
the public water-pipes or reservoirs without the license of the Water 
Board, he shall be liable to a penalty of not less than $3, nor more than 
$20, upon conviction thereof before a trial justice or court having juris- 
diction of offences arising under town by-laws. 
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REGULATIONS. 





The following regulations shall be considered as part of the contract 
with every water taker. Whenever any of them is violated, the water 
shall be cut off; and it will not be let on again except by order of the 
Water Board, and on payment of $1.00. 

1. Application for the use of water must be made in writing at the 
office of the Water Board, and must state fully and truly the uses to 
which it is to be applied. Should any taker desire to use the water for 
any purpose not stated in his application, he must make request to the 
Water Board for permission to use it for such other purpose. No water 
shall be supplied by takers to persons not entitled to its use. 

2. All persons taking water shall keep in order the service-pipe within 
their premises, and be liable for all damage resulting from their failure 
to do so. 

3. They shall prevent all voluntary waste of water, and shall not allow 
water to run through their fixtures to prevent freezing. There shall be 
no concealment of the purposes for which it is used. 

4. No alteration shall be made in any pipes or fixtures inserted by the 
town, except by persons authorized by the Water Board, who shall be 
allowed to enter the premises to examine the apparatus, the quantity of 
water used and manner of its use, and to ascertain whether there is any 
improper waste; provided, however, that no dwelling-house shall be thus 
entered, except on presentation of a special order, designating the house 
and its occupant, signed by the Superintendent, authorizing such entry. 
Said order shall be left with the occupant. 

5. The town reserves to itself the right, whenever it deems it neces- 
sary to repair the works, to shut off the water, in whole or in part, and 
to stop the supply for other than domestic purposes, in cases not requir- 
ing a complete stoppage. 

6. Owners shall be responsible for water supplied to their premises. 
When water shall be supplied to more than one taker through a single 
service, the bill for the whole supply furnished through such service will 
be made either to the owner of the estate, or to some one tenant who 
Shall agree to be responsible therefor. In case of non-payment, the 
water may be shut off, notwithstanding one or more takers may haye 
paid their proportion to such owner or tenant. 

7. A meter may be attached at any time to the premises of any water 
taker, when, at the discretion of the Water Board, it seems for the inter- 
est of the town. And in all such cases the rates for the current year — 
shall be adjusted by the meter readings, even if a bill by fixture rates has 
already been settled. 

8. Water shall not be turned on to any new building until all charges 
for laying the service-pipes for such building, and for water needed for 
building purposes, are paid.

REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSIONERS. 





The Park Commissioners have the honor to submit the 
following report : 

With the exception of a few claims, for which the Commis- 
sioners have awarded the sum of $2,116, all outstanding 
claims and demands against the town for land taken for park 
purposes have been settled. And as the time within which 
suits can be brought for such claims, with a single exception 
where the amount of land taken is but 52 square feet, has 
expired, the cost to the town for the land already taken is 
practically determined. After payment of the awards above 
referred to, there will be a balance of $997.91 to the credit 
of the land account. 

It has been thought advisable, as recommended by the 
landscape architects, the Messrs. Olmsted & Co., to provide 
space for an electric railroad between Pond avenue and the 
pleasure drive. This was not contemplated at the time of 
the original laying-out of the Park. The strip of land for a 
part of the way along Pond avenue is very narrow, and there 
is not sufficient room for the railroad location without 
encroaching too much upon the planting-space between the 
railroad and the main driveway. The Commissioners there- 
fore recommend the purchase of additional land of the 
Brookline Land Company, as per the plan hereto annexed, 
amounting to 12,594 feet, which can be purchased for fifty 
cents per foot, or for $6,297. An additional appropriation 
of $6,500 is asked for this purpose. This appropriation 
being made, the account for land may be considered to be 
closed. 

_ The work of construction has been diligently prosecuted 

during the year. The excavation, filling, grading, loaming 

and manuring are nearly completed. The ground is pre- 

pared for planting, the trees and shrubs have been contracted 

for, and the work of planting will be begun early in the spring. 
20 
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The remainder of the work, namely, the bridges and cul- 
verts, the macadamizing and curbing, is all well under way, 
and it is expected that within a few months the whole work 
of park construction will be completed. 

The designs for the bridges and culverts are handsome and 
will be much more solid, and therefore more expensive, than 
it was originally contemplated to make them; but the 
bridges are a very important feature of the Park, and it has 
been the opinion of all concerned, including the Boston Park 
Commissioners, that the joint structures should be made hand- 
some as well as substantial. The cost of the bridges will 
exceed the estimates by the sum of from $32,000 to $35,000. 
The cost of the Park has been further: increased, to the 
extent of about $8,000, by the substitution of macadamized 
walks for gravelled walks. 

The river channel has been deepened two feet more than 
was originally designed, to avoid the vegetable growth in 
the river to which it was feared the channel might be subject 
if excavated only to the depth originally estimated for. This 
was only determined upon, after the Boston Park Commis- 
sioners had adopted the greater depth. 

It has been necessary to use a much larger amount of loam 
than was originally calculated, in consequence of the poor 
quality of the river and marsh mud, and also to put on a 
greater depth of loam; the additional expense of loaming, 
manuring, etc., will exceed by the sum of $25,000 the orig- 
inal estimates. Should the city decide to build the elabo- 
rate bridge over the river at Chapel Station, and a tool- 
house and stable be built on the park land, the cost would 
be still further increased by about $10,000. ) 

The sum total of all these changes will increase the cost 
of construction by the sum of about $75,000 over the origi- 
nal estimate. 

Itis very much to be regretted that the original plan for 
the laying out of the Park did not include all the land lying 
between Brookline avenue and the parkway. The Commis- 
sioners have for years felt that this strip of land, if thrown 
into the Park, would materially benefit the whole im- 
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provement, andall are more impressed with its importance as 
the parkway approaches completion. The strip in question is 
about seven hundred feet long by an average width of about 
eighty feet, comprising about fifty-three thousand feet of land. 
It is assessed, with the buildings, for $57,380. Its cost, in- 
cluding construction, will probably amount to $100,000. On 
account of its great cost, the Commissioners do not recom- 
- mend its purchase at this time. But they feel it to be their 
duty to call the subject to the attention of the town, leaving 
it to the town to take action if they deem it advisable. And 
in order that any sum so expended may be included in the 
assessments for betterments, which must be levied on or be- 
fore the fifth day of May, the Commissioners have caused an 
article to be inserted in the warrant, covering this appro- 
priation. The question for the town to consider is whether 
it is wise at this time to expend one hundred thousand dollars 
to acquire this strip of land. 

It is important that the work should be prosecuted, 
and as the Commissioners hope to finish it during the com- 
ing season, they ask for a further appropriation of $125,000. 

For a detailed statement of the work of the past year and 
that now in progress and in contemplation, reference is made 
to the accompanying report of the Engineer, Mr. Alexis H. 
French. 

Appended hereto is a detailed statement of the appropri- 
ations and expenditures, both for land and construction pur- 
poses, to the present time. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

REPORT OF THE ENGINEER. 


Mr. Henry M. Whitney, Chairman of the Brookline Park Commissioners : 


DeEaR Sir,-—-The following is my report on the operations connected 
with the Muddy River Improvement for the past year: 

Karly in February last, an exchange of land with the Boston & Albany 
Railroad Company was effected, by which the town acquired a parcel 
about 224 feet in width, about 1,400 feet in length, and containing 23,760 
square feet, and situated south of Longwood avenue, and gave therefor 
a parcel of equal area, extending from Longwood avenue to Chapel 
station. The advantage to the town of this exchange lay in the fact that 
our location was very narrow at the point where the land was secured, 
and wide enough so that land could be spared at the other point. 

The River channel and Leverett pond excavation, and other work 
reported last year as being done by Wm. B. Monroe, Jr., was completed 
in the fall. Parts of the channel near Chapel were excavated with 
much difficulty, owing to the semi-liquid nature of the soil which flowed 
into the excavation from all directions. The flow from the land side 
was finally shut off by means of a timber bulkhead. 

Bids for the ‘‘Downer-street section,” so called, were received May 
28th, and the contract awarded to Richard D. Shannahan, who completed 
his work very satisfactorily on the 22d of December. 

Very little loam was found on the parkway location, and considerable 
anxiety was felt regarding the possibility of securing the 30,000 cubic yards 
required, which is equivalent to eight inches in depth over an area of 
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about thirty acres. Fortunately for the town the Water Board of the city 
of Boston was engaged in building storage basin No. 6, at Ashland, and 
proposed removing the loam, as its presence would injure the quality of 
the water. The basin is situated some two miles from the Boston & 
Albany railroad, and the Water Board made the proposition that it would 
strip and pile the loam and give it to the Park Departments of Boston 
and Brookline, provided they would build a branch railroad to the basin. 
The proposition of the Water Board was accepted, and a joint contract 
made with James A. Cahill for building the road, four-ninths of the cost of 
which was paid by the town, and five-ninths by the Boston Park Depart- 
ment, these fractions being the estimated proportion of loam to be used 
by the town and the city. 

A contract was made with the Boston & Albany Railroad Company to 
load and transport the loam at 70 cents per cubic yard. The work 
began October 31, and was continued until December 30, when the supply 
was exhausted, the railroad company having brought us in the two months 
23,486 cubic yards. A further supply of 3050 cubic yards of loam was 
obtained from land of the West End Land Company, near Beacon street. 
The labor of carting and spreading the loam was done by day-work, as 
was also the work of preparing the ground for loam, and other work 
not included in the contracts. Substantially all of the planting spaces 
from St. Mary street to Highland road are covered with loam, and have 
been enriched for planting by the application of 200 cords of manure. 

Bids for the two foot-bridges near Aspinwall avenue were received 
October 26, and the contract awarded to Blanchard & Sias, for 
$11,490.00. This work was well under way when the cold weather 
stopped operations. 

Bids were received November 12 for macadamizing the roads and 
walks, and the contract awarded to Harry P. Nawn for the sum of 
$26,350.00. This work has been commenced and will be pushed in the 
spring. 

The bridges at Brookline avenue, Bellevue and Tremont streets are 
to be built at the joint expense of the town and city, both municipalities 
haying placed the engineering of these structures in the hands of the 
writer. Bids for the Brookline-avenue bridge were received by your 
board December 10, 1891, and the contract awarded to John Sheehan, of 
Lynn, Mass.; for the sum of $15,385.00. The work of excavation for 
foundations is now under way. The plans and specifications for the 
Tremont-street and Bellevue-street bridges are nearly completed, and 
should be advertised at once. 

Bids have been received and contracts awarded for 10,000 trees and 
shrubs, to be planted in the spring. 

About 11,000 feet of edgestone is required, bids for which are to be 
received the 18th of February.

During the past year the Trustees have erected a small 
cottage at the Cemetery for the use of the Superintendent.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PLANTING TREES, 





The forestry work done in town during the past season has 
_ been better systematized than ever before, and the chief objects 
aimed at,—viz., the proper pruning of existing trees, and 
their protection against injury ,—have been pursued carefully. 

One hundred and sixteen new trees were set out. In 
addition to these were some Oaks, replaced on Beacon street, 
and a few Elms and Maples, in other localities. The number 
of trees to be set out will certainly be less each year, as 
the town becomes thoroughly planted. A large amount of 
skilled work has been well carried out by the Town For- 
ester for 1891. 

Pruning and protection have constituted most of the work. 
When trees are first set they need solid wooden support for 
one or two years, until thoroughly well rooted. Then this sup- 
port is liable to chafe and injure the trees in windy weather, 
unless very carefully guarded against, because there is a 
good deal of movement to the stem, when in foliage. There- 
fore it is wiser to remove this temporary wooden guard 
(which would have to be enlarged if suffered to remain) and 
substitute a galvanized wire mesh, four feet wide, hung onto 
the tree with copper wire. This is cheaper and better than 
wood. 

The following abstract shows the field of operation 
embraced under these two heads :

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It seems worth while to call special attention to certain 
points of interest connected with this town department that 
may easily escape the observation of citizens generally. 
All parties intending to build on the line of. a public road 
are now obliged by the Selectmen to protect the trees ad- 
joining by suitable tree-guards.. These guards ought to be 
made strongly, of solid boards, standing not less than six 
feet high, so constructed as to afford ample protection 
against all possible injury from teams and rough material. 
That this is clearly in the interest of.the new householder, 
as well as every citizen of the town, there can be no question ; 
and the expense is a mere trifle, as there are always work- 
men and boards on the spot. A fine tree, injured in a care- 
less moment, oftentimes cannot be made sound again, even 
after years of growth. 

Again, in many streets of Brookline, Colchester street 
for example, are to be found a number of trees that are 
absolutely worthless. The Fraxinus excelsior (European 
Ash) seems specially ragged and unsightly, and should come 
out altogether, in many instances. Wherever the Tilia 
Huropea (Kuropean Linden) is found infested with borers, 
it should be taken down also. 

- Insome parts of the town wires are placed freely on trees. 
Itis barely possible that this, in some few instances, may be 
justified, but we think not. You have only to look at an 
ordinary telephone or telegraph pole, that has stood a few 
years, to see how completely it is cut up with the climbing- 
spurs of the linemen.* A tree fares even more hardly, as 
sometimes a long, slipping gash is made, where the tree is © 
in soft sap. When the pole is used up a new one is put in, | 
but the tree is done for. Mistakes can be avoided by careful 
prearrangement, or if not noticed in advance, can be rectified 
later on. Take for example the Oaks on Beacon street along 
Corey Hill, on the upper side of the lower driveway. They 
are directly under the big electric wires of the West End Rail- 
way Co. Onemoreseason’s growth, where they are vigorous, 
will place the tops of some of them within touch of this 


* Since the report was written the New England Telephone and Telegraph Co. have given 
orders prohibiting all employees from using climbing-irons on any trees in Brookline. 
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powerful electric current. The result may be fairly foretold, 
when you see what has already occurred in several instances 
to the Elms beyond, toward Boston. The branches rub off 
the insulated covering of the wires, and sooner or later a 
deadly shock is imparted that kills the branch or leader, 
perhaps six feet or more. The remedy for the Oaks is to 
have the wires run on the other side of the tracks, where 
there are no trees, and this should be asked for by the town, 
as the loss of the Oaks will injure the appearance of Beacon 
street at this point very materially. What can be done fur- 
ther on, in the case of the Elms, does not seem clear at 
present. 

In connection with the above mention of Oak, your Com- 
mittee desire to tender special thanks to their fellow-towns- 
man, J. W. Pierce, for having furnished, free of cost, up- 
wards of one hundred Oaks for this Beacon-street planting. 
These trees were far finer than could be obtained by pur- 
chase, and were grown on his own grounds for his own use. 
Mr. Pierce also allowed us to take seventy-five large Rock 
Maple from his nursery, for which the town paid one dollar 
each, —a very low price for the class and size of tree. 

In conclusion it is particularly urged upon the citizens of 
the town that they report promptly to the Tree Committee 
any case of injury to a tree that comes under their observa- 
tion, especially injury from a horse. There should be no 
hesitancy about it, as this latter damage is probably more 
serious than that of all others combined. Some trees are 
mutilated by cutting and wrenching, presumably by boys. 
A penalty of five dollars is suggested for such mischief. It 
is also recommended that a penalty of ten dollars be enforced 
against the owner or driver of any horse that gnaws a road- 
side tree. A second offence by the same animal should oblige. 
it to wear a muzzle, as indicating an incurable habit. 

The Committee thinks it advisable next season to very 
considerably extend the wire-protection of trees through 
all parts of the town. 

The amount expended the past season was $1,207.51, 
leaving a balance on hand of $792.49. 
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The Committee respectfully recommend the usual appro- 
priation of $2,000 for next year.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON APPLICA- 
TION TO THE GENERAL COURT FOR A 
SPECIAL HIGHWAY LAW. 





Brooking, February, 1892. 


At the last special town meeting, holden on the 27th of 
October, 1891, the nineteenth article in the warrant,—being 
‘‘To see if the town will apply to the General Court to 
pass a law applicable to the town of Brookline similar to the 
law, being Chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891, entitled ‘An 
_Act relating to the location, laying out and construction of 
highways in the city of Boston,’ with such changes as may 
seem expedient, subject to the acceptance of such law by 
the voters of the town,”—was referred to the following Com- 
mittee, to report at the next town meeting: William Aspin- 
wall, Edward Atkinson, Albert L. Lincoln, Jr., Rufus G. 
F. Candage, Oscar B. Mowry, Thomas H. Talbot. Mr. 
Atkinson was not able to attend the meetings of the Com- 
mittee, or to take any part in their proceedings. 

The Committee thus appointed beg leave to report as fol- 
lows: They have held a number of meetings, at which the 
subject referred to them has been carefully considered. 
They have come to the conclusion that they cannot recom- 
mend the town to adopt the ‘‘ Act relating to the location, 
laying out and construction of highways in the city of 
Boston,” being chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891, to be made 
applicable to the town of Brookline, or any act so compre- 
hensive in its terms and scope as that act. An additional 
reason for not approving that act as applicable to the town 
of Brookline is, that it has been in operation so short a time 
that it can be looked upon, even in Boston, only as an ex- 
periment, which may or may not prove beneficial in its 
effects. 

The Committee, however, considering that the vote of the 
town authorized them to propose any changes in regard to 

21 
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the law of public ways, which seemed to them for the inter- 
est of the town, have drafted three bills, which they pro- 
pose to have enacted by the Legislature, if the town approve 
of them. These bills are entitled as follows: Number one, 
‘«¢An Act to amend chapter 49 of the Public Statutes.” 
Number two, ‘‘ An Act in relation to public ways, and lay- 
ing sewers and water-pipes therein.” Number three, *‘ An 
Act authorizing the prescribing a building line on public 
ways.” 

Number one proposes to change the law so that instead of 
the location of a way becoming void unless possession is 
taken of the land over which it is located within two years, 
a longer time may be agreed upon between the authorities 
laying out, or altering, such way and all the owners of the 
land. 

Number two proposes to allow the town to enter and lay 
water-pipes and sewers in a way laid out, altered or widened, 
before possession is taken for the purpose of constructing 
such way. The Committee believe that the effect of this law 
will be that the owners of land intending to lay out ways 
through the same will consult the Selectmen as to the line 
and grade and the construction of the way before carrying 
their intentions into effect, and that the town will be able 
to lay the water-pipes and build the sewers in such ways 
before their construction, at very much smaller expense than 
if they were put in after the ways were finished. : ) 

Number three proposes that the authorities having juris- 
diction over public ways may prescribe a uniform line parallel 
to each exterior line of any way, not more than twenty-five 
feet therefrom, and to forbid thereafter the placing of any 
building nearer to such way than said prescribed line. The 
Committee believe that no argument is necessary to prove the 
beneficial effect of this proposed act, for it is merely em- 
bodying in a law a principle which has been acted upon in — 
the laying out of streets by landowners in and near the city 
of Boston for the last fifty years, in the belief that they 
thereby increased the market value of their lands. The 
Committee are not aware of a single instance during that 
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period of time in which any owner of land in Brookline, lay- 
ing out streets for the purpose of selling his land, has not 
prescribed a certain line beyond which no building could be 
placed. ‘The same principle was recognized by the Com- 
monwealth, the city of Boston, the Boston Water-Power 
Company, and other owners of land in the Back Bay, when 
Commonwealth avenue and other streets were laid out. The 
building line on Commonwealth avenue (which is two hun- 
dred feet wide) is twenty feet on each side of the avenue, 
making the distance between the houses two hundred and 
forty feet. There can be no doubt, in the opinion of the 
Committee, that such a principle recognized in laying out 
streets in Brookline would be of great value to the public as 
improving the appearance and sanitary conditions of the 
streets, and also of pecuniary advantage to the landowners. 
Another advantage of such a building line would be that if 
a street needed to be widened, there would bea considerable 
vacant space on which the widening could be made without 
interfering with any buildings. 

These several subjects are now before the legislative com- 
mittees under orders of inquiry already introduced. The 
acts referred to are applicable to any town accepting them, 
but not otherwise. The Committee advise that the town 
urge the Legislature to pass these acts. If they should be- 
come laws, they will be submitted to the town before they 
can go into effect, so that no action of the town at this time 
will commit it hereafter to the acceptance of these laws.

NUMBER ONE. 
AN ACT TO AMEND CHAPTER FORTY-NINE OF THE PUBLIC STATUTES. 
Chapter forty-nine of the Public Statutes is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out Section 88 thereof, and inserting the following section: 
SECTION 88. The laying out or alteration of any way under the provis- 


ions of this chapter, shall be void as against the owner of any land over 
which the same is located, unless possession is taken of such land for 
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the purpose of constructing such way, witbin two years from the time 
when the right to take such possession first accrues; or, if a different 
time is agreed upon by and between the authorities laying out such new 
way or alteration, and all the owners of the land over which such way 
as laid out or altered extends, such time shall be specified in the return 
or report of such laying out or alteration, which shall become void, as 
before provided, only in case possession is not taken for the purpose of 
constructing such way within the time thus agreed and specified; but an 
entry for the purpose of constructing any part of the laying out or 
alterations shall be deemed a taking of possession of all the lands in- 
cluded in the laying out or alterations. 

This act shall take effect upon its passage, so far as to allow any town 
to vote upon the acceptance hereof; but shall take full effect in any such 
town only after it shall have been accepted by a majority of the voters 
of such town present and voting thereon by ballot at a town-meeting 
called for that purpose. The ballots shalt be furnished by the town, and 
shall be in the following form: Shall the act entitled, ‘‘ An Act to amend 
chapter forty-nine of the Public Statutes,” (being chapter of the 
Acts of 1892), be accepted? Yes, (or) No. 


NUMBER TWO. 


AN ACT IN RELATION TO PUBLIC WAYS, AND LAYING SEWERS AND 
‘WATER-PIPES THEREIN. 


SECTION 1. When a town-way is laid out, altered or widened, the 
Selectmen may enter and lay water-pipes and sewers therein before pos- 
session is taken for the purpose of constructing such way, in like man- 
ner as if such way had been actually constructed; and the town shall 
not be liable to pay any damages for the laying of such sewers or pipes, 
except as hereinafter provided. Such entry so made for the laying of 
water-pipes and sewers shall not be deemed an entry for the purpose of 
constructing such way; but until such way is constructed, sewer assess- 
ments shall be levied only upon the estates of such persons as shall con- 
nect their drains with such sewers. If such laying out, alteration or 
widening shall become void, by reason of failure to take possession of 
such way for the purpose of constructing the same, all sewers or water- 
pipes so laid within the limits thereof, shail be deemed to have been 
legally laid and placed therein, and damages may be recovered therefor 
in the manner provided by law in the case of the laying of sewers or 
water-pipes in private lands; and the right of any person to recover 
damages for the laying of such sewers or water-pipes, shall be deemed 
to have accrued at the time when such laying out, alteration or widening, 
became void. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage, so far as to 
allow any town to vote upon the acceptance hereof; but shall take full 
effect in any such town only after it shall have been accepted by a 
majority of the voters of such town present and voting thereon by bal- 
lot at a town-meeting called for that purpose. The ballots shall be fur- 
nished by the town, and shall be in the following form: Shall the act 
entitled, ‘‘ An Act in relation to public ways, and laying sewers and 
water-pipes therein,” be accepted? Yes, (or) No. . 
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NUMBER THREE. 


AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE PRESCRIBING A BUILDING LINE ON PUBLIC 
WAYS. 


SEcTION 1. In laying out, altering or widening any public way, the 
authorities so acting, may prescribe a uniform line parallel to each ex- 
terior line of such way, at a distance therefrom not exceeding twenty- 
five feet; and thereafter no building shall be erected or placed on lands 
abutting on such way, nearer thereto than said prescribed line. 

SECTION 2. All the provisions of law relating to damages caused by 
the laying out, altering or widening of public ways, shall be applicable 
to damages caused by the prescribing of the building line before 
mentioned. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage, so far as to 
allow any town to vote upon the acceptance hereof; but shall take full 
effect in any such town only after it shall have been accepted by a major- 
ity of the voters of such town present and voting thereon by ballot at 
a town-meeting called for that purpose. The ballots shall be furnished 
by the town, and shall be in the following form: Shall the act entitled, 
« An Act authorizing the prescribing a building line on public ways,” be 
accepted? Yes, (or) No. 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT, 





At the last special town meeting, holden on the 27th of 
October, 1891, the following vote was passed : 

Voted, That a committee of five persons be appointed by the Modera- 
tor to examine the Assessors’ Department, and make any recommenda- 
tions they may think best for the interests of the town, and report the 
same to a town meeting to be called for the purpose, at least one month 
before the annual town meeting of 1892. 


The Moderator appointed the following gentlemen to com- 
pose said committee, viz.: William Aspinwall, Rufus G. 
F. Candage, Charles H. Drew, John J. McCormack, Edward 
W. E. Tompson. 

The Committee thus appointed beg leave to report as 
follows: They held several private meetings and discussed 
the matters committed to their charge. They also gave two 
public hearings in the Town Hall, having advertised them in 
the public prints some time beforehand. Neither of these 
public hearings was largely attended. The result of the 
deliberations of the Committee may be summed up very 
briefly. 

The Committee, being impressed with the largely increased 
duties of the Assessors within a few years past, and that the 
duties are performed by the same number of officers as were 
elected thirty years ago, believe that it would lead toa more 
accurate and satisfactory valuation of property and assess- 
ment of taxes if the number of officers were increased. In 
the year 1861 (thirty years ago,) the total valuation of prop- 
erty in Brookline, both real and personal, was $10,910,100. 
In 189f, the total valuation was $46,537,300. In 1891, the 
valuation of real estate alone was nearly three times the 
valuation of both real and personal estate in 1861, or 
$30,027,200. : 

In view of the facts, the Committee recommend the election 
of three Assistant Assessors from different parts of the town, 
who shall be paid a compensation per diem during the time 
they are employed. 
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The Committee also recommend that the Assessors be 
authorized and instructed to appoint a permanent clerk of 
their board, who shall be in the Town Hall at certain fixed 
hours in the forenoon and afternoon of every business day 
throughout the year. The Committee would recommend 
that the salary of this officer should be not less than fifteen 
hundred dollars ($1,500) a year. 

The Committee further recommend that suitable offices in 
the Town Hall should be assigned to the Assessors for their 
exclusive use and occupation. In their opinion, they should 
have two offices—an inner one for their private consultations, 
containing a safe for the preservation of their valuable 
books, papers and plans—and an outer one for the use of 
persons having business with the board. At present, the 
Assessors have no office from which they may not at times 
be excluded, because needed for other uses. Since the as- 
signment of the offices in the Town Hall to the different 
boards and officers in 1873, the Assessors have been moved 
into different offices at least twice. As this board is at least 
as important as any other to the interests of the town, it 
would seem that they were entitled to at least as good accom- 
modations as any other board or officer in the town. 

The Committee further recommend that the Assessors be 
requested to keep a book or books, in addition to those now 
kept, in which shall be entered all the parcels of real estate 
according to the street upon which they are situated, with 
the name of the owner and the valuation thereof. The book 
thus kept would enable any person to compare the valuation 
of similar properties either on the same or some other street, 
—a process which with the books kept at present is very diffi- 
cult and almost impossible.

REPORT ON ADDITIONAL FIRE APPARATUS AND 
BUILDINGS. 





To the Inhabitants of the Town of Brookline: 


Article eighteen of the warrant for a town meeting held 
October 27th, A. D. 1891, was as follows, viz: ‘* To see if 
the town will purchase a fire-engine, hose-carriage and hose, 
and erect a suitable house for the same on land recently pur- 
chased by the town, known as the Smith Farm, on Harvard 
street, and make the necessary appropriations therefor.” 

It was voted that this article ‘‘ be referred to a committee 
of five, to consider what additional fire apparatus and build- 
ings are needed for the protection of that section of the town 
represented by the petitioners, the location of the same, and 
to report at the next meeting.” 

The undersigned were appointed as such Committee, and 
after a consideration of the matters referred to them, make 
the following recommendations : 

(1) The purchase of a combination hose-carriage and 
chemical engine, one thousand feet of hose, two horses, and 
the necessary harnesses. 

(2) The erection of an engine-house of sufficient capacity 
to accommodate two pieces of apparatus, one of which shall 
be a hook and ladder truck, at such a place on the northeast- 
erly side of the ‘‘Smith Farm” lot as to be easily reached 
by way of Dwight street, and by way of astreet leading from 
the easterly side of Harvard street to said Dwight street, 
over, or along the westerly side of, or near to the westerly 
side of said ‘‘ Smith Farm” lot. In recommending this loca- 
tion, your Committee understand that the laying out of such 
a street is already contemplated, and if it is so laid out, they 
believe that in connection with said Dwight street all that 
section of the town which needs better protection against fire 
can be easily covered. 
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(8) An appropriation of $15,000, as follows:

These recommendations are made with a view to provid- 
ing for the present needs of that part of the town so far as 
fire apparatus is concerned, and for both the present and 
future needs so far as the building is concerned.

No, 5, Corey Hill, in various streets on the Corey Farm, so known, and in a new street on 
Aspinwall Hill, $7,642; for proposed school-house on the Nahum Smith estate, $15,000; for 
Williams-street district surface drainage, $7,000. Such indebtedness shall be made payable 
in such annual proportional payments as will extinguish the same within five years from the 
date of delivery of said notes.

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REPORT OF THE ASSESSORS. 





The Assessors of the town of Brookline submit their 
annual report for the year 1891. 

The board organized at the beginning of their official 
duties, with R. G. F. Candage, chairman, and Albert Cush- 
man, clerk. The services of the clerk, as heretofore, have 
been of great value to the board and to the citizens of the 
town; the board regrets, however, to state that for some 
months past, illness has prevented the clerk from attending 
to his duties with the board, whose earnest desire is that he 
may speedily be restored to health. 

The Assessors, as in former years, posted legal notices 
required by the statutes of the Commonwealth, printed and 
published the same in the Brookline Chronicle, and left 
copies at all occupied houses and places of business in the 
town. 

They began the work of visiting all dwellings and build- 
ings in town on the first day of May ; made inquiries thereat 
for all persons, male and female, assessable for polls and 
property; took note of changes in buildings and in real 
estate in the town, during the previous year, and of their 
values, completing that part of their work before the close 
of the month. 

As in previous years, they found positive evidences of the 
substantial growth and prosperity of the town, in an in- 
crease in the population, in many new dwellings and other 
buildings, many of them of elegance, high cost, and of 
substantial character, in the transfers and sales of real estate 
at advanced prices over those realized the year previous, and 
consequently a large increase of the real property of the 
town. 

The increase in values of real estate has been marked in 
Longwood, on the line and in the vicinity of Beacon street, 
about Fisher Hill, and in other parts of the town, while no 
section has suffered a decrease in value. 
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The Assessors have, as heretofore, examined the probate 
records of Norfolk and Suffolk counties; corporation and 
bank stockholders’ lists at the State House; corresponded 
with boards of Assessors in many places; corresponded with 
many persons in and out of town; and have had many per- 
sonal interviews with individuals, that they might, thereby 
make a just and equitable assessment upon all property of 
the town. But notwithstanding however carefully and con- 
scientiously the Assessors may strive to discharge their 
delicate and difficult duties, under their oath of office, it 
would be strange if they did not sometimes err in judgment, 
and fail to meet the demand of some citizen of the town. 

The Assessors feel it to be a duty incumbent upon them 
to call the attention of the town to the inappropriateness of 
the room assigned to them in the Town Hall for their office, 
to meet the needs and demands of their board, which is 
recognized as being one of great importance to the town, and 
should have suitable quarters in which to aa its import- 
ant and required duties. 

Their present office is the common ante-room to the upper 
hall, open to all frequenters of social and political meetings 
in said hall, and to many special committees of the same and 
of the town. In consequence of the common uses to which 
it is put, and which under the circumstances can not well 
be avoided, disarrangement of the Assessors’ department 
necessarily follows. Their maps, plans, papers, reports, 
books of reference, stationery, and other articles which can 
not be placed in their safe, for lack of room therein, are made 
common use of, injured, misplaced, taken from the room, 
and some of them lost, greatly to the inconvenience and 
detriment of the work of the board. 

The Assessors therefore respectfully ask the town to take 
such action in regard to the matter as they, in their judg- 
ment, shall deem to be wise and for their best interests. 

In their enumeration of male polls, the Assessors found 
3530 —a gain of 280 over 1890; and in female polls, 120 — 
a gain of 2 over the previous year; in houses and other 
buildings there was a gain of 147; in the number of horses, 
151; and also an increase in the transfers of real estate. 
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In personal property, there was a decrease of $253,000 ; 
in real estate, a gain of $4,445,200; a net gain over 1890 in 
all property of the town of $4,192,200; the whole taxa- 
ble property being $50,729,500, divided into personal, 
$16,257,100, and real, $34,472,400. 

To the above amount should be added the value of bank 
and corporation stocks owned by citizens of the town, say 
$8,000,000 in round numbers, making a grand total of 
$59,000,000 ! 

There being no cash in the treasury May 1, 1891, the 
large appropriations made by the town, and the amount of 
unfunded town debt which fell due during the year, caused 
the rate to be advanced from $9 per $1000 in 1890, to $11 
in 1891. 

The large appropriations made by the town during the 
current year and not included in the tax levy, and the appro- 
priations which must necessarily be made at the annual 
meeting for the year 1892, indicate that the rate for the 
year ensuing will not be less than for the year just closed. 

Herewith is presented the condensed statement of the 
taxation for the year 1891, together with a table of aggre- 
gates of debt, expenditure, valuation, and rate, from 
February 1, 1847, to the present time.
